^ The National Grange assembled in annual session in the par- 

lors of the Gait House, and was opened in form in the Sixth Degree 
at 10:35 o'clock A. m., Worthy Master Dudley W. Adams in the 
chair.

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., it was 

"Resolved, That the National Grange go into open session for 
the purpose of admitting members of the Fourth Degree in good 
standing as spectators." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., it was 

"Resolved, That the order of business, * rules, and regulations 
adopted and enforced at the seventh annual session in St. Louis be 
adopted for the government of this, the ninth annual session, until 
otherwise ordered by a vote of this Grange." 

Bro. Ellis, O., rose to a question of privilege, viz., that there was 
a large number of his friends and constituents, some of whom had 
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Union for having chosen this central city of our nation for the 
permanent headquarters of the National Grange. "We are proud 
to have among us a body which we know to be conservative in its 
character, prudent in its counsels, liberal in its sentiments, wise in 
its judgments, and laborious in its endeavors to promote the welfare 
of the human family. Tour actions while here assembled will be 
watched with the most anxious solicitude by millions of people 
throughout the length and breadth of our common country, whose 
troubles* and burdens are now almost too heavy to be borne. They 
hope a ad believe that you will establish a system of education, so 
much needed by the agriculturists of our land, and will fix plans by 
which equal justice can be given to all industries, and which will 
cause moneyed monopolists hereafter to cease oppressing the labor- 
ing classes among us. Let us go forward then, nere at this pivotal 
point of our nation, and work harmoniously for the good of the 
Order, striving to build it up in its usefulness ; not with a view to 
injure any industry in the land, but to promote them all by estab- 
lishing rules of justice and right by which all men and industries 
can be guided. Then will the world rightfully view our objects, 
while wisdom controls our counsels. 

" Once more, Worthy Master ; once more, brothers ; once more, 
sisters, from the North, from the South, from the East, from the 
West, I bid you welcome to this our permanent resting-place." 

The address of Bro. Davie was responded to on behalf of the 
National Grange by Worthy Master Adams, as follows: 

"Dear Brother : 

"The National Grange is gratified at the very cordial welcome 
just extended to them, and in their behalf allow me to say that it is 
rendered all the more agreeable by coming from a brother we all 
so highly esteem. 

"In selecting Louisville as the home of the Grange our com- 
mittee did wisely and well. Its location is central to the nation, 
central to the great agricultural interests we represent, and lies on 
the banks of a beautiful river on the border of the two great sections 
we are doing so much to unite in fraternal bonds. 

"It is also a beautiful city, in a genial climate, and inhabited by 
a people noted for their hospitality, and more in harmony with our 
movement than any other city in the land. 

" Brothers, we are proud to-day that our Grange has a home in 
the grand old state of Kentucky. We mean to have and hold an 
abiding interest on Kentucky soil, and shelter ourselves under the 
segis of Kentucky's fame. 

"Away down the long vista of years before us, when our Order 
is crystallized and embalmed in the hearts of all its members, when 
the Grange in every agricultural neighborhood becomes as much a 
matter of course as the school-house, may it not be that this beau- 



tiful city by the river shall become the Mecca of all good agricul- 
turalists?" 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., it was 

"Resolved, That the ordered standing committees be increased 
by the addition of a Committee on Foreign Relations." 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved that the Grange take a recess of one 
hour to enable the Committee on Credentials to report; but with- 
drew it to allow Bro. Smith, Ga., to offer the following: 

"Resolved, That the Secretary be added to the Committee on 
Credentials;" which was adopted. 

Bro. Moore then renewed his motion. 

Bro. Woodman requested the members to present their creden- 
tials. 

Bro. Chase did not think that members had come prepared 
with credentials, and thought that the records of the Secretary's 
office were sufficient to show who were entitled to vote ; which was 
C concurred in by Bros. Mauger, Pa., and Smith, Ga. 

£ Bro. Ellis moved to amend that the Grange assemble at the call 

of the "Worthy Master, which was accepted by Bro. Moore, and the 
motion was then adopted. 

The Grange then took a recess. 

The Grange was called to order at 12.30 p. M. 
Bro. Woodman presented the following report

"The committee find the credentials of Bro. J. V. Webster, of 
California, in proper form, but his seat in this body is contested by 
Bro. Hamilton. The credentials and protest are herewith submitted 
to the Grange without recommendation. 

(Signed) "J. J. Woodman, Ch'n." 

Which report was on motion adopted. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., stated that many things transpire in the 
sessions of the National Grange whieh should not be made public, 
when 

Bro. Moore, Md., raised the point of order, that a resolution 
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had been adopted fixing the order of business, and that order ouglit 
to be adhered to. 

The "Worthy Master decided that a brother had a perfect right 
to explain any motion he desired to make, and therefore he would 
hear the motion before deciding whether or not it was in order. 

Bro. Chase then moved that a committee of three be appointed 
to revise the proceedings prior to being given to the papers, and 
that nothing be published until it shall have passed that committee. 

The Worthy Master then decided that Bro. Moore's point of 
order was well made ; but Bro. Moore withdrew it, as he considered 
the resolution of importance. 

Bro. Ellis moved to amend by making the Executive Committee 
tho committee on revision. 

Bros. Smith and Chase opposed the amendment, as tho Execu- 
tive Committee had now all they could do. 

The amendment was lost, and the motion was then adopted. 

Bro. Chase requested that he be not put on the committee. 

The Worthy Master then appointed the following as the com- 
zy mittee : 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., Bro. Whitehead, N. J., 

Bro. Smedley, Iowa. 

The Worthy Master then delivered his annual address as 
follows : 

"Patrons : 

" Time flies ! One brush of his wings, a deepened wrinkle on 
the brow, another thread of silver in the locks, and a year is gone 
to take its place in the great army of the past. 

" The grim, unerring archer has spread nis shafts, striking down 
alike the high and low, and given their names and deeds to history. 

" Yet of the fraternal band which met at Georgetown, at St. 
Louis, at Charleston, not one has received the deadly shaft, and we 
meet to-day with unbroken and augmented ranks to labor in this 
glorious cause. 

"A few familiar and beloved faces we miss from their accus- 
tomed places, having been delegated to other fields of usefulness. 

" In their stead are new forms, strange to our sight, but properly 
recognized as laborers in the same field, and we cordially extend to 
them a fraternal welcome, and will hold them with a Patron's 
'grip.' 

14 Not only are we pleased to note our old ranks lull, but de- 
lighted to extend them, and incorporate in our fraternal band the 
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Masters and their wives were honorary members, eligible to office, 
but not entitled to vote. 

" In many of the states this made a body too large to do busi- 
ness, and too expensive for the means at the command of the State 
1 Grange treasury. 

A^ " In changing the constitution to its present form the National 

Grange had mainly in view the reducing the number of paid 
voting members of the State Grange; but inadvertently the law 
was so worded as to cut off all Past Masters and their wives from 
even honorary membership, and of course from eligibility to office. 
" This appears to bo a very unfortunate mistake, for it places 
many of our best, most experienced, and faithful members where 
we can not avail ourselves of their services. It is eminently 
proper that when a person ceases to bo a Master of a Subordinate 
Grange thenceforth he should have no vote in a State Grange; but 
that the voting members should be the last choice of the Subordi- 
nate Granges ; yet it seems good policy that the direct representa- 
tives of the Subordinate Granges should bo allowed to return the 
official services of such Fast Masters as have proved able and true. 
" The last line of the same section is such as to create doubt in 
the minds of many members, and some have construed this to 
* mean that any Master of a Subordinate Grange, or his wife, who 

v is not a delegate is not a member of the State Grange in any sense, 

^ and hence ineligible to office. This ambiguity should be removed 

by proper amendment. 

" In regard to District Granges some difference of interpretation 
has arisen concerning the three Fourth-degree members who may 
be elected to the District Granges. Some states have provided for 
the election of three members each year, some for the election of 
three members each quarter, and under such an interpretation they 
may provide for the election of three members every week or day 
in the year, thus absolutely endangering the very existence of the 
Subordinate Granges by swallowing them up in the County Grange, 
and at the same time making the County Grange so cumbersome 
as to be valueless and impractical, like the State Grange under the 
old law. 

" If the present wording of the law really is capable of two in- 
terpretations, it should be at once shorn of all ambiguity. 

" There is one feature of our law which has caused some com- 

tt> ment by the press and others, they claiming that all Fourth-degree 

members should be eligible to all offices in State and National 

Granges, thus carrying the presumption that all Fourth- degree 

members are not thus eligible. 

" The fact is, each member is equally eligible; but our law very 
judiciously provides that before he can hold any office in the State 
Grange he must receive the highest possible indorsement from his 
own neighbors, who know him best, by being elected to the highest 
office of his Subordinate Grange. This places it out of the power 
of a State Grange to elect to an office in the State Grange a

Elausible, good talker who could not be elected Gate-keeper at 
onie where he was better known. 

'" Our law also very properly provides that before any member can 
hold office in the National Grange he must receive the highest pos- 
sible indorsement in his own State Grange; and thus indorsed by his 
own state, and not till then, can the National Grange place him in 
a position of trust. It is a most judicious measure of safety, as it 
gives the State Granges in advance the power to say which of their 
members shall not hold office in the National Grange. This pro- 
vision is eminently wise, cautious, and conservative, and will al- 
ways secure men for office who have experience, ana have shown 
that they possess the confidence of those who know them best. 

" Some also claim that the higher degrees should be accessible 
to a\\ who will pay a certain fee of membership, thus selling for 
money to the rich what is now reserved as a reward for long service 
from rich and poor alike. 

" In obedience to a resolution of the National Grange the offices 
of the Order have been removed from Washington and located in 
the city of Louisville. 

"The location may now bo considered permanent, for certainly 
it is appropriate that the headquarters of a great agriculturul 
organization should be located in the center of the great agricul- 
tural district of our country. Being thus established, it seems to 
be eminently proper and wise that this great Order should have 
a habitation as well as a name. 

" The inquiry is often made, of what use is a great fund in the 
National Grango? And there seems to be a sort of undefinable 
dread lest some accident should happen to our accumulated treasure. 
I would therefore most heartily recommend that the sum now in- 
vested in United States bonds be used for the erection or purchase 
of such a building in this city as shall be consistent with the con- 
venience and dignity of the greatest secret society in the world. 

"It will thus form a center to which all Patrons can look as the 
result of their contributions, and be an example of solid strength 
that State and Subordinate Granges will do well to emulate. 

" Did the National and each State and Subordinate Grange now 
own and occupy suitable buildings, it would in itself be almost a 
sure guaranty of permanence. 

" It shows wonderful vitality in our Granges that so many have 
survived and prospered without any fixed or suitable habitation, 
but holding their meetings in school-houses or any other building 
that might be temporarily attainable. 

"I have yet to learn of the first failure of a Grange which 
owned and occupied a convenient, comfortable, and well-appointed 
hall. 

" No Subordinate Grange should be for a moment satisfied with 
its situation until it owns a hall fully furnished with all the con- 
veniences of a grange-room, including musical instruments and a 
well-selected library. Such Granges never die; but, rooted in the 
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affections of their members, they will bestow rich blessings on 
agriculture long after their founders have crossed the dark river. 

" The question of co-operation in which our members have so 
deep an interest has received much and careful thought from the 
Executive Committee of the National Grange, and they will have 
ready a report which is believed to embody the essence of what the 
world has discovered of co-operative principles and practice ; and 
they have endeavored to adapt it to our present wants. This will 
be submitted to you at an early day. 

" Regarding transportation and a sound currency our members 
are deeply interested. My own views on these questions have been 
so fully given in former messages, I need not trouble you with their 
reiteration further than to say that the convictions before expressed 
are only deepened and strengthened by each passing year. 

"The loan which the National Grange offered the State Granges 
has only been called for by a minority of the states, the balance 
having allowed it to remain in our fiscal agency subject to their 
call, thus showing an ability on the part of most State Granges to 
carry on their work on their regular revenue. That the revenue of 
State Granges is ample for all expenses is shown by the very hand- 
some balances in some of the state treasuries after meeting all the 
y necessary expenses. Indiana and Ohio are notable examples of good 

1 financial management, both having plethoric treasuries, the former 

especially containing over $20,000. Such cases are cheering to all 
good Patrons, and bright examples of thrift and economy which 
public bodies and private individuals should emulate. 

" The few topics I have here touched upon are but a little of 
what will demand your attention. Assembled as we are from every 
portion of our great republic, we necessarily represent every phase 
of American agriculture. It will tax to the utmost your wisdom 
and prudence to legislate that none be oppressed or none wronged. 

" The relation of National, State, and Subordinate Granges to 
each other is one of the utmost delicacy, and should be so handled 
that the utmost confidence and fraternal good feeling shall be pre- 
served between them, for thus only can our'grand edifice maintain 
its strength and symmetry. 

"The laws regulating their connection should be characterized 

by a spirit of kindness and forbearance, and executed with even- 

K handed justice. Thus shall wo beget in all Patrons such an affec- 

*■ tion for our Order that they will rally around our'altar and defend 

it from every attack. 

"And now, Patrons, in addressing ourselves to the work before 
us, let us realize that we are the representatives of the greatest secret 
society of the world, and the greatest subordinate interest of the 
nation. 

"Let us remember that the welfare of the millions may be 
affected by our slightest deviation from the true path, and, thus re- 
membering, let our councils bo characterized by wisdom, calmness, 
justice, and love, and may the work done here make us stronger as 
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an Order, more prosperous as producers, dearer friends, and better 
citizens." 

The "Worthy Lecturer then presented his report as follows*. 

"Worthy Master: 

" I deem it unnecessary to repeat suggestions offered heretofore. 
Suffice it to report that I have delivered ninety-one lectures, and 
instructed Granges and exemplified the unwritten work seventy- 
eight times since last session. 

" Unusual interest has been manifested by the people to learn 
of the principles, purposes, and achievements of this Order. Mem- 
bers have seemed anxious to improve themselves in the work, and 
have made sacrifices to receive the desired information. 

" I have been kindly received, earnestly listened to, and would 
assure you the Order is taking a firmer hold upon the confidence 
and esteem of the membership and the people, and settling to a 
basis more permanent and efficient than ever before. 

"T. A. Thompson." 

The Treasurer presented his report. (See Appendix.) 
Bro. Chase suggested that at the last session an Auditing Com- 
mittee was appointed, and he considered it a prerequisite that no 
report be received until it had been passed upon by that com- 
mittee. 

Bro. "Woodman, by unanimous consent, suggested that a com- 
mittee on the case of Bro. "Webster, of California, be appointed, 
and the "Worthy Master appointed the following : 

Bro. Chambers, Ala., Bro. "White, Va., 

Bro. Maxwell, Tenn. 

The motion of Bro. Ellis to adjourn until 7 p. m. was then 
adopted. 



EVENING SESSION. 

The Grange assembled pursuant to adjournment at 7 p. M. 
Bro. Chambers, Ala., presented the following report : 

" Tho committee to whom was referred the credentials of J V. 
"Webster as Master of Ijhe State Grange of California, and the 
protest of J. M. Hamilton, Past Master of said State Grange of 
California, against the right of the said J. V. "Webster to be 
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admitted to membership in the National Grange, have had the same 
under consideration, and submit the following report : 

"The protest of the said J. M. Hamilton is made upon the 
ground that inasmuch as the said J. V. Webster at the time of his 
election to the office of Master of the State Grange of California 
was under charges preferred against him by W. H. Baxter, and 
that while such charges were pending he, the said Master, was 
ineligible to office. It is conceded that Webster was duly elected 
and installed as Master of the State Grange of California, and the 
only question is whether the pendency of charges against him at 
the time of his election rendered him ineligible to office. That 
question was submitted to the Court of Appeals, by whom the 
following decision has been made : 

" * The preferring of charges against a member does not affect 
his eligibility to office, as a different rule would place it in the 
power of any member to disqualify an opposing candidate just on 
the eve of an election, and thus defeat the choice of a majority of 
a Grange.' 

" In the opinion of the committee this ruling of the Court of 
Appeals determines the only point in issue in this case, and we 
therefore submit the following resolution and recommend its adop- 
tion. "W. H. Chambers, Ch'n, 

" W. Maxwell, 
"J.W.White. 

"Resolved, That J. V. Webster is entitled to his seat in this body 
as the Master of the State Grange of California." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the report was accepted and the 
resolution attached adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Grosh, D. C, the reports of the officers read 
at the morning session were referred to the appropriate standing 
committees. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., gave notice that at the proper time he 
would introduce the same resolution that he did at the last session, 
viz., to abolish all degrees above the Fourth, having again been 
instructed by his State Grange to do so. 

The Secretary then presented his annual report, as follows : 

" Worth]/ Master and Patrons : 

"With this session our official terms expire. When elected at 
Georgetown, D. C, in 1873, the work in the Secretary's office re- 
quired the constant attention of my worthy assistant and myself, 
and occasionally one or two others were employed. During the 
past three years the press of business has required us to increase 
the force at one time to eighteen persons, mostly females. At the 
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present time but four clerks are employed. During the past three 
years we have supplied twenty-two thousand six hundred and 
twenty Subordinate Granges with their outfits, and issued a large 
amount of extra materials, such as song-books, manuals, tracts, etc. 
The largest number of Granges supplied with outfits in any one 
day has been one hundred and sixty-five, and the smallest is one. 4 

"We have yet to see the work fill on when not one application will 
be received in any day ; but the country being well supplied with 
Granges, that day can not be far distant. 

" In the history of organizations our Order is the greatest achieve- 
ment of modern times. Ancient history tells us of the Eleusinian 
mysteries, where both male and female, old and young, were ad- 
mitted to membership, and Ceres, the Goddess of Agriculture, was 
worshiped, to whom they built costly temples, and all Greece flocked 
to join in the sacred rites. 

" It is the leader of modern associations in admitting old and 
young of both sexes. The Masonic Order, consisting of blue lodges, 
chapters, commanderies, and other branches of its organization, 
numbers twelve thousand nine hundred and thirty bodies on the 
entire globe; the Odd Fellows number seven thousand and fifty- 
one lodges, encampments, etc., giving a total of nineteen thousand 
nine hundred and eighty -one in the whole world; and those Orders 
have existed for centuries; while at the outside we have but eight 
years' growth, and have issued twenty-four thousand two hundred 
and ninety charters, confined to the United States alone. "We 
stand far in the lead of any other association. 

"From our efforts let us hope we may yet see not only the 
farmers and mechanics of this country but those of all nationalities 
unite in an equally glorious work. 

"During the three years past there have been upward of three 
thousand deputies at work reporting directly to our office, and I 
doubt if the same amount of similar work has over been done with 
less trouble and complaint; and to the credit of these deputies let 
me say there has been but three cases of dishonesty. 

" It is quite reasonable to suppose that many of the Granges 
organized under the excitement of last year should be weak, but 
our records at this date show only six hundred and eighty-six that 
have been consolidated, suspended, or had their charters revoked 
since the first introduction of the order. 

" State secretaries this year report a total paying membership 
of seven hundred and sixty-two thousand two hundred and sixty- 
three, while the increase of new Granges for the past month has 
been ninety-two. 

" The total amount of moneys received in the Secretary's office 
and deposited in the fiscal agency in the past three years is in 
round numbers about three hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
exceeding the united paid-up capital of all the purely agricultural 
societies in the United States for the past fifty years, or in fact 
since they first had an existence. 
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"We have on our books 1,247 deputies appointed by State 
Masters the present year. There have Deen during the past three 
years 3,172 deputies supplied with manuals and other documents, 
leaving in most of the states enough to supply all the deputies that 
may hereafter be appointed, as well as all now Granges that may 

^ be organized. 

-- " I suggest that each State Master take active measures to recall 

the bulk of these supplies and utilize them; and that for new 
deputies only one copy of the manual and private instructions be 
hereafter furnished by the National Grange. 

" The present plan of furnishing supplies demands your atten- 
tion. In the early days of the Order, when few took any interest 
and none were willing to invest capital in materials and risk a 
market, it was absolutely necessary, as well as to secure uniformity, 
that materials be supplied by the National Grange ; but I believe 
it no longer necessary, and suggest that we adopt the same plan in 
this respect that prevails in the Masonic Order after the present 
stock on hand is exhausted. 

"The general correspondence of the office indicates a strong 
desire that the National Grange should at this session adopt some 
work of a national character for the good of the Order, and as one 
who fully appreciates the necessity at this time of wise and har- 

^ monious action, I sincerely hope soon a great work may be inaug- 

.* urated which may redound to our credit, and be of uncalculated 

value not only to our Order but to the whole country. 

"In the preamble of our constitution is this language: 'The 
ultimate object of this organization is for mutual instruction and 
protection, to lighten labor by diffusing a knowledge of its aims 
and purposes, expand the mind by tracing the beautiful laws 
the Great Creator has established in the universe, and to enlarge 
our views of creative wisdom and power.* How mucfr of the re- 
sources of the National Grange have been spent during the past three 
years in diffusing knowledge? Are we not losing sight of our ulti- 
mate object? Co-operation in buying and selling seems to absorb 
the attention to the exclusion of every thing else. Ought we not as 
representatives of this grand body of American farmers do more 
toward the education of the people by means of tracts and compe- 
tent lectures? At the Georgetown session it was decided that the 
Secretary confine his work exclusively to organization and extension 

W of the Order, while the Executive Committee would attend to the 

feneral work by which the members at large should derive all the 
enefits of organization. As far as my office is concerned we may 
consider organization as finished, and we now have the facilities at 
our command to commence and carry out any other branch of work 
that may be decided upon. 

" The accompanying tabulated statement (Appendix B) shows 
2,012 Granges organized from January 1st to September 30th of 
the current year, Texas leading all other states. Indiana is now 

2 
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the banner-state, and Missouri next, the first having received 2,036 
charters. 

" Much complaint is made in regard to state dues. States are 
now required to pay dues on subordinate membership, whether they 
have collected the same or not. 

" A change in the ruling has been called for. It has been sug- 
gested that semi-annual reports, instead of quarterly, be made in 
both Subordinate and State Granges. Would it not be better to 
require semi-annual reports from Subordinate and annual reports 
from State Granges ? 

" I am urged to present the claim for the higher degrees that 
were in good faith promised to several worthy men who were 
commissioned as deputies prior to the Georgetown, D. C, meeting. 

"There are those now excluded that rendered valuable service 
in the early days; and though at the St. Louis meeting they were 
acknowledged as entitled to seats, their names were dropped before 
the session closed. 

" As an office of record the Secretary's office should be utilized. 
It can readily be made the channel of imparting much valuable 
information of various kinds for the direct benefit of our members. 

"A further suggestion may be considered : Abolish the system 
of making new Granges, and require them to be composed exclu 
sively of Fourth-degree- members. 

"In the work of Subordinate Granges will it not be advisable to 
require each candidate for a higher degree to pass an examination 
in the teachings of the lower degrees ? 

"Experience and observation prompt me to suggest several 
matters for your consideration, and among others to do away with 
publishing the key with the manual, requiring it to be committed 
to memory. 

"Authorize the publication of the manual key in the German 
language. This can be done without any tax upon the National 
Grange, and at the same time we can increase our resources mate- 
rially. 

" In compliance with your resolution to have duplicate records 
of subordinate Granges prepared for each state, I have the pleasure 
of saying that sixteen states have been furnished, leaving twenty- 
two to be supplied. 

" The instructions of the Executive Committee to move the 
national office from "Washington to Louisville were received on 
the afternoon of Friday, and half an hour after crates were being 
made in which to pack the materials. We kept up the regular 
work of the office for the week while packing. The last desk left 
the Washington office Monday afternoon at 6 o'clock, and with the 
chief clerk and three subordinates I reached this city the following 
Wednesday and resumed our correspondence, being in fact but 
three days in making the change. 

" In conclusion, brothers and sisters, I thank you for the marked 
courtesy that has at all times displayed itself in our business rela-

tions, and trust that the friendships formed and nurtured in 
great struggle for the present success may continue while life "las

"Which was referred to the appropriate committee. 

The Executive Committee then presented their report, as follows , 

" Worthy Master, Brother S, and Sisters of the National Orange : 

" Your committee beg leave to submit the following report: 
" At the last meeting of the National Grange a resolution was 
adopted donating a certain sum from its treasury as a loan to the 
State Granges. To facilitate the execution of this resolution your 
committee issued to the Masters and Executive Committees of the 
State Granges a circular, stating the conditions of the loan and the 
forms to be observed before receiving it. 

" The following states have applied for and received the amounts 
severally annexed: 

Arkansas $1,417 50 

Colorado 172 50 

Georgia 1,710 00 

Illinois 3,832 50 

Iowa , 5,007 50 

Kansas 3,387 50 

Missouri 6,027 60 

North Carolina 1,200 00 

South Carolina 822 CO 

"Wisconsin 1,272 60 

Total $23,850 00 

"Your committee, in the exercise of conferred discretionary 
powers, authorized the following donations, and after having duly 
considered the appeals for the same placed the following amounts 
at the disposal of the Masters of the respective State Granges: 
Tennessee, $1,000; Missouri, $3,000; Arkansas, $500; Colorado, 
$500; and Iowa, $1,068.47. 

" In accordance with instructions a sub-committee was appointed 
to investigate and report upon the location of the headquarters of 
the National Grange. At the July meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee this sub-committee reported as follows: 

" The committee elected at Charleston on the 13th of February 
last, under a resolution of the National Grange, to visit the states 
of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Missouri, Kentucky, and Tennessee, with 
a view to the permanent location of the headquarters of the Na- 
tional Grange, havedischarged that duty, and beg leave to report — 

"That they met at St. Louis on the 1st of May and arranged 
the dates of their visits to the several states mentioned, and advised 
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the Masters and Executive Committees in each thereof as they had 
"been requested to do. They were met at the times and places ap- 
pointed by the Masters and Executive Committees in each of the 
states except Illinois. At Chicago your committee received a letter 
from Worthy Master Golder, expressing his views as to the location 
so far as the claims of that state should be considered. 

" The National Grange having received the first invitation and 
the first offer (a verv liberal one) from the city of Booneville, Mo., 
and by the desire 01 "Worthy Master Allen and the able chairman 
of their Executive Committee, our first visit was to that city. 

" Returning to St. Louis, we visited successively the states to 
which we were invited, directing our attention specially to the cities 
indicated in each by the chief officials of our Order therein. 

" The interest manifested in the location in each of the states 
was flattering to our Order, and it is due to their representative citi- 
zens, both in and out of our Order, that we should in this report 
make acknowledgment of the graceful courtesies extended to your 
committee, and the full facilities afforded in obtaining information 
and observation of the advantages of each place visited. 

"After a careful consideration of the facts presented, in connec- 
tion with our personal observation, in view of the near future of 
our Order, as well as its present estate, and under a deep sense of 
the responsibility resting upon your committee, we recommend 
that the headquarters of the National Grange of the Patrons of 
Husbandry be permanently located at the city of Louisville, in the 
state of Kentucky. 

"In this connection your committee venture to recommend 
further that the next annual session of the National Grange be 
held at said city of Louisville ; and in view of the superior oppor- 
tunities that will be afforded at that time to select suitable offices 
and halls for the use of that body, and the near approach of said 
session, we further recommend that no leases or purchases of 
property be made by the Executive Committee for that purpose 
until said meeting. 

"This report having been duly considered, your committee 
proceeded to ballot upon the place for locating the offices of the 
National Grange, which resulted in selecting the city of Louis- 
ville, and a committee was appointed to procure suitable rooms 
there, and supervise the removal of the effects of the National 
Grange to that city. 

" The sub-committee on location of offices also submitted the 
following report on the business features of the order : 

"As members of this Executive Committee, charged with re- 
sponsible duties since its last session, we beg leave to report that in 
addition to our service as the sub-committee to locate headquarters 
we availed ourselves of the opportunities presented in that extended 
tour to examine into the conduct and workings of the business 
agencies in the several states visited, and while we are gratified to 
be able to say that in some of the states our agencies are doing a 
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very large business for our Order, and saving for them m the aggr-e- 
gate millions of dollars, in others the results are unsatisfactory an<3 
disappointing to the expectations of the members of our Order, and 
in all they have fallen far short of the benefits which could bo 
realized under a more perfect and uniform system. 

" We find many of our Grange agents doing business on the 
usual commission system, differing in nothing from ordinary com- 
mission merchants, except perhaps in some instances at a slightly 
less commission; that in general there is no co-operation among 
these agencies, but on the contrary the usual jealousy which obtains 
among rivals, which is contrary to the genius of our institution, and 
its consequences very damaging to our Order. 

" "We submit thut the commission system applied to our Order is 
false in theory, unjust to our members (as no distinction is made so 
far as we are informed between the members and those not mem- 
bers), and that under this system, instead of building up our Order, 
we are building up commission merchants under our auspices, per- 
haps to assert their independence of us whenever it may suit their 
interest or convenience. Where the agents are receiving a stated 
salary from the treasurers of the State Granges, we find they are 
doing more and better, and have the confidence of our members to 
a much greater extent. 

" With this feature let us inaugurate a permanent, uniform, co- 
operative business system in our Order that will give assurance to 
our Subordinate Granges and members who may form associations 
under it that, however feeble in their beginings, it has a foundation 
upon which they may build a superstructure, with a cohesive force 
that will bid defiance to our opposers, and grow in strength as it 
increases in age, benefiting in just proportion the poorest and the 
wealthiest, the humblest and the proudest of its associated members. 

11 That this Executive Committee can devise and submit to our 
Order such a plan we can not doubt, and that our members will 
heartily adopt it we feel equally assured from a liberal interchange 
of viows in our extended tour and correspondence with Masters 
and Executive Committees. 

" The disposition among our members to inaugurate manufac- 
tories and to increase the products of the soil, the forest, and 
the mine, in the different sections of our country is well known. 
The wisdom of such a policy is evident. To facilitate the prog- 
ress of such worthy enterprises we have employed much of 
our time in visiting the machine-works and mill-works of New 
England and other sections of the country, obtaining estimates of 
the cost of machines for such manufactories as we know are suited 
to our people and desired by them, valuable statistics in this con- 
nection ; making terms for mill and other machinery, as we have 
heretofore done for farming implements ; negotiating with skilled 
mechanics, operative artisans ; presenting to capitalists in the East 
information of the great undeveloped resources of the West and 
South, inviting them to at least * come and see ;' in which we trust 
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we have benefited our Order, and laid the foundation for a much 
larger benefit in the future 

" Such information, with the details of which we will not occupy 
the time of this committee, has been communicated to the members 
of our Order by published letters and correspondence with com- 
panies in the South and West already organized and ready to avail 
themselves of the arrangements which we have made as stated 
herein. 

"In the current quarter we propose to visit other states not 
heretofore visited by us or any other members of the Executive 
Committee, and to place before the members of our Order more 
fully the information obtained, and to urge such action in the great 
business of our Order as may be indicated by this body, in which 
work we submit that we should have such aid from the other mem- 
bers as the daties already imposed will allow. 

" Your committee being fully convinced that the system of com- 
mission agencies was wrong in principle and disastrous in practice, 
requested a sub-committee to prepare a circular for the purpose 
of calling attention to this subject, with a view to arrest as far as 
possible tho increase of the commission system, and as preliminary 
to submitting a plan or scheme of business. 

"In furtherance of this object the following resolutions were 
submitted, adopted, and copies sent to Masters and Executive Com- 
mittees of each State Grange: 

"Resolved, That in the opinion of this Executive Committee the 
commission system in business is at variance with co-operative prin- 
ciples, and that its results, as conclusively shown to this committee, 
have disappointed the expectations of our members. 

"Resolved, That we recommend to the Executive Committees of 
the several State Granges now having agencies in other states than 
their own to abolish such agencies, and establish a single state 
agent, to be located at such place within the limits of tho state as 
may bo chosen, and that such agents be paid a {salary out of the 
treasuries of the State Granges, to be provided either by a per cent 
charged upon the amount of the bills of purchasers to do paid 
directly into the state treasuries, or in such other manner as the 
State Executive Committee may determine, and that state agents 
be required to fill orders from each other. 

"Resolved, That this Executive Committee is assured from in- 
formation before them that our members can be supplied with 
goods of the best quality at wholesale rates in the manner indi- 
cated, if the State Executive Committee should adopt this policy. 

"Resolved, That we regard this as only a commencement in the 
reform which experience has indicated, and in accord with, and 
perhaps to be a part ofj the co-operative business system which will 
be submitted to our Order as soon as the same can be matured by 
the sub-committee now having this subject under consideration. 

" While your committee have no doubt that a system may be 
matured which will be of immense value to the Patrons of Hus- 
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bandry, care has been taken that nothing should be recommend eel 
until duly authorized by the National Grange. 

" The Dominion Grange has continued to increase in numbers 
and influence until it contains within its jurisdiction two hundred 
and fifty Subordinate Granges. 

"The time has arrived when the National Grange is called 
upon to establish some general principles in reference to Granges 
in foreign countries, and your committee would respectfully recom- 
mend that a Standing Committee on Foreign Kelations bo appointed 
to take the subject under consideration. fc 

" Your committee plaoed the Worthy Lecturer in the field, and 
are gratified to be able to report that he has worked assiduously 
and to the satisfaction of those among whom he has labored. His 
duties were arduous, his privations were harassing, and the labors 
he has attempted to perform might profitably occupy the time of 
several competent lecturers, and the demand mado upon your com- 
mittee for his services only evinces the existing necessity throughout 
the entire Order for a systematic visitation of qualified lecturers to 
every Subordinate Grange. The real strength and power of any 
organization lies in its unity of purpose. If this distinctive feature 
■be lost, its efficiency becomes impaired, and its power will soon be 
lost by disintegration. 

" Lecturers might be profitably employed in unifying our busi- 
ness system, as well as in elucidating the workings of a Grange; 
and as there exists wide-spread prejudice against our Order among 
those who are ignorant of our true principles, we have only to 
disseminate these principles correctly to make converts of hosts of 
indifferent spectators and business allies of our bitterest enemies. 
Your committee earnestly desire to impress the National Grange 
with the importance of this question, as much of the future success 
and increase of our Order will depend upon the proper presenta- 
tion of its aims and objects to those within as well as to those with- 
out our gates. 

" While the task of establishing a compact, unified, successful, 
and increasing organization is herculean, and requires the dissemi- 
nation of exact and accurate knowledge of all its most minute 
forms, the power to cripple, stagnate, and possibly destroy such an 
organization is not beyond the ability even of its humblest friends. 

"The receipts and disbursements of the Order since tho close of 
the eighth annual session will be seen in the quarterly reports of 
the Executive Committee, and tho annual reports of tho Secretary 
and Treasurer of tho National Grange." 

Which was referred to tho appropriate committee. 

Bro. # Davie, Ky., offered the following: 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the National 
Grange are hereby instructed to prepare and introduco into tho 
Ordor a uniform system of business co-operation." 
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On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the resolution was amended be- 
having the words "introduce into the Order" stricken out, and "re- 
port to this body" substituted therefor, which was accepted by Bro. 
Davie, and the resolution then adopted.

MORNING SESSION. 

Thursday, Nov. 18, 1875. 

The Grange assembled in open session at 10 o'clock a. m., pur- 
suant to adjournment, Worthy Master Adams in the chair. 

The journal of Wednesday's proceedings was read, and after 
being corrected was approved. 

Brother Hinckley, N. Y., Brother Colton and Sister Colton, Vt., 
appeared in their seats in addition to the members present yesterday. 

Bro. Smedley offered the following resolutions : 

"1. That the Worthy Secretary of the National Grange is 

V hereby instructed to have the proceedings of each day's session 

J put in type in the form needed to print the proceedings of this 

body, and to have a sufficient number printed each day to supply 

each member with a copy. 

" 2. That at the close of the session the proofs and type be cor- 
rected, and such number of copies of the full proceedings of this 
session printed and bound in the usual form as this body shall 
direct, to supply the State and Subordinate Granges. u And further, 
that the Worthy Secretary be instructed to use every exertion to 
the end thai the supplies of proceedings are forwarded to the states 
in time for the meetings of the several State Granges." 

After discussion, by Bro. Smedley in favor and Bro. Chase 
against, the resolutions were adopted. 

The committees were then called for reports. 

On motion of Bro. Hemingway, the Grange adjourned till 7 p. m. 



EVENING SESSION 

The Grange assembled pursuant to adjournment at 7 p. m., 
Worthy Master Adams in the chair. 

Bro. Moore moved that the journal of the session from the 
commencement be read. Adopted. 
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On motion of Bro. Grosh, a committee of three was authorized 
to examine the minutes and report what parts should be expunged.. 
The Worthy Master announced the committee as Bros. Grosh, 
Moore, and Kelley. 

Bro. Ellis moved that the committee report to-morrow morning'. 
Adopted. 

Bro. Grosh asked to be excused from serving on the committee, 
and Bro. Maxwell was substituted for him. 

The roll of states was then called for resolutions, etc., and the 
following were offered: 

By Bro. Chambers, Ala.: Resolution to amend articles 6 and 7 
of the constitution, to give each State Grange the power to fix the 
fees and dues within its own jurisdiction. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. "Webster, Cal.: Resolutions of State Grange of Cali- 
fornia asking that the constitution of the National Grange be 
amended so as to restore Past Masters of State Granges and their 
wives who are Matrons to their former status as honorary members 
of the State and National Granges. 

The point of order was here raised by Bro. Aiken, that Bro. 
Webster should have the Sixth Degree before he could participate 
in tho business of that degree; which point was not sustained by the 
Worthy Master. 

The paper was then referred to the Committee on Constitution 
and By-laws. • 

Bro. Wardlaw, Fla., called attention to the number of omissions 
in the published proceedings of the last session, and cited the 
instances of the reports on co-operation, the difficulty with the 
Canada brethren, and the invitation of the Fruit-Growers' Associ- 
ation of Florida to visit that state. 

By Bro. Davie, Ky. : An amendment to article 6 in relation to 
fees for membership; viz., to strike out all after the word men in 
the second line to the word three in the fourth line. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Moore, Md. : A resolution of the Committee on Legis- 
lation of the State Grange of Maryland directing its Worthy Master 
to endeavor tp secure legislation to have the charters for Subordi- 
nate Granges issued by the State Granges. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 
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Also a preamble and resolutions adopted by Montgomery County 
Grange, No. 7, Md., asking that the project of gathering statistics 
of the amount of grain and produce held by the Granges, and to fix 
a remunerative price below which products shall not be sold, and 
K> directing the Master of the State Grange to present the views of 
Grange No. 7 to the National Grange, and to obtain a unanimous 
recommendation that the plan once inaugurated by the National 
Grange shall be fostered, urged, and explained, etc. ; and moved its 
reference to the Committee on Good of the Order. 

Bro. Chase raised the point of order that the National Grange 
can not receive any communications whatever directly from a 
Pomona Grange. 

The Worthy Master decided that there was no reason why a 
Grange can not send its communications where it pleases, and there- 
fore the National Grange has the right to receive this communi- 
cation. 

Bro. Grosh moved to amend Bro. Moore's motion to refer; to 

> refer it back to Pomona Grange with information that all commu- 

nications must come up through the State Grange, except in case of 
an appeal from the State to the National Grange. 

The question was discussed at length by Bros. Grosh and White- 
head in favor, and Bros. Moore, Golder, Smedley, Chase, Ham, and 
Hemingway against. 

On vote the amendment was lost ; and the motion to refer to the 
Committee on Good of the Order was adopted. 

Bro. Moore also presented a communication, with preamble and 
resolutions of the Maryland State Grange, in relation to the cur- 
rency of the United States. 

Referred to Committee on Good of the Order. 

Also a resolution of the Maryland State Grange, requesting that 
certain forms of the initiatory ceremony be dispensed with. 
\ Referred to Committee on Good of the Order. 

Also a resolution to repeal article 7 of by-laws. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also a resolution to amend article 9 of by-laws by striking 
out the words " Master, Lecturer, Secretary, and Treasurer," and 
inserting the word "officer." 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also an amendment to the constitution, undor the head of or- 
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ganization, that Fast Masters and their wives who are Matrons 
shall be honorary members and entitled to vote, but not to hold 
office. 

Bcferred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also an amendment to article 7, section 2, of constitution to 4 

regulate the dues of members. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-Laws. 

By Bro. Adams, Minn.: Resolution that a committee of three 
be appointed to examine the proceedings of the last session and 
compare them with the printed proceedings sent out, and report 
what omissions have been made; which was adopted. 

The Worthy Master appointed as the committee Bros. Adams, 
Minn., James, Ind., and Wardlaw, Fla. 

By Bro. Hemingway, Miss. : Preamble and resolution of State 
Grange of Mississippi asking that all degrees above the Fourth be 
abolished, and that members of that degree be made eligible to 
office in the National Grange. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Allen, Mo. : Resolution of State Executive Committee 
of Missouri asking that any Fourth-degree member be made eligible 
to office in County, State, or National Grange. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also a similar resolution from the County Grange of Platte 
County. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Chase, 1ST. H. : An account of Eben Thompson, a former 
Deputy in -Canada. 

Referred to Committee on Claims. 

By Bro. Whitehead, N. J. : A resolution that so much of the 
minutes as are approved from day to day shall be printed in full 
and sent to Subordinate and State Granges ; which was discussed 
by Bros. Chase, Aiken, and Allen. \ 

On vote, the resolution was not adopted: 

By Bro. Aiken, S. C. : Resolution that the Sixth Degree be con- 
ferred on brothers and sisters entitled to receive it immediately 
after the roll-call of states is concluded. 

Bro. Wardlaw moved to amend the resolution by making it 
read the Fifth and Sixth degrees. 

Bro. Moore moved to amend by inserting tho words " obligations 
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of" immediately after the word "the" in the first line, which 
accepted hy Bro. "Wardlaw, and the amendment agreed to; a 
the resolution as amended was then adopted. 

Bro. Maxwell, of Tenn., offered an amendment to section j 
of article 7 of constitution, to give to State Granges the pow^j. 
of regulating the dues of members. 

Also a preamble and resolutions from Melrose Grange, No. 80, 
Tenn., asking the National Grange to settle who are eligible to 
membership in the Order under article 5 of the constitution. 

Referred to Committee on .Constitution and By-laws. 

Also a communication from J. H. Curry in relation to manuals, 
fees, etc. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also a series of questions, sent to him from Melrose Grange, 
No. 80, about eligibility to membership, which he had decided, and 
from which the Grange appealed, and moved its reference to a 
special committee, which was adopted. 

The "Worthy Master appointed as the committee Bros. Hinckley, 
Kitchen, and Cochrane. 

Bro. Davie, Ky., presented a communication from the ladies 
of the Walnut-street Presbyterian Church, inviting the members 
to attend a festival now being held in Library Hall, and informing 
them they would be admitted free, and would find a good lunch 
and many articles for presents that could be purchased at reason- 
able rates. 

On motion of Bro. Woodman, the invitation was received and 
filed, and the thanks of the members returned to the ladies. 

Bro. Moore moved to amend the order of business by dispensing 
with night sessions for the present, to enable the committee to pre- 
pare business; but withdrew it on the statement of Bro. White that

MORNING SESSION. 

Friday, Nov. 19, 1875. 

The Grange assembled in open session, pursuant to adjournment, 
at 10:05 a. m., "Worthy Master Adams in the chair. 

Bro. Clark, Oregon, appeared in his seat, in addition to those 
heretofore present. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the regular order of business was 
suspended to allow the report of a special committee to be made. 

Bro. Moore then presented tho report of the special committee 
to select «uch parts of the journal as were to he expunged, and 
read tho first section, as follows :

" Your committee have carefully examined the journal of the 
proceedings, and recommend that the following he expunged there- 
from:

" 2. The motion of Bro. Mauger to adopt tho report, and the 
motion of Bro. Ellis to recommit to the committee, and all pro- 
ceedings incident thereto. 

" 3. The motion of Bro. Ellis that the representatives of certain 
State Granges he allowed to participate in the discussion, and the 
decision of the Worthy Master. 

"4. The resolution of Bro. Smedley for the appointment of a 
special committee of three to investigate the subject, and tho 
amendment of Bro. Chase to increase to five members. 

"5. The announcement of the committee by the "Worthy 
Master. 

" 6. The motion of Bro. Ellis that tho Grange does not transact 
any business until the committee had reported. 

" 7. The explanation by Bro. James, Ind., of his position in the 
matter. 

" 8. Tho report of the special committee under Bro. Smedley's 
resolution, and all proceedings and discussions in relation thereto.

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that no motion to expunge any part of the records of the Grange 
is in order. 

The Worthy Master stated that the highest legislative hodics 
in the land had established the precedent that motions of that kind 
may be entertained, and decided the point not well taken. 

Bro. Chase appealed from the decision of the^chair, and de- 
manded the ayes and noes on the question whether the chair shall 
be sustained. 

Pending roll-call, motion was made to excuse Sister Godard, 
Conn., from voting, when Bro. Chase raised the point that no 
motion to excuse any member from voting can be entertained after 
the calling of the roll has commenced. 

The Worthy Master decided the point not well taken; and 
Sister Godard was excused, and the calling of the roll was con- 
tinued. 

The vote was announced as follows : ayes, 59 ; noes, 2 ; so the 
decision of the chair was sustained. 

The question recurred on the report of the committee. Bro. 
Aiken opposed and Bro. Ellis favored its adoption. 

By a rising vote of ayes 89, noes 4, the first section of the 
report was adopted. 

Bro. Moore then read the second section as follows :

Chambers" s resolutions, and all amendments, 
motions, substitutes, points of order, and discussion relative 
thereto.

On motion, the section was adopted. 

Br^o. Chase gave notice that certain points of order would 
hereafter be presented for decision. 

Bro. "Wardlaw moved that the vote by which the report was 
adopted be reconsidered, and that that motion lie on the table. 

Bro. Chase made the point of order that two separate motions 
could not be combined as one. 

The Worthy Master decided the point well taken, and the mo- 
tion therefore out of order. 

The following communication was presented : From the Presi- 
dent of the Newcomb-Buchanan Company to visit their large 
distillery. 

Bro. Adams, Minn., moved that it be received and filed. 

Bro. "Woodman moved to lay it on the table. 

Bros. Ellis and Chase protested against its reception. 

The motion of Bro. Adams was adopted by 30 ayes to 22 nays. 

The regular order of business was then resumed, and the journal 
of Thurday's sessions was read, and after correction approved. 

By unanimous consent the rules were suspended to allow Bro. 
Smith, Ga., to offer the following: 

"Resolved, That members be 'limited to five minutes in speak- 
ing." 

Which was amended, on motion of Bro. White, to allow them 
to speak but once to the same question, and then referred to the 
Committee on Order of Business. 

Bro. Mills, N. C, presented a communication from Bra O. L. 
Ellis, Master of Franklin County Grange, N. 0., in relation to an 
amendment to article 6 of the constitution, so as to make the fees 
for membership in a Subordinate Grange the same for charter mem- 
bers as for others; which was referred to the Committee on Consti- 
tution and By-laws. 

Bro. Moore, Md., offered a resolution that the constitution be 
amended by striking out all on the fourth page beginning with the 
words "Seventh Degree." 
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Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 
Bro. James, Ind., offered the following: 

m " Whereas a Patrons' Co-operative Association has been organ- 

ized in Indiana for the purpose of manufacturing agricultural 
(\ implements; and 

" Whereas said organization may prove of material and frater- 
nal benefit to the Order if properly organized and possessing such 
facilities sufficient for success; therefore 

"Resolved, That a special committee of five be appointed to ex- 
amine the articles of association, plans, and facilities for business 
of said organization, and report to this body such action as may be 
necessary to aid and foster the same." 

And moved the appointment of a special committee, which was 
adopted. 

The Auditing Committee, through Bro. Chambers, presented 
their report. (See Appendix.) 

On motion of Bro. Lang, the report was received and laid on 
the table, and two hundred copies ordered to be printed for the use 
of the members. 
f Bro. Trimble presented the following : 

" Your committee appointed at the last session of the National 
Grange to prepare a Form of Dedication for Grange Halls respect- 
fully submit herewith a ceremony therefor, which, they trust, will 
receive your acceptance, and answer the requirements of the Order. 

" In this connection the committee desire to say that the Order 
is indebted to the pen of Bro. J. R. Thompson for this long- 
needed and, we trust, well-supplied addition to the ritual of the 
Order. 

" If adopted, the committee would recommend that this cere- 
mony be added to the revised Ritual adopted at the last session of 
• the National Grange, and printed in connection therewith, when- 
ever a new edition of the Manual shall be published. 

" Respectfully submitted, John Trimble, Jr., CA'w." 

Bro. Whitehead, N. J., moved that the report be accepted, and 
* the hearty thanks of the National Grange extended to the com- 

mittee for the able manner in which they have performed their 
duty. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, moved that the word " exclusive," where it 
alluded to the use of the hall by the Patrons, be stricken out. 
Adopted. 

The reportfof the committee and the Form of Ceremony accom- 
panying it were then adopted. 
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Bro. Hemingway, Miss., moved that the consideration of the 
report of the Auditing Committee be made the special order of 
business for 10:80 o'clock on Monday morning next. 

Bro. Felton, Mass., moved to amend that the matter be referred 
to the Committee on Order of Business, to be incorporated in their 
report. Lost. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, moved to amend by substituting Tuesday for 
Monday. Lost. 

The motion of Bro. Hemingway was then agreed to. 

On motion of Bro. "Woodman, Mich., the committee charged 
with preparing the dedication ceremony were discharged. 

Bro. White, Va., presented the following report: 

"Your Committee on Order of Business have had the same 
under consideration, and respectfully report the following :

" Your committee would further recommend that the daily ses- 
sions convene at 10 a.m., and that no evening session be held till 
after Monday evening, 22d inst.

3. Finance. 10. Claims and Grievances. 

4. Good of the Order. 11. Mileage.

To whom all resolutions shall be referred without debate. 

" They further recommend that this body hold its sessions in the 
Sixth Degree in open session. 

" They further recommend that a member shall speak but once 
and only five minutes to the same question, except the chairman 
of committees and the mover of a resolution." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report was considered by sections. 

The first section was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Woodman, the second section was amended 
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by striking out that part which related to the evening session, anxl 
then as amended adopted. 

Section 3 was read. 

Bro. Ellis moved to amend by consolidating the Committee on 
By-laws with that of Constitutional Amendments. 

Bro. Chambers favored separate committees, as each would have 
all it could well do. 

Bros. Jones, Woodman, and Chase favored the consolidation of 
the two committees. 

The amendment was then adopted, and the section as amended 
adopted. 

Section 4 was then read. 

Bro. Chase moved to lay this section on the table, and to make it 
the special order for to-morrow at 10 30 a. m.; which was adopted 
by a rising vote; ayes 27, nays 13. 

Section 5 was then read, and Bro. Chase moved to amend by 
adding that a chairman of a committee or the mover of a resolution 
may speak twice to a question, which was adopted, and the section 
as amended was adopted. 

The report was then adopted. 

The Worthy Lecturer asked for and was granted leave of ab- 
sence for to-morrow to fill an engagement made some time since. 

The Worthy Master then announced the following. Committee 
on the Indiana Manufacturing Association :

owned by the Federal Government, for the free use and benefit of 
the people of our great country."

MOMNING SESSION. 

• Saturday, Nov ember 20, 1875. 

The Grange assembled at 10 o'clock a.m., in open session, pur- 
suant to adjournment, "Worthy Master Adams in the chair. 

The Journal of Friday's proceedings was read, and after cor- 
rection approved. 

Bro. K. Q. Tenney, Col., appeared in his seat, in addition to 
those heretofore present. 

Bro. Woodman called attention to the report of yesterday's 
proceedings, as published in the morning paper, and inquired 
whether the Committee on Revision had inspected the proceedings 
before publication. 

Bro. Hemingway, chairman of the committee referred to, dis- 
claimed any knowledge of the patter. 

On the call of Bro. Chase, N. H., the special order of business — 
viz., the section of the report of the Committee on Order of Busi- 
ness fixing the transaction of business in the Sixth Degree in open 
session was taken up. 

Bro.Wardlaw moved to amend by striking out the word " Sixth" 
and inserting " Fourth " in its place. 

On motion of Bro. Hemingway, the subject was indefinitely 
postponed. 

Bro. Chase raised the point of order that it is not competent to 
transact business in any but the Fourth Degree. 

The "Worthy Master decided that it is competent for this Grange 
to adopt such rules and regulations as may be necessary for its 
government, provided they do not conflict with any constitutional 
enactments; and further, that the meetings in open session in Sixth 
Degree had been established by precedent, and did not conflict with 
any constitutional enactment. 

The regular order of business was resumed. 
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Bro. Colton, Vt., of the committee to which was referred the 
Executive Committee's report, reported, recommending that the 
portion of report referring to the Canada brethren be referred to 
the Committee on Foreign Relations. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report was accepted, and the 
reference recommended adopted. 

Bro. Mills, N. C, presented the following report from the Com- 
mittee on Claims and Grievances on the claim of Eben Thompson : 

" Your committee have had the above claim under consideration, 
and beg leave to report the following : 

"That whereas said bill has not been presented in due form, 
nor accompanied by any evidence in the case, nor amount claimed, 
therefore we unanimously report adversely to said claim, and ask 
to be discharged from its further consideration." 

On motion, the report was accepted, and the committee dis- 
charged from further consideration of the claim. 

On the call of states for resolutions, etc., the following were 
presented : 

By Bro. Chambers, Ala. : An amendment to article 7 of con- 
stitution, that treasurers of State Granges deposit their dues in the 
Fiscal Agency annually instead of quarterly, and pay a percentage 
of all revenues instead of a stipulated sum for each member. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Rosa, Del., preamble and resolution as follows : 

"Whereas, in accordance with a resolution of the National 
Grange, the Patrons of Delaware have sent samples of their pro- 
ducts for exhibition ; and 

" Whereas the Patrons of Delaware desire that a trade may be 
built up between Patrons in said products ; therefore 

"Resolved, That a committee of ten of the sister members be 
appointed to examine said products and report to the Grange." 
Adopted. 

Bro. "Wardlaw, Fla., gave notice that he would at the proper 
time offer an amendment to section 8 of article 2 of the constitu- 
tion, by striking out all after the word "November" and inserting 
in lieu thereof the words " in Louisville." 

By Bro. Hudson, Kansas: Preamble and resolutions of the 
Kansas State Grange, to make any Fourth-degree member in good 
standing eligible to any position in either National, State, County, 
or Subordinate Grange. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 
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By Bro. Smedley, of Iowa : To amend the organic law so t.~hat 
any Fourth-degree member in good standing, who may pass the 
requisite examination and secure the recommendation, shall be 
eligible to all the higher degrees. 

Beferred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also a resolution to amend the laws so as to make Patrons 
who have attained the Fifth or Pomona Degree eligible to any and 
all offices in the State Grange. 

Beferred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also a resolution to refer the matter of difference of opinion 
as to the amount of dues owing from the State Grange of Iowa 
for the first two quarters of the current year to the Executive 
Committee, with instructions to make such settlement as the jus- 
tice of the case demands. Adopted. 

By Bro. Davie, of Ky. : Resolution that it is the opinion of this 
National Grange that it is a violation of the good faith of the 
Order to divulge to any one not a member any confidential busi- 
ness arrangement made by an agent or representative, and that 
any member so offending shall, on conviction, be expelled from all 
the privileges of the Order. 

Referred to Committee on Good of the Order. 

Also, preamble and resolution petitioning Congress to enact a 
law that all manufactured articles, as well as the raw material for 
manufacture, be sold only by the standard weights and measures 
of the United States, except such articles as the customs and excise 
departments compute in some other way; and that every original 
piece or package shall have the quantity marked upon it, and 
that fraudulent marks of weight or measure shall be adequately 
punished. 

Referred to Committee on Resolutions

Unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 

Bro. Crew, Dak., called for the special order of business; viz., 
the consideration of the report of the Auditing Committee. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, O., the consideration of the report 
was made the special order for Tuesday morning at 10:30 o'clock. 

Bro. Mauger, Pa., moved that brothers having amendments to 
the constitution and by-laws to offer be required to present them 
not later than to-morrow's (Tuesday's) session. 

Bro. Mills, N. C, moved to amend by striking out the word 
" required " and substituting therefor " requested." Adopted. 

Bro. Mauger' a motion as amended was adopted. 

Regular order of business resumed. 

Bro. Chambers, from the Committee on Constitution and By- 
laws, returned the paper presented by Bro. Ellis on Saturday — to 
wit, the series of questions proposed by Bro. Joseph E. Bentley : — 
and asked that it be referred to the Worthy Master. 

So referred by consent. 

He also returned the resolution of Monroe Grange, No. 159, 
West Virginia, in relation to establishing a tobacco warehouse in 
Baltimore, presented by Bro. Kitchen, and asked its reference to 
the Committee on Co-operation. 

So referred by consent. 
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Bro. Colton presented the following : 

"The committee on the Executive Committee's Report would 
respectfully recommend that so much of said report as relates to 
the Lecturer be referred to the Standing Committee on Lecturer's 
Address for their consideration." 

On motion of Bro. Hinckley, the report was adopted. 

Sister Moore, Md., presented the following report: 

" Your committee to whom was referred the Worthy Masters 
address, after a careful reading of the matter therein contained, 
beg leave to report as follows: 

"We recommend that so much of the Master's address as re- 
lates to the devising of means for increasing the interest of our 
Subordinate Grange meetings be referred to the Committee on 
Good of the Order. 

" We further recommend that so much as relates to the com- 
position of State Granges be referred to the Committee on Con- 
stitution and By-laws. 

" We also recommend that so much as relates to the election of 
Fourth-degree members to the District Granges be referred to 
the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

" We would further recommend that so much of the Master's 
address as relates to the purchase of suitable buildings for the 
offices of the National Grange be referred to the Committee on 
Good of the Order. 

"In the opinion of a majority of this committee the great 
question of finance and currency is one eminently proper to 
receive the serious thought and attention of the members of our 
Order; and believing that by discussion, investigation, and finally 
wise legislation we as a people shall at length establish such 
monetary laws and a currency applicable alike to and bearing 
equitably upon all classes of our citizens, we would therefore 
recommend that so much of the Master's address as refers to 
currency be referred to the Committee on Good of the Order. 

" Your committee fully indorse the various suggestions of our 
Worthy Master for advancement of our noble Order, and beg 
leave to offer the following resolution and recommend its adop- 
tion : 

"Resolved, That all Masters of State Granges be advised to 
offer to their Subordinate Granges the suggestions of our Worthy 
Master relating to the building or owning of Grange Halls, as a 
means of fostering and increasing the interest of our members in 
our Order. 

" By order of the committee. Anna L. Moore, CA'n." 

On motion of Bro. Smedley, the report and resolution were 
adopted. 
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On the call of states for new business the following were offered :

"Whereas it was recommended by the Centennial Committee 
of the National Grange, at its eighth annual session, that some 
time be selected during that great exposition ' when as many as 
possible of our brotherhood may assemble at the shrine of our 
nation's birth to participate in such ceremonies of our Order as 
may be considered appropriate to the occasion ; ' and 

" Whereas the California State Grange has petitioned the 
National Grange that a day may be fixed for such Grange cele- 
bration, as near the 4th of July, 1876, as practicable ; therefore 

"Resolved, That the National Grange fix such date at its present 
session, in order that due notice may he given; and we cordially 
recommend to Patrons of Husbandry throughout the United 
States that as many as possible will make it convenient to par- 
ticipate in such celebration in Philadelphia at the appointed 
time." 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, referred to Committee on Good of 
the Order. 

Bro. Smith, of Committee on Good of the Order, returned the 
communication on the "Woman's Dress Reform Movement," and 
moved that it be referred to a special committee consisting of all 
the sisters entitled to vote in this body. 

The resolution was supported by Bros. Smith, Colton, and Max- 
well. 

Sister Adams, Iowa, moved to lay the resolution on the table. 
Lost. 

Pending discussion, at the suggestion of Bro. Wardlaw, and 
by unanimous consent of the Grange, Sister Garretson, of Iowa, 
addressed the Grange in advocacy of the movement. 

The motion to refer to a special committee was adopted. 

The Worthy Master announced the following members added 
to the committeo to examine the specimens at Grange head- 
quarters:

Bro. Webster, California, Sister Ellis, Ohio, 

Bro. Crew, Dakotah. 
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Bro. Smith, of Committee on Good of the Order, presented the 
following: 

" The Committee on Good of the Order, to whom was referreu 
the preamble and resolutions urging the adoption of such measures 
as will fix the prices of the products of our farms, has well ma- 
tured the same, and are of the unanimous opinion that such action 
at this time -would be hasty, as in a large portion of our country 
the crops are mortgaged to others for advances to make the crops, 
and it would be a violation of good faith to withhold the crops. 
Such a state of things indeed is unfortunate— yes, deplorable — but 
too true ; and your committee earnestly recommend that in pitch- 
ing the next crop our brothers generally should so plant as to 
enable them, if possible, to control their crops. When this is done 
the measure suggested will be wise ; and farmers, like all others, 
should have something to do in fixing the prices of these pro- 
ducts." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report was adopted. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, made the point of order that a member could 
not rise when his state was called for " new business" and present 
the report of a committee heretofore called. 

The Worthy Master decided the point well taken, but that by 
unanimous consent the brother could proceed. 

Consent being given, Bro. Smith, of the Committee on Good 
of the Order, reported that it would be imprudent at this time to 
recommend the adoption of the resolutions recommending the re- 
sumption of specie payment. 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, Ala., the report was recommitted 
to the committee. 

Bro. Smith returned the resolution offered by Bro. Davie — that 
violation of good faith by disclosing any confidential arrangement 
made with business agents be punished — with recommendation 
that it pass. 

On motion of Bro. Clark, the recommendation was adopted. 

By Bro. James, Ind. : Resolution to change the organic law so 
as to make Fourth-degree members in good standing eligible to 
membership in Pomona Granges. 

Also, resolution that the Treasurer of the National Grange be 
required to report and publish quarterly the total amount of assets 
and funds in the treasury. 

Beferred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Hudson, Kansas: Amendment to section 3, article 2, 
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of the constitution, that meetings shall be held biennially in 
place of annually. 

Also, amendment to section 2, article 2, of the constitution, 
striking out the words " year to year/' and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words " time to time."

The journal of Monday's proceedings was read, and after cor- 
rection adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the rules were suspended to 
permit the Finance Committee to present a report. 

Bro. Moore presented the following report of the Committee on 
Finance on resolution No. 131, introduced by Bro. Ellis: 

"Under this reference we are requested to report our recom- 
mendation as to the salaries of our officers for the ensuing year. 
Your committee have given the subject mature consideration, and 
have unanimously agreed to recommend the following: 

" 1. That our Worthy Master's salary be fixed at twelve hun- 
dred dollars for the ensuing year, and his actual traveling expenses 
when engaged in Grange duty. 

" 2. That our Worthy Overseer receive no compensation other 
than his per diem and mileage as a member of this Grange. 

" 3. We recommend that the Worthy Lecturer receive no com- 
pensation from this Grange other than his per diem and mileage as 
a member; that when his services are required in any state his per 
diem of five dollars per day and actual traveling expenses shall be 
borne by the State Grange requiring his services. 

" 4. We recommend that our Worthy Steward receive no com- 
pensation other than his per diem and mileage as a member of this 
Grange. 

"5. That our Worthy Assistant Steward receive no compen- 
sation other than his per diem and mileage as a member of this 
Grange. 

" 6. That our Worthy Chaplain receive no compensation other 
than his per diem and mileage as a member of this Grange. 

" 7. That our Worthy Treasurer's salary be fixed at six hundred 
dollars for the ensuing year, and his actual traveling expenses when 
engaged in Grange duty. 

" 8. That our Worthy Secretary's salary be fixed at two thou- 
sand dollars for the ensuing year, and his actual traveling expenses 
when engaged away from his office on Grange duty. 
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" 9. That our "Worthy Gate-keeper receive no compensation other 
than his per diem and mileage as a member of this Grange. 

" 10. We recommend that no compensation be allowed Worthy- 
Ceres, Pomona, Flora, and Lady Assistant Steward other than their 
per diem and mileage as members of this Grange. 

" We further recommend the passage of the following resolution 
by this Grange : 

"Resolved, That the members of the National Executive Com- 
mittee be allowed a per diem of five dollars a day and actual trav- 
eling expenses when in attendance on the meetings of their body, 
or when engaged on duty authorized by this Grange or the Execu- 
tive Committee, duly considered and approved by a formal vote 
of their Committee.

On motion of Bro. Ellis, the report was received and considered 
by sections. 

Section 1 was read and adopted. 

Section 2 read. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, the section was amended by striking 
out the negative clause and inserting the affirmative, making the 
section read, "the Worthy Overseer shall receive his mileage and 
per diem as a member of this Grange." 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved that all of the report relating to offi- 
cers where no specific salary is reported be stricken out. 

Bro. Whitehead made the point of order that the report was 
being considered by sections, and a motion to strike any thing out 
of any other than the section under consideration was not admis- 
sible. 

The Worthy Master decided the point well taken. 

Bro. Chase moved that the section relating to the Worthy 
Overseer be stricken out. Adopted. 

Section 8, relating to compensation of the Worthy Lecturer, 
read. 

Bro. Grosh, D. C, moved to amend by fixing the salary at fifteen 
hundred dollars per annum and traveling expenses. 

Bros. Aiken, Chase, Whitehead, Hudson, Davie, Felton, and 
Smedley supported the amendment, and Bros. Webster and Hem- 
ingway opposed it, favoring the report of the committee. 
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Bro. Aiken moved to amend the amendment of Bro. Grosh by 
striking oat the words " fifteen hundred dollars per annum," and 
inserting in lieu thereof "five dollars per day and traveling ex- 
penses while actually engaged at work." 

Bro. Mills advocated the amendment. 

Bros. Moore, Lang, M auger, and Chambers opposed, and advo- 
cated the original report of the committee. 

Bro. Woodman, Mich., advocated a modification of the report. 

Bro. Moore called for the ayes and noes on the adoption of the 
amendment of Bro. Aiken. 

The question was further discussed by Bros. Ellis and Maxwell, 
who favored the report of the committee. 

The ayes and noes were called, and the amendment of Bro. 
Aiken was adopted by 37 ayes to 32 noes. 

The question recurred on the amendment of Bro. Grosh as 
amended. 

Bro. Wardlaw made the point of order that the Grange was in 
disorder, as the clock showed that the time for the special order of 
business, 11:30, had passed by half an hour. 

Bro. Hemingway made the point of order that the hours fixed 
for two special matters had passed, and that the first special order 
should take precedence. 

The Worthy Master decided that the first special order had ex- 
pired by limitation, and the second therefore had precedence. 

Bro. Ellis moved to take up the special order — viz., the election 
of officers. Lost. 

Consideration of the report of the Finance Committee's report 
was resumed. 

Bro. Aiken moved as an amendment that the word " State " in 
the last line be stricken out and the word " National " be inserted. 

Bro. Chase raised the point of order that the constitution and 
by-laws of the National Grange required that compensation bo 
given the Lecturer, and therefore the report ought not to be re- 
ceived. 

Bro. Felton, Mass., moved that the report be recommitted to the 
committee with instructions to report in five minutes. 

Bro. Moore asked that if the report was recommitted, that the 
committee have until the next session to report. 

Bro. Woodman suggested the following as a substitute for the 
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section : " That the salary of the Lecturer of the National Grange 
shall be five dollars per day and his actual traveling expenses when 
employed by the Master and Executive Committee of the National 
Grange in new fields, and where the condition of the Order is such 
as to require his services, at the expense of the National Grange." 

The motion to recommit to the committee was lost. 

On motion, Bro. Aiken was allowed to withdraw his amend- 
ment. 

Bro. Groeh was allowed to withdraw his amendment to the 
report. 

Bro. Woodman then offered his substitute for the section. 

Bro. Adams, Minn., moved that the substitute be made to read 
" in new fields or where the condition of the Order," etc. 

Bro. Whitehead moved that the word " new " before the word 
" field " be stricken out, and the word " such " substituted therefor. 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, the Section of the report and the 
substitute offered by Bro. Woodman were recommitted to the Com- 
mittee on Finance. 

The section in relation to the compensation of the Worthy 
Steward was then read, and, on motion of Bro. Clark, was stricken 
out. 

The section in relation to the compensation of the Worthy 
Assistant Steward was read, and, on motion of Bro. Whitehead, 
stricken out. 

The section in relation to the compensation of the Worthy 
Chaplain was read, and, on motion of Bro. Hudson, stricken out. 

The section fixing the salary of the Worthy Treasurer was read. 

Bro. Moore moved its adoption. 

Bros. Golder and Chase favored the section, and Bros. Ellis, 
Mills, and Smith opposed its adoption. 

On motion of Bro. Maxwell, it was amended by adding the 
words " in connection with his office " after the word " duty." 

The section as amended was then adopted. 

The section fixing the salary of the Worthy Secretary was read, 
and after being amended to read " away from his office on official 
duty" was, on motion of Bro. Golder, adopted. 

The section in relation to the compensation of the Gate-keeper 
was read, and, on motion of Bro. Wardlaw, stricken out, 

The section relating to compensation of Worthy Ceres, .Pomona, 
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Flora, and the Lady Assistant Steward was read, and, on motion 
of Bro. Wardlaw, stricken out. 

The resolution offered by the committee fixing the compensation 
of the Executive Committee was read, and, on motion of Bro. 
Mills, adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the bond of the "Worthy Secretary 
was fixed at $10,000, to be approved by the Executive Committee. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the bond of the Worthy Treasurer 
was fixed at $5,000, to be approved by the Executive Committee. 

At the request of Bro. Shankland, seconded by Bro. Ellis, the 
question of pay of assistants at the Secretary's desk during the 
session was referred to the Finance Committee. 

On motion of Bro. Hemingway, the rules woro suspended to 
enable the Grange to go into an election for officers. 

Bro. Clark, Oregon, offered the following: 

"Resolved, That the election of officers shall be conducted as 
follows: 1. The first ballot shall be informal, and can not elect. 

2. That after the second ballot has been taken, if no member has 
received a majority of all the votes cast, all members having re- 
ceived votes shall be dropped from the list to be voted for, except 
the five members having received the highest number of votes. 

3. After the third ballot all except the three highest, and after the 
fourth ballot all except the three highest." 

And moved its adoption. Lost. 

Bro. Ham moved that the Grange proceed to an informal ballot 
for Master. 

Bro. Hemingway made the point of order that the Grange had 
just decided to go into an election for officers, and therefore the 
motion for an informal ballot was not in order. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, it was decided to ballot for each officer 
separately, commencing with Worthy Master. 

Bro. Colton, Vt., and Sister Whitehead, N. J., were appointed 
tellers. 

Bro. Moore moved that the roll of members be called, and as 
the name was called they step to the altar and deposit the ballot. 
Adopted. 

Balloting for the office of Worthy Master then commenced. 

When the result of the third ballot was announced, on motion 
of Bro. Ellis, Ohio, the Grange took a recess until 3:30 p. m. 
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The hour of recess having expired, the Grange was called 
order, and balloting for Worthy Master was resumed. 

On the tenth ballot, Bro. John T. Jones, Ark., having received 
a majority of the whole number of votes cast, was declared duly 
elected Worthy Master of the National Grange. 

Bro. Webster, Cal., moved that the election of Bro. Jones bo 
made unanimous. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, raised the point of order that the constitution 
provided that the election of officers should be by ballot, and 
therefore the motion was not in order. 

The Worthy Master decided the point well taken and the mo- 
tion of Bro. Webster out of order. 

Balloting for Overseer commenced. 

On the third ballot, Bro. J. J. Woodman, Michigan, having 
received a majority of the whole number of votes cast, was declared 
duly elected Worthy Overseer of the National Grange. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, moved that the election for Worthy Lecturer 
be postponed until after the Finance Committee had reported on 
the salary to be allowed. Lost. 

Balloting for the office of Lecturer commenced. 

On the third ballot, Bro. A. B. Smedley, Iowa, having received 
a majority of the whole number of votes cast, was declared duly 
elected Worthy Lecturer of the National Grange. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the Grange took a recess until 7:80 
p. M.

Balloting for the office of Ceres commenced. 

On the third ballot, Sister J. T. Jones, Arkansas, having received 
a majority of all the votes cast, was declared duly elected to the 
office of Worthy Ceres of the National Grange. 

On motion of Bro. Wardlaw, Fla., the Grange at 10:10 p. M. 
took a recess until 10 o'clock on Wednesday morning.

Recess having expired, the Grange re-assembled and resumed 
business. 

Bro. Shankland stated that the Executive Committee had ap- 
proved the report of a sub-committee on the subject of co-opera- 
tion, and asked authority to have two hundred copies of it printed 
and distributed to members before it be considered.

Balloting for the office of Pomona commenced. 

On the seventh ballot, Sister Harvey Godard, Connecticut, 
having received a majority of all the votes cast, was declared 
duly elected Worthy Pomona of the National Grange. 

Balloting for the office of Flora commenced. 

On the third ballot, Sister Samuel E. Adams, Minnesota, hav- 
ing received a majority of all the votes ca3t, was declared duly 
elected Worthy Flora of the National Grange. 

Balloting for Lady Assistant Steward commenced. 

On the fourth ballot, Sister C. A. Hall, Kentucky, having re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast, was declared duly elected 
Worthy Lady Assistant Steward of the National Grange. 

Balloting commenced for member of the Executive Com- 
mittee in place of Bro. Wm. Saunders, whose term of office 
had expired. 

On the second ballot, Bro. Alonzo Golder, Illinois, having re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes cast, was declared duly elected 
a member of the Executive Committee, to serve for three years. 
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Bro. John T. Jones tendered his resignation as a member of the 
Executive Committee ; which, on motion of Bro.

hall on to-morrow, at 12 o'clock m., to hear a discourse suitable to 
the occasion from our "Worthy Chaplain." 

Bro. Grosh, D. C, moved to amend by inserting the word 
"elect" after the word Chaplain. Lost. 

On motion, the resolution was adopted. 

By Bro. Felton, Mass. : Resolution to change the constitution 
so as to make officers of a State Grange voting members therein. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Aiken, S. C: Communication from the "American 
Board of Transportation and Commerce" in relation to the con- 
vention to assemble at Chicago on the 15th day of December 
next. 

Referred to Committee on Transportation. 

By Bro. Hinckley, N. Y. : Communication from the Jones 
Scale-works, of Binghamton, N. Y., in relation to the manner in 
which they transact business with Patrons, setting forth certain 
grievances, and asking the National Grange to officially indorse 
manufacturers who may comply with regulations of the Executive 
Committee. 

Referred to Committee on Good of the Order. 
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By Bro. James, Ind. : Resolution that the Executive Oom— 
mittee be instructed to contract for "Cornucopias," and to avtnnjxr 
the State Granges with them at a price sufficient to reimburse ttke 
treasury of the National Grunge. 

On motion of Brother Chase, referred to the Committee on 
Good of the Order. 

By Bro. Davie, Ky. : Resolution directing the Committee on 
Constitution and By-laws to report an amendment to the consti- 
tution providing that Masters and Fast Masters of Subordinate 
Granges, and their wives who are matrons, shall be tried by the 
Master of their County Grange, with the right of appeal. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Chase, N. H. : Amendments to the constitution and 
by-laws : To insert in section 6, article 8, of the constitution, in the 
fifth line, between the words "for" and "charter," the word "dis- 
pensation " — or to add a by-law providing that all applications 
for dispensations shall be approved by the Master of the State 
Grange ; and to strike out article 21 of the by-laws.

By Bro. Woodman, Mich.: Resolutions of Oxford Grange, 
No* 395, Michigan, asking amendments to the constitution, mak- 
ing all Fourth-degree members eligible to any office in the Order*, 
and that dues to the State and National Granges be reduced. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Golder, 111.: Amendment to constitution to allow such 
states as may desire it to make the County Granges subordinate 
to the State Grange; and to require the County Granges to collect 
the dues from the subordinates and to report and pay to the State 
Grange quarterly; and to report Granges in arrears two quarters. 

Also, that all appeals from the decision of a Master of a 
Subordinate Grange shall be taken first to the County Grange 
within whose jurisdiction the Subordinate Grange is. 

Referred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Bro. Aiken, of the Executive Committee, asked that two hun- 
dred copies of the report of the Committee on Co-operation be 
printed and distributed to the members, that they may have time 
to consider it properly when it is presented. 

On motion of Bro. Clark, Oregon, the request was granted. 

The Worthy Secretary presented a communication from Bro.. 
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J. D. Guthrie, State Agent of Kentucky, inviting the members to 
visit the factory of Messrs. Bran nan & Co., on Green Street, be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth, where thirty-five different kinds of 
implements are made. 

On motion of Bro. Hudson, Kan., received and filed. 

Also, communication from the State Grange of Tennessee, 
asking amendments to the constitution that that State Grange be 
able to locate permanently its place of meeting ; that the fees for 
initiation be reduced ; and that each State Grange have the right 
to regulate its own domestic affairs and those of Subordinate 
Granges. 

Keferred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also an invitation from the ladies of the Methodist congrega- 
tions of the city for the members to visit a festival being held for 
the benefit of the Bethel Mission Church. 

On motion of Bro. Hudson, received and filed. 

By Bro. Allen, Mo.: Resolution that the officers of this Na- 
tional Grange, unless otherwise so qualified, be not entitled to 
vote in the National Grange. 

Keferred to Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

By Bro. Davie, Ky. : Resolutions on national finance, and asking 
Congress to repeal the law creating national banks, and to with- 
draw their circulation and to substitute therefor the government 
issue, usually called " greenbacks.' 1 

Keferred to Committee on Good of the Order. 

Bro. Thompson, D. C, presented the following report: 

" Worthy Master: 

11 Your committee to whom was referred the resolution in refer- 
ence to the necessity and advisability of adding a form of marriage 
ceremony to the Kitual of the Order, respectfully report that in 
their opinion it is nt>t at present necessary or advisable that such 
a ceremony should be provided. They therefore recommend that 
the committee be excused from the further consideration of the 
subject, and ask to be discharged. 

" Jno. R. Thompson, Chairman. 11 

On motion, the report was adopted and the committee dis- 
charged. 

Bro. Chambers, Ala., presented the following : 

" The Committee on Constitutional Amendments, to whom was 
referred the resolution of Bro. Moore, of Md., declaring officers 
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of State Granges members thereof and eligible to office therein, 
have had the same under consideration, and instruct me to make 
the following report : 

"The resolution involves the construction of existing laws 
rather than any proposed amendment thereof, and as such should 
be addressed to the judicial and not to the legislative department 
of the Order. The question involved is an important one, and. 
inasmuch as it has been desired that the National Grange should 
give an authoritative expression of its intentions in the enactment 
of that provision of the constitution under which the question, 
has arisen, and in order to facilitate its decision by the proper 
authority, the committee have carefully considered the matter, 
and beg leave to submit herewith a resolution declaratory of the 
sense of the National Grange, and recommend its adoption. 

W. H. Chambers, Chairman. 

"Resolved, That the election by a State Grange of a person to 
office therein who at the time of such election was eligible thereto, 
recognizes his or her membership in said State Grange, and that 
in any subsequent election held while such person is in office, such 
incumbent being still a member of the State Grange, is eligible to 
any office therein." 

The adoption of the resolution was opposed by Bro. Davie, Ky., 
as being in violation of the constitution. - 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to lay the resolution on the table. 
Lost. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., raised a point of order that all ques- 
tions of law were subject to the decision of the Master. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., explained that the Court of Appeals had 
rendered a decision in a similar case. 

Bro. Chambers asked that the report and resolution be recom- 
mitted to the committee. 

On motion of Bro. Davie, Ky., the papers were recommitted. 

Bro. Wardlaw, Fla., in accordance with the notice given early 
in the session, offered the following : 

" Whereas the city of Louisville has been selected as the per- 
manent headquarters of the National Grange ; and 

" Whereas its central position will make it a convenient and 
inexpensive point of meeting for this body ; and 

"Whereas by meeting in this city the National Grange will 
have all the records of its office at command; therefore 

"Resolved, That section 3 of article 2 of the constitution be 
amended by striking out all after the word ( November/ and 
inserting in lieu thereof the words * in Louisville/ " 

Beferred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 
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On motion of Bro. Moore, lid., it was 

"Resolved, That when this Grange adjourn it be to meet again 
at 7:80 o'clock this evening." 

The Committee on Resolutions presented the following : 

" Your committee to whom was referred the resolutions of Bro. 
Davie, of Kentucky, in regard to the patent-office laws, have had 
this same under consideration, and are of opinion that in the 
main they are wise and just, but are in doubt as to the policy of 
Congress abolishing the system of patents entirely ; they there- 
fore respectfully recommend the adoption of the first and the 
rejection of the last of said resolutions, and beg to be discharged 
from the further consideration of the subject. 

«B. F. Wabdlaw, CKn." 

Bro. Davie, Ky., opposed the adoption of the report, and 
favored the adoption of his resolutions. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., opposed the total abolition of patents, but 
favored a law that they should not be extended. 

Bro. Smedley, Iowa, moved that the report be amended so that 
the second resolution be included in it. 

On motion of Bro. Woodman, Mich., the whole matter was 
referred to the Committee on Transportation. 

Bro. Wardlaw also presented the following from the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions: 

" Your committee to whom was referred the resolution of the 
Texas State Grange, requesting the National Grange to adopt 
measures by which Congress may be urged to abolish all protec- 
tive tariffs'; also resolution of Brother Lang, of Texas, 'that it is 
the sense of the National Grange that a state legislature has no 
power to grant vested rights of an unconstitutional character to 
individuals or corporations that will empower them to throttle or 
clog the commercial highways of the country;' have had the same 
under consideration, and in accordance with our avowed deter- 
mination to avoid every thing that savors in the least of a political 
nature have instructed me to return the same without an expres- 
sion of opinion, and ask to be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the matter. 8. P. Wabdlaw, Ch'n." 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, the report was laid on the table 
temporarily. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report of the Finance Committee 
submitted on Saturday last, on the mileage and per diem of 
members, was taken up. 

On motion of Bro. Clark, Oregon, the report was adopted.

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On motion of Sister Smith, Ga., it was 

"Resolved, That Bro. Samuel E. Adams, Minn., be added to th& 
Special Committee on the Contributions of Products from the 
State of Delaware." 

Bro. Shankland, of the Executive Committee, reported that ft 
hall had been procured for the use of the Grange on Friday even- 
ing for the purpose of conferring the Fifth and Sixth degrees. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved that the installation of officers and the 
conferring of the Fifth and Sixth degrees be made the special 
order for Friday evening at 7 o'clock. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, N. H., the words " the installation of 
officers and" were stricken out, and the resolution as amended 
adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Clark, .Oregon, the vote by which the resolu- 
tion offered by Bro. "Wardlaw to have appropriate services in this 
hall to-morrow at 12 m. was adopted, was reconsidered. 

On motion of Bro. Davie, the further consideration of the 
resolution was postponed until the evening session. 

On motion of Bro. Mauger, Pa., the Grange adjourned until 
7:30 o'clock this evening.

The Grange assembled in open session pursuant to adjournment 
at 7:30 p. m., Bro.

Bro. Hemingway moved to amend as follows: "Provided that 
he shall not be ordered into any state except upon invitation of 
the State Grange or a State Grange Executive Committee." 

Bro. Chase raised the point of order that the amendment was 
not in order, because the by-laws distinctly provide that the Execu- 
tive Committee shall send the Lecturer out, etc 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., differed from Bro. Chase on the point 
of order. 

The Worthy Master decided the point not well taken. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., called for the ayes and noes on the 
adoption of the motion.

Bro. Davie, Ky., offered an amendment to the substitute by 
striking out the words " five dollars per day " and inserting in lieu 
thereof "one thousand dollars per year." Lost* 

The substitute of Bro. Aiken was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Smedley, Iowa, it was 

"Resolved, That a special committee of five shall be appointed, ^ 

to whom shall be referred the question of dues from delinquent 
Granges, with instructions to report a system by which the relation 
of such Granges to the Order shall be determined." 

The Worthy Master appointed the following as the committee :

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Bro. Grosh, D. C, called up the resolution offered by Bro.

Grosh the resolution was amended so as to 
read that the Grange attend "Thanksgiving service," in place 
of a "discourse."

Smedley was increased to six in place of tiyb 
members, and Bro. James, Ind., added to the committee. 

Bro. Wardlaw, Fla., offered the following : 

"Resolved, That the Secretary of the National Grange is hereby 
instructed to prepare and send to each State Master the charter for 
his State Grange with as little delay as possible." 

Bro. Chase, N. H., called attention to the section of the consti- 
tution and by-laws relating to the issuing of charters, and moved 
that the resolution be referred to the Committee on Constitution 
and By-laws.

"Resolved, That a special committee of five be appointed by the 
Worthy Master to report to this session the propriety of purchasing 
a suitable building in Louisville to accommodate the offices of the 
National Grange." 

Bro. Ellis, O., moved that that part of the report of the Execu- 
tive Committee referring to the location of the headquarters of the 
National Grange at Louisville, and to the various points visited 
by them, be made the special order for 10:80 o'clock on Monday 
morning next. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved that the resolution bo referred to the 
Committee on Executive Committee's report. 

Bro. Colton, Vt., chairman of the Committee on Executive 
Committee's report, asked to be relieved from tho further consid- 
eration of that report. 

Bro. Smedley hoped that tho request would not be granted. 
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The motion of Bro. Chase to refer the resolution to the Com- 
mittee on Executive Committee's report was adopted. 
On motion of Bro. Smedley, Iowa, it was 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee be authorized, and 
they are hereby instructed, to compile during their quarterly meet- ^ 

ings and report to this body at its next annual session a full and 
complete history of our receipts and disbursements from the meet- 
ing of the National Grange at Georgetown up to the quarter ending 
30th of September, 1876." 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, the report of the Auditing Com- 
mittee was taken from the table for consideration. 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, the first resolution offered by the 
committee was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, the second resolution reported by 
the committee was adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, the third resolution reported by 
the committee was laid on the table. 

Bro. Chambers moved the adoption of the fourth resolution. ' ( 

Bro. Chase moved to amend the resolution by striking out the y% 

words " at intervals of three months thereafter," and insert in lieu 
thereof the words " on the first day of each quarter." Adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the resolution and the amendment 
thereto was referred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Bro. Chambers moved the adoption of the fifth resolution re- 
ported by the committee. 

Bro. Chaso, N. H., moved to amend by striking out the words 
"in accordance with the foregoing resolution," and insert "in ac- 
cordance with the by-laws." 

After discussion, Bro. Chase moved to lay the resolution on the 
table. 

Bro. Woodman, Mich., moved to rocommit the resolution to 
the committee without instructions. Adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Chambers, the sixth resolution reported by tho ^ 

committee was adopted. 

Bro. Chambers, chairman of tho Auditing Committee, moved 
that the committee be discharged. 

Bro. Aiken, of Executi" 3 Committee, moved to strike from tho 
report of the committee the following words : 

"It has been found impracticable, however, to make such an 
investigation, because of tho limited time allowed the Auditing 
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Committee before the beginning of the present session, and even io 
that limited time we have not had access to all the sonrces of infor- 
mation necessary to a complete report. The books and accounts of 
the Treasurer were not placed in the hands of the committee until 
the 16th inst., and the " minutes " of the Executive Committee have 
never been submitted to our inspection. 

" In view of these difficulties the Auditing Committee have not 
been able to extend their investigation beyond the first day of Jan- 
uary of the current year. Commencing at that date, they have made 
a careful and thorough examination of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of executive officers up to the close of the last fiscal quarter, 
on the 30th day of September last. It is a matter of regret to tho 
committee, and doubtless will be to the National Grange, that the 
report does not present a statement of our financial operations from 
the beginning, and we beg leave to suggest that, in our judgment, 
this investigation should be prosecuted until the whole ground has 
been covered. Not that we would intimate that such an investiga- 
tion would disclose any misappropriation of the funds of the Order, 
or any malfeasance on the part of those who have been intrusted 
with their management, but because it is the right of the members 
of this grand brotherhood to know every thing which pertains to 
its administration, and it is equally due to those who fill its positions 
of honor and trust that it should be known how they have dis- 
charged the trusts confided to them." 

Bros. Aiken, Chase, Smedley, and Shankland favored the mo- 
tion, and Bros. Chambers, Woodman, and Hemingway opposed. 

Bro. Chase moved to strike out the first clause of the report, 
to wit: "The committee appointed in pursuance of a resolution 
adopted by the National Grange at its eighth annual session to 
audit the accounts, books, and papers of the Executive Committee, 
the Secretary, and the Treasurer, report." 

Bro. Davie, Ky., moved that the report be referred to a joint 
committee, consisting of the Auditing Committee and the Executive 
Committee, to harmonize their views, with instructions to omit every 
thing that is calculated to reflect injuriously on the Order, and to 
report to the Grange at 10 o'clock on Friday next. Lost. 

The amendment offered by Bro. Chase to strike out tho first 
clause was lost. 

Bro. Aiken, S. C, moved that the report be adopted. 

Bro. Wardlaw, Fla., rose to a question of privilege, and stated 
that the clock in the hall indicated that the day set apart for a day 
of thanksgiving and prayer had been reached, and therefore moved 
that the Grange adjourn. Lost. 
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Bro. Chambers, Ala., moved that the Grange adjourn till &S0 
p. M. on Thursday. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved to amend by striking out 3:30 and in- 
serting 7:30. Lost. 

The motion, to adjourn was then adopted, and the Grange at 
12:35 a. m. adjourned till 3:30 p. m.

Majority Report or Committee on Constitution and By- 
Laws. 

The Committee on the Constitution and By-laws, to whom 
were referred sundry resolutions proposing to amend the consti- 
tution and by-laws, have had the same under consideration, and 
instruct me to report the following : 



1. Amend the preamble to the constitution, under the head of 
" Organizations," by striking out all under that head, and in- 
serting the following : 

"(1) Subordinate Granges, composed of persons possessing 
the requisites of membership named in the constitution of the 
Order, not less than thirteen in number, nine of whom shall be 
men and four women. 

" (2) District Granges, not to exceed one in each county, 
composed of delegates who have taken four degrees in the Order, 
chosen by the Subordinate Granges, under such regulations as 
may be established by the State Grange under whose jurisdiction 
they may be formed. 

" (3) State Granges, composed of persons who are members in 
good standing of a Subordinate Grange, who have taken fivo 
degrees in the Order, and who shall have been chosen representa- 
tives by the Subordinate Granges to which they belong, in such 
manner as the State Grange may determine. 

" (4) The National Grange, composed of its elected officers, 
and one representative from each State Grange, who shall have 
taken six degrees of the Order therein, and who shall have been 
elected by the State Grange as its delegate to the National Grange • 
provided that only the representatives of the State Granges in 
the National Grange shall be entitled to vote therein. 

" Degrees. 
"There shall be six degrees in the Order of Patrons of Hus-

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6. Amend article 1, section 2, of the constitution by striking out 
the word "three" where it occurs in the sixth line of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word "two." 

7. Amend article 2 of the constitution by adding a new section, ^^ 
to be numbered section 2, in the words following, to wit: "District 
Granges shall meet at least once in three months, and oftener if 
necessary." 

8. Amend article 2, section 2, of the constitution by inserting 
between the words "annually" and "at," where they occur in the 
first line of said section, the words "or biennially," and by striking 
out the words " from year to year " where they occur in the second 
line of said section. 

9. Amend article 2, section 3, of the constitution by striking out 
all after the word "November," where it occurs in the second line 
of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the words following, 
to wit: "at Louisville, in the state of Kentucky." 

10. Amend article 2, section 3, of the constitution' by striking 
out the word "annually" where it occurs in the first line of said 
section, and inserting in lieu thereof the word "biennially." 

11. Amend article 3 of the constitution by striking out the 
words " at its annual session," where they occur in the first line of 

said article. W^ 

12. Amend article 6 of the constitution by substituting the 
following therefor: "Each State Grange shall fix the fee for 
membership in its own jurisdiction." 

13. Amend article 7, section 1, of the constitution by substituting 
therefor the following : " Each member shall pay into the treasury 
of the Subordinate Grange to which he belongs a monthly due, to 
be determined by the State Grange to which it is attached." 

14. Amend article 7, section 2, of the constitution by substituting 
-therefor the following : " The Secretary of each Subordinate Grange 
shall report, during the months of January and July in each year, 
to the Secretary of his State Grange the number of persons ini- 
tiated since his last report, and also the number who, by death, 
expulsion, removal, or otherwise, have ceased to be members within 
the same time; and shall pay to the Secretary of the State Grango 
such a proportion of the fees which have been received and of tho 
dues which have been collected as the State Grango may deter- 
mine." ^ 

15. Amend article 7, section 3, of the constitution by striking 
out the word " ten " where it occurs in the third line of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word "thirty." 

16. Amend article 7, section 3, of the constitution by striking 
out the word "quarterly," where it occurs in the fourtji lino of said 
section, and inserting in lieu thereof the words following, to wit : 
"during the month of September in each year." 

17. Amend article 7, section 4, of the constitution by striking 
out the words " in quarterly installments," whore they occur in the 
fourth and fifth lines of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof 
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•action 2, and to read as follows, viz: "For each fifty thousand 
members in any state, or fractional part thereof equal to thirty 
thousand, the State Grange of such state shall be allowed an ad- 
ditional delegate to the National Grange. 7 '

Moore moved to lay the motion on the table, and that 
it be made the special order for Friday at 11 o'clock and one 
minute a. m. Lost. 

Bro. Jones, Ark,, moved to refer the resolution to the Finance 
Committee. Lost. 

Bro. Moore moved to indefinitely postpone. Lost. 

Bro. Moore moved to refer the resolution to the next session of 
the National Grange, and demanded the ayes and noes. 

The demand being sustained, the roll was called, and resulted as 
follows:

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NINTH DAY. 

MORNING SESSION 

Friday, November 26, 1876. 

The Grange assembled in open session at 10 o'clock, pursuant 
to adjournment, Worthy Master Adams in the chair. 

The journal of Thursday's proceedings was read and approved. 
The "Worthy Master presented the following communication : 

"Washington, D. C, November 24, 1875. 
" D. W. Adams, Esq., Worthy Master : 

" I could not close my official connection with the National 
Grange without a parting word with yourself, and through you to 
our worthy brothers and sisters now assembled. 

" I regret exceedingly that it was wholly impracticable for me 
to reach and stay at Louisville for even a day. I regret it on 
many accounts, not the least one of which is that I may not be 
uble to meet with the Grange for many years to come. I regret 
it also because it prevents me from fulfilling duties that I under- 
took to perform ; but I have this excuse to make, that at the time 
of my appointment as a member of the Executive Committee I 
could not conceive of the probability of such a thing occurring as 
a break upon the harmonious and systematic organization of the 
Order, such as has taken place in removing the National Grange 
from the National Capital. Had 1 known that, I would not have 
accepted a position that would involve distant travel at quarterly 
intervals. 

" In severing my connection with' the National Grange I 
would state that during the eight years of its existence I have 
endeavored to do every thing in my power for the good of the 
Order, although in my endeavor I have occasionally felt it a 
necessity to make enemies, and keep silent very frequently under 
false imputations, all of which have been harmless, making no 
effect on those who know me, which is so far gratifying to me. 

" I had intended to make some suggestions for the Order, but I 
find that I can not do it fully by letter. One thing of vital 
importance to the National Grange, however, I would mention, 
and that is the necessity of a close communication between it and 
Subordinate Granges. A constant stream of documents, lectures, 
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plans, etc., etc., should be issuing from the National to Subor- 
dinate Granges, otherwise they will ask, Why support a National 
Grange that we know nothing about? This I early saw would 
be a necessity, and the Executive Committee always had that in 
view until suddenly checked in their efforts. 

" 'Wishing all of yew -health and happiness, I Bay farewell. 

" Yours fraternally, 

"William Saundkks." 

On motion of Bro. Woodman, Mich., the communication was 
received and ordered spread on the journal. 

On motion of Bro. Maxwell, the rules were suspended. 

Bro. Maxwell moved to accept the invitation to hold the next 
session of the National Grange at Nashville. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the subject was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Good of the Order. 

Regular order of business resumed. 

Bro. Jones, of the Executive Committee for the past year, 
presented the following additional report : 

" It having been brought to the knowledge of your Executive 
Committee since their report at the opening of this session that 
wrong impressions have obtained as to the negotiations between 
them and the Mississippi Valley Trading Company, lately organized 
in Great Britain, the committee beg to make this supplemental 
report. 

" In July last this committee received a communication from 
the English Co-operative Union, offering to meet the Patrons,of 
Husbandry in a fraternal spirit, and to co-operate with them in all 
laudable efforts to advance the interest of both bodies, with a copy 
of a resolution of their seventh annual Co-operative Congress, held 
in London in March last, expressing the opinion of that Congress 
* that the time had come for the inauguration of a system of inter- 
national exchange between the co-operations of England and the 
Mississippi Valley, and recommending the plan proposed to be 
carried out by the Mississippi Valley Trading Company to the 
support of their Union .' 

" This communication was referred to a sub-committee, which 
reported : 

"1. That they had been impressed with the earnest desire of 
our Subordinate Granges and members of every section of the 
Union for active co-operation in business enterprises, as expressed 
by efforts in this direction, and by appeals to the Executive Com- 
mittee for a systematic and uniform plan for such organization, 
and with the obligation of the committee to prepare and submit 
such a plan for adoption. 

"2. That we would willingly and cordially grasp the hands 
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offered to us by our brothers across the Atlantic, and pledge to 
them our readiness to co-operate with them in all laudable efforts 
to secure for productive industry its just rewards, to restore honest 
dealings in all commercial transactions, and to advance the moral, 
material, and intellectual interests of the masses of the people. 

" 3. That having examined the plan of the co-operative societies 
of Great Britain, popularly known as the Rochdale plan, and the 
history of the humble beginning, the most remarkable success and 
present grand proportions of business enterprises begun and con- 
ducted under this plan, we heartily recommend it to the careful 
consideration of our State and Subordinate Granges and to the 
members of our Order, and advise such action on the part of the 
Executive Committees of the several states as may be necessary to 
the organization and operation of such co-operative associations 
within our Order. 

" 4. To this end we recommend the appointment of a committee 
to secure through the English deputation such printed rules, regu- 
lations, articles of association, and other writings as may be deemed 
necessary to place the desired information in this connection before 
the members of our Order, and that said Committee be authorized 
to have printed so much of said matter and in such amount as they 
may deem advisable, to be distributed to the Executive Committees 
of the State Granges, with circular letters communicating the ac- 
tion of the Executive Committee herein, and such other instructions 
as may be desired. 

"A sub-committee was appointed to complete the requirements 
of this report. 

"At the next meeting of the Executive Committee, on the first 
day of October, a sub-committee was appointed, with instructions to 
correspond with co-operative societies, having in view like objects 
in# business with the Patrons of Husbandry, upon the subject of 
direct trade and mutual agency. 

" On the 15th of last month the sub-committee addressed a letter 
to John Hunter Rutherford, M. D., Newcastle-on-Tyne, the lead- 
ing member of the English deputation, who expressed an anxious 
desire to meet your Executive Committee, but was called home 
before the time appointed therefor. 

" By this letter Dr. J. H. Rutherford was informed that our 
Order anxiously desired to establish business relations with the 
co-operative societies of Great Britain, but that the articles of 
association of the Mississippi Valley Trading Company were not 
suited to the conditions of our country, or the habits and circum- 
stances of the agriculturists of this country ; that our object is to 
find the best markets for our products, and to avail ourselves of the 
most direct and cheapest transportation ; that as the transactions 
involved in the proposed mutual agency would be vast in amount, 
corresponding responsibility, moral and pecuniary, on both sides, 
as well as the highest executive ability, would be required; that we 
would prefer to negotiate with parties representing the combined 
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co-operative societies of Great Britain, an organization of known 
responsibility, to any other trading company. 

" In reply to this letter a cable dispatch has been received, dated 
November 17th, in these words: * Try to mold articles to meet 
conditions and necessities of your people;' which, we think, evinces 
willingness to accommodate their action to the views expressed in 
our letter. E. R. Shankland, Ch'n pro tem.,

"John Hunter Rutherford, M. D., Newcastle-on-Tyne, England: 

"Dear Sir, — At a late meeting of the Executive Committee ot 
the National Grange the articles of association of the Mississippi 
Valley Trading Company were carefully considered, and found not 
suited to the condition of our country and people. We very 
anxiously desire co-operation with the societies of Great Britain 
having in view like objects with ourselves, feeling assured that it 
would be to our mutual advantage. 

" I have not a copy of the proposed articles by me, and can not 
point out in detail the impracticability of carrying them into opera- 
tion here, where our population is comparatively sparse and our 
domain so vast. 

" The last act of our late session was the appointment of Col. 
D. "Wyatt Aiken, of Cokesbury, South Carolina, and myself a 
committee to negotiate with other co-operative societies upon the 
subject of direct trade and mutual agency. The views of our 
committee favor a distinct organization on either side for co- 
operation and mutual agency. The transactions would be vast in 
amount, and would require corresponding responsibility, moral and 
pecuniary, on both sides, as well as the highest executive ability. 
Is there any way in which we could avail ourselves of the com- 
bined responsibility of the co-operative societies of Great Britain, 
should we make them or their representatives our agencies for the 
sale of our products? Would they make advances on this side 
upon consignment of our products to them ; and if so, in what pro- 
portion to its value (say in New Orleans), and at what interest? 
The writer is a planter of forty years' experience, intimately ac- 
quainted with the condition of this interest; and a very large 
proportion of this crop is produced upon capital borrowed from the 
merchants here, to whom the crop is pledged before the seed goos 
into the ground. Those who furnish this capital control the cotton 
when ready for market, not subject to the will of the planter. 
Cotton grown under such arrangements here goes to New York, 
the present source of our money-supply, though the money Ha well 
as tne cotton passes through several hands between New Tork 
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capitalists and the grower. Of course the planter pays a high rate 
of interest for the credit, and his cotton is priced by the New York 
capitalists. The planters are struggling hard to relieve themselves 
from this vassalage brought upon them by our unhappy war and 
kept up by the suicidal policy of appropriating their lands and 
labor almost exclusively to cotton, and purchasing their food- 
supplies from other sections, the effect of which has been a depre- 
ciation of the price of the only article which we of the Southern 
States export, and the enhancement of the price of food which we 
have been purchasing from other sections. By this policy cotton 
has been kept at the thus enhanced cost of production, the profits 
closely calculated and wholly appropriated by the New York capi- 
talists. We are giving more attention to our food-crops, and will 
gradually relieve ourselves from this dependence, but slowly and 
without other aid, as the planter pays an enormous interest for 
credit which he does not receive m money, but in the shape of 
plantation and family supplies at from twenty to one hundred per 
cent profit. 

"Now, if the cotton-planter could obtain money at a fair 
interest in England upon the same security which he gives to 
New York, his crop and lands (the best in the world), he could 
at once relieve himself from his dependence on New York, and 
send his cotton direct to Liverpool. 

" Direct trade, so much desired on our part, must be compara- 
tively small for a time, and of slow growth, even could we get 
advances upon consignments (which, I suppose, we could readily), 
unless your capitalists will take the place of New York in advanc- 
ing for the growth of cotton two or three seasons, in which time, 
under the wiser policy of producing our own provision crops and 
other economies lessening the cost of production of cotton, the 
planters of the Southern States, as well as the farmers of the 
West, may reach the grand objective point of our great Order — 
the cash system of buying and selling. 

" Can you give us any encouragement in this ? Your societies 
have a large surplus capital ; it can be used here for a time, upon 
the best security, to grow cotton for your spindles, and to clothe 
us in your manufactures, as well as to supply us in many other 
articles from your shops necessary to the production of cotton. 

"I regret exceedingly that I had not the pleasure of meeting 
with you, as I had with the other members of your deputation 
here. The object of your visit is of the deepest interest to our 
agricultural producers, but we will have to rely upon your sido 
mainly to operate a direct trade between us, as we have not the 
money or the experience in this branch of business to conduct it 
with an assurance of success. 

41 We are adopting the Rochdale plan of co-operative stores in 
our Order, through which two millions of members and their 
families will soon have to be supplied with goods, many of which 
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quarterly meeting, to be held October 1st, at which time a report 
was made, and after much discussion the same was ordered to be 
copied and placed in the hands of each. member of the committee, 
and the matter was recommitted with instructions to report at a 
meeting to be held November 10th. 

"The sub-committee has made a final report, which was unani- 
mously adopted by the committee, and consists mainly of a system 
of rules, and the same is herewith submitted to the National 
Grange. 

"The Executive Committee consider the subject of vast im- 
portance to our Order, and trust that the principles of co-operation, 
as exemplified in the rules, may receive your careful examination 
and candid judgment. 

" All of which is respectfully submitted." 

ADVICE TO MEMBERS. 

1. All co-operative associations should become incorporated. 

2. Care should be taken that all records, accounts, and vouchers 
are properly kept. 

3. Expose dishonesty and punish fraud. 

4. Buy as far as practicable from the producer and manufac- 
turer, and sell to the consumer, if possible. 

6. Never depart from the principle of buying and selling for 
cash. 

6. Take account of stock and make settlements quarterly. 

7. Neither fear nor court competition. 

8. Choose only men of undoubted integrity and ability for your 
officers, and then give them your confidence. 

PREFACE. 

Practical co-operation does not necessarily imply buying by 
wholesale and distributing at cost, neither does its success depend 
upon buying from the producer and selling to the consumer. These 
are principles of trade to be generally commended. But success- 
ful co-operation is based upon the policy of investing the profits of 
trade for the benefit of the purchaser. 

If a number of persons, collectively, buy a stock of goods and 
distribute them to each other at wholesale or cost prices, there is no 
substantial evidence of profit, but an invariable creation of preju- 
dice throughout the mercantile community. 

If, however, the same party dispose of their wares to themselves 
and others at usual retail rates, and invest the profits in favor of 
those who purchase, the transaction is at once pronounced legiti- 
mate and laudable, and rapid accumulation of profit is the result. 
Let us illustrate: 

If one hundred dollars' worth of articles be sold at wholesale 
rates, quarterly, for consumption during the year, there will be

7. Number of Shares. — No member shall hold more than one 
hundred shares in the capital of this Association. 

8. Reduction of Shares. — Should the Directors have more 
money on hand than they can profitably invest in the business 
of this Association, they snail have power to reduce the number 
of shares by purchasing such number of shares as may be neces- 
sary, at the rate of five dollars per share, together with interest 
thereon at the established rate since the last dividend of interest, 
the members having the greatest number of shares being the first 
required to sell. 

9. Notice of Withdrawal. — Members may withdraw any 
sum above twenty-five dollars on demand, with the consent of tho 
Directors, but shall not have the right to withdraw more than five 
shares at any one time, unless ninety days notice has been given, 
and a second notice shall not be given until the first has expired. 

10. Withdrawal or Exclusion. — Any member may with- 
draw from this Association, and any member shall be excluded who 
ceases to be a member of the Order of Patrons of Husbandry. 

11. Capital Returned. — Upon the withdrawal or exclusion 
of any member he shall receive payment of the capital advanced 
by him, with all arrears of interest and profits, if any, within six 
months after such withdrawal or exclusion. 

12. Distress. — Any member being in distress may withdraw 
any sum he may have in the funds of this Association above five 
dollars, at the discretion of the Directors. 

13. Decease of Members. — Upon the decease of any member 
the Directors may repay to the legal representatives of such de- 
ceased member all the capital owned by such member at the time 
of his decease, together with all arrears of interest and dividends 
of profits within six months after his decease. 

14. Reduction of Stock. — The fixed stock shall be reduced as 
follows, viz. : ten per cent per annum on fixtures, two and one half 
per cent on storehouses, shall be deducted quarterly from their value 
as shown in the books of the Association. 

15. Profits. — The net profits of all business carried on by said 
Association, after paying the expenses of management, making the 
proper reduction in value of fixed stock, and paying the interest on 
the capital thereof as aforesaid, shall from time to time be applied, 
by vote of the Association at the quarterly meeting of the Asso- 
ciation, either to increase the capital or business of the Association, 
or for any educational or provident purposes authorized by the 
Association, and the remainder shall be divided among those who 
have purchased goods from this Association during the preceding 
quarter (to non-members one half the proportion of members) in 
proportion to the amount of purchases during the quarter. 

When a member assigns a share or shares the assignment shall 
be indorsed on the back of the certificate, and the same shall be 
surrendered to the Directors before a new certificate can be issued 
to the assignee. 
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Any two of the Directors may call a special meeting thereof by- 
giving three days' notice in writing to the Secretary ; hut no busi- 
ness shall be transacted at such special meeting except that speci- 
fied in the notice. 

The Directors shall convene the meetings of the Association as 
is herein mentioned, and shall cause the accounts of all business 
carried on in behalf of the Association to be regularly entered in 
proper books, and shall cause a statement of the accounts of the 
Association, with all necessary vouchers up to the last day of the 
previous quarter, or ten days before the quarterly meeting, to be 
made out and laid before the Auditors not less than ten days before 
the quarterly meetings of the Association. 

All committees shall be subject to the Directors. 

24. Manner of Conducting Business. — All money received 
on aceonnt of shares, contributions, or otherwise shall be paid to 
the Treasurer, unless otherwise ordered by the Association ; and 
shall be withdrawn only on the written order of the Chairman, 
countersigned by the Secretary, by vote of the Directors; and so 
much of the funds of the Association as are not wanted for imme- 
diate use or .to meet the accruing liabilities shall, with the consent 
of the Association at any regular meeting, be invested by the 
Directors. 

The business of the Association shall be conducted for cash. 
All persons trading with this Association shall be furnished with 
checks representing the amount of their purchases. 

25. Investments. — This Association may invest such portions 
of its surplus capital in any wholesale Co-operative Association as 
the Association may determine, notice of the same having been 
given in writing at a previous regular meeting ; and such invest- 
ment shall be made under the supervision of the Directors. 

26. Chairman. — The Chairman shall preside at all meetings 
of the Association and of the Directors, and in his absence a Chair- 
man shall be elected pro tern, from the Directors. 

The Chairman shall sign officially all contracts, also the records 
of the proceedings of all meetings of the Association and of the 
Directors. 

27. Secretary. — The Secretary shall attend all meetings of the 
Association and of the Directors ; summon all special meetings of 
the Directors; keep a correct record of the proceedings thereof; 
shall sign the same officially; shall countersign all contracts; and 
shall on all occasions, in the execution of his office, act under the 
direction and control of the Directors. 

An Assistant Secretary may at any time be appointed by the 
Directors. 

28. Treasurer. — The Treasurer shall be responsible for the 
money paid to him on account of the Association. He shall 
balance his cash account weekly, and furnish 'the Secretary with 
a duplicate thereof, and shall, if required, attend any meeting of 
the Association or of the Directors. 
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87. Education Fund. — This Association may appropriate two 
and one half per cent of the net profits of the business for educa- 
tional purposes. 

38. Organization. — Any Subordiuate Grange may, by rote at 
a regular meeting, authorize the formation of a Patrons' Co-opera- 
tive Association within the limits of such Grange; and no other 
Co-operative Association shall be organized within such limits 
without the consent of such Grange. 

89. Number. — All Patrons' Co-operative Associations shall 

take the number assigned to the Subordinate Grange within whose 

V.'.xlimits the principal place of business is located; and such number 

• •'•Vehall not be changed, and shall be registered in the office of the 
% • Secretary of the State Grange and in the office of the Secretary of 

• •*• ' the National Grange. 

-* * J 40. Complaints. — All complaints shall be made to the Directors 
/...in writing, signed by some member of the Association; and the" 
'Directors shall make such investigation and decision thereon as 
they shall deem proper, subject to an appeal to the next regular 
meeting of the Association, whose decision shall be final; and all 
complaints and decisions shall be entered in a book to be kept for 
that purpose. 

41. Seal. — This Association shall have a seal. 

42. Order of Business. — 1. Calling the meeting to order; 
2. Beading and approving the records of the previous meeting; 
8. Reports of the officers ; 4. Reports of committees ; 5. Unfinished 
business; 6. New business; 7. Closing. 

43. Voting. — At all meetings of the Association or of the 
Directors each member shall have one vote only. 

44. Amendments. — These rules may be amended at any regu- 
lar meeting, notice thereof having been given in writing, signed 
by some member, at a previous regular meeting.

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"The undersigned, member of your Committee on Constitu- 
tion and By-laws, respectfully asks to submit the following minority 
report : While concurring in the majority report in the main, the 
undersigned respectfully recommends that all degrees except the 
four degrees now conferred in Subordinate Granges be abolished. 
In consideration of the great expense that must be incurred by the 
farmers in the establishment and conferring of these degrees, both 
in time and money, without any adequate equivalent, he urges the 
importance of this change in the organization of the Order. Tho 
undersigned would further recommend that all Fourth-degree 
members in good standing shall be made eligible to all offices in 
the Order of Patrons of Husbandry. W. W. Lang." 

On motion of Bro. Clark, Oregon, the report was laid on the 
table. 

Bro. Moore, Md., asked for an official ruling on the question, 
whether the laying of any section on^ the table will carry the 
whole report with it. 

The Worthy Master ruled that a section might be laid on the 
table and not carry the whole report with it. 

Bro. Chambers read the subdivision of the report marked A., 
and explained the changes it proposed to make.

Bro. Chambers called for the ayes and noes.

MORNING SESSION. 

Saturday, November 27, 1875.

Under the regular order of business, Bro. Smith, of Committee 
on Good of the Order, presented the following reports : 

" The Committee on Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration the resolution from the Maryland State Grange, 
that in their judgment the best interests of the Order, its pros- 
perity and dignity, would be greatly promoted by such alterations 
in the Ritual, especially in the forms for initiation of candidates, as 
will dispense with all trivial and unimportant matters, etc., and 
recommend that it do not pass." 

On motion of Bro. Woodman, Mich., the recommendation of 
the committee was adopted. 
Also: 

_ u The Committee on Good of the Order have had the preamble 
and resolution in relation to selling by standard weight and 
measure, and punishing the marking of any package with fraud- 
ulent weight or measure, introduced oy Bro. Davie, of Ky., under 
consideration, and recommend its adoption." 

On motion of Bro. Davie, the report was received and the 
recommendation of the committee adopted. 
Also : 

" The Committee on Good of the Order have had that part of 
our Worthy Master's address in relation to co-operation under 
consideration, and as that subject has been so fully ventilated by 
an appropriate committee, ask to be discharged from further con- 
sideration of the same. They have also had that part of the 
Worthy Master's address upon the subject of transportation under 
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consideration, and direct me to return the same with the recom- 
mendation that it be referred to the Committee on Transportation. 
They have also had that part of the Worthy Master's address in 
relation to the loan of the National to the State Granges under 
consideration, and as disposition has been made of the subject, ask ^« 

to be discharged from the further consideration of the same." ^v^ 

On motion, the report was received and the recommendations 
adopted. 
Also: 

" The Committee on Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration the resolution in relation to the assembling of members 
of the Order in Philadelphia during the next year under consider- 
ation, and ask to return the same, and recommend its reference to 
the Special Committee on Centennial Encampment project." 

On motion, the report was received and the recommendation 
adopted. 

The Committee on Good of the Order returned the resolution 
introduced by Bro. Ellis, that the surplus funds in the treasury of 
the National Grange be distributed to the several State Granges 
in proportion to the amount each has paid in, and recommended 
that it do not pass. 

Bro. "Woodman, Mich., moved that the report be received and 
the recommendation laid on the table. Lost. 

On motion, the recommendation of the committee was con- 
curred in. 

Bro. Chambers, from the Committee on Constitution, reported 
the paragraph in their report recommitted to them yesterday as 
follows : 

"1. Amend the preamble, under the head of 'State Grange,' by 
inserting between the word * Masters' and the word 'of,' where 
they occur in the second line of said paragraph, the words 'and 
Past Masters.' At the end of the ninth line, between the words

W. W. Lang, Worthy 
Master of the State Grange of Texas, relative to the proclamation 
of Governor B. P. Overton, threatening under certain circum- 
stances to drive beyond the limits of the Chickasaw Nation sundry 
persons who protested against the exercise of authority assumed by 
His Excellency to fix the price of labor in the Chickasaw Nation, 
beg leave to submit the following report: 
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" First — That while we are ignorant of the system of laws that 
prevail in that distant section of our Union, we feel warranted in 
asserting that the principles of our government are entirely at 
variance with the executive tyranny manifested in Governor 
Overton's proclamation of October 7, 1876. 

"Seconctr—Th&t we, the National Grange, should heed the com- 
plaints of our brothers, and should fraternally endeavor to relieve 
them from this unjust exaction. 

"Third — That this case is well worthy the consideration of the 
Congress of the United States. 

"Therefore Resolved, That we hereby request the "Worthy 
Master of the State Grange of Texas, Bro. W. W. Lang, to investi- 
gate as far as practicable the facts in this case. 

"2. Resolved, That should such investigation corroborate the 
statements made by the Worthy Master of Prairie Valley Grange 
on the 7th of October, 1875, Bro. W. W. Lang be requested to 
present the case to the senators and representatives in Congress 
from Texas, and petition them to submit the same to the Congress 
of the United States. 

"All of which is respectfully submitted.

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the report was adopted. 
Bro. Aiken, of Executive Committee, presented the following 
communication, and asked instructions : 

"Washington, Nov. 18, 1875. 
" Hon. D. W. Adams, Worthy Master N. <?., P. of H. : 

" Dear Sir, — I had the honor to address you at the last meeting 
of the National Grange, asking the co-operation of that honorable 
body in the efforts being put forth by the Washington National 
Monument Society for the means to complete the monument. In 
response to which we were greatly encouraged by the adoption of a 
resolution by the National Grange commending the appeal to each 
State and Subordinate Grange in the country, and authorizing the 
officers of the National Grange to mail to each Subordinate Grange 
in the United States the letter of appeal, with a copy of the reso- 
lutions, on being furnished with such matter by the Monument 
Society. 

"In accordance with which resolutions we had prepared twenty- 
five thousand (25,000) letters of appeal, and delivered them to the 
office of the National Grange; but we fear the plan adopted for 
distribution was such that but few reached their destination ; in- 
deed, in answer to a large number of letters from Secretaries of 
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Subordinate Granges, we are advised that the appeal never came 
to hand; yet from the responses we have received, although limited 
in number, we are fully satisfied that the sympathies of the Patrons 
of Husbandry are with this great patriotic work, and that all would, 
if they knew of the matter, add their offering to erect this proud 
monument to George Washington. Certainly the world owes more 
to this simple * Planter of the Potomac ' than to any other name in 
human history, and we feel assured that the Patrons of Husbandry 
as such have a desire to share in the credit of erecting this grand 
monument to the ' Father of his Country.' 

" I have the honor to again present this matter to your honor- 
able body, asking your continued encouragement by the adoption 
of such resolution, as it may suit your pleasure, still further recom- 
mending this work to the subordinate bodies of your great Order. 

" I have pleasure in handing you a list of subscriptions made 
under our present appeal, as well as the action taken by some of the 
other organizations of the country, nearly all of which have nobly 
responded ; and we believe the appeal will be fully successful, and 
the reproach which has so long attached to the country be wiped 
out. 

" We come to you with confidence that we shall be encouraged 
by favorable action of the National Grange. 

" I have the honor to be, very respectfully, your obedient servant, 

J. Carroll Brent, Secretary." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the communication was referred 
to the Executive Committee without instructions. 

Bro. Aiken also presented a communication from Bro. John K. 
Thompson in relation to his services in preparing the Digest. 

Also a communication from the Committee on Digest on the 
same subject. 

Bro. Smedley moved to refer the subject to the Executive 
Committee to ascertain and report on the amount to be paid Bro. 
Thompson. 

Bro. Ellis moved to amend by referring to the Executive Com- 
mittee to adjust. Adopted. 

The motion to refer, as amended, was then adopted. 

Bro. Davie, Ky., introduced the following : 

"Resolved, That a committee of five on Centennial be appointed, 
who before the close of this session shall recommend a day of assem- 
bling for the Patrons of the National Grange at Philadelphia in 
1876, together with such other recommendations as they may deem 
necessary." 

Referred to Committee on Good of the Order. 
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Brother Colton, Vt., presented the following reports : 

"Your committee appointed to consider the report of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National Grange ask leave to submit 
their report. Having duly considered the same, we present the. 
following : 

"Resolved, That it is the duty of the Executive Committee to 
explain the reasons presented before them which resulted in donat- 
ing to State Granges the sums named in their report." 

On motion, the resolution was adopted. 

" Your committee find that so much of said report as relates to 
'location of office' has been considered, and that so much as re- 
lates to the business features of the Order has been presented in a 
subsequent report containing plans, rules, and regulations, and is 
soon to come before the Grange for their consideration. 

" That the facts and suggestions in relation to the Order in the 
Dominion of Canada, and the services of the Lecturer, having 
been referred to and considered by the appropriate committees, we 
ask to be discharged from the further consideration of said report." 

On motion, the report was received. 

Bro. Colton, Vt., of the Committee on Good of the Order, pre- 
sented the following report : 

" The Committee on Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration the resolution instructing the Executive Committee to 
contract for and furnish Cornucopias' to the different State 
Granges sufficient to supply the Pomona Granges, and report ad- 
versely to its passage, but recommend that the Executive Com- 
mittee inform the Masters or Secretaries of State Granges where 
such ' Cornucopias' can be secured, and at what cost." 

On motion, the report was adopted. 

The committee returned the communication from the Jones 
Scale-works asking that establishments dealing liberally with 
Patrons be officially indorsed, and asked its reference to the Execu- 
tive Committee. The reference was ordered. 

The committee also returned an amendment to sec. 2, article 8, 
of the by-laws, in relation to the auditing of accounts, that had 
been referred to them, and asked its reference to the Committee on 
Constitution and By-laws The reference was ordered. 

The committee also reported on the preamble and resolution 
introduced by Bro. Mauger, that all printing required by the 
National Grange be given out by contract to the lowest responsible 
bidder who is a Patron. 
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Bro. Manger, Pa., presented the following : 

"The Committee on Constitution and By-laws, to whom was 
referred the resolution reported by the Auditing Committee recom- 
mending a change in the by-law defining the duties of the Execu- 
tive Committee, have had the same under consideration, and 
instruct rae to report the following amendment in article 8 of the 
by-laws, and recommend its adoption. 

W. H. Chambers, Chairman. 

"1. Amend section 2, article 8, by striking out the words 'at 
the commencement of each quarter,' where they occur in the 
second and third lines of said section, and insert the following, to 
wit: 'on the 1st of January and July in each year;' and also by 
striking out the word ' quarter,' where it occurs in the last line of 
said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the words ' six months.' 

"2. Add a new section to the article, to be numbered section 4, 
as follows : ' The Executive Committee shall meet at Louisville at 
least one week before each session of the National Grange, and 
again on the 1st of July in each year, for the purpose of examining 
the books, accounts, and vouchers of the Secretary and Treasurer. 
At each of these sessions the committee shall make an estimate of 
the probable cash expenditures of the Secretary's office for the next 
six months other than the salary of that officer, and shall make a 
requisition on the Treasurer for such an amount as will be needed 
for such expenditures, which requisition shall be drawn from the 
Fiscal Agency in the same way that other drafts are drawn, and 
an account shall be furnished at the next succeeding session of the 
committee showing how the same has been expended and the 
vouchers therefor.'" 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved to amend by substituting the 1st of 
April and October for January and July. 

Brothers Chase, N. H., and Whitehead favored the amendment, 
and Bro. Shankland opposed. 

Bro. Felton, Mass., moved to amend the amendment, that the 
reports be made once a year, on April 1st. 

Bro. Aiken, S. C, suggested that the report be made on the 1st 
of September rather than April, so that it would be a benefit to 
the National Grange when in session. 

The amendment of Bro. Felton was lost. 

The question recurring on Bro. Moore's amendment, it was 
adopted. 

Question recurred on the report as amended. 

Bro. Lang, Tex., favored adoption, and Brothers Aiken and 
Smedley opposed. 
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Bros. Lang, Aiken, Hinckley, and Moore opposed the reference. 

The motion to refer was lost. 

Question recurring on the motion to recommend the plan to the 
Patrons, it was adopted. 

Bro. Hinckley, N. Y., moved that rule numbered 38 be adopted. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the motion to adopt was laid on the 
table. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., presented the following: 

" Worthy Master of the National Orange: 

" Your Committee on Foreign Relating beg leave to present 
the following report for the consideration of the National Grange : 

" The great need of the agriculturist is association, combination, 
and co-operation. . 

" By association we bring together the various individuals who, 
separately and isolated, are unknown to each other in the strict 
sense of knowing each other's desires, wants, and aspirations. Iso- 
lated by their occupation, which in many other cases tends to bring 
people together, high hills, impassable* ravines, and broad rivers 
often separate and make as strangers those who till the soil. 

"Our occupation requires that we should cultivate our lands 
with diligence, to plant our seeds in due season, to care for tho 
growing crops at all times, and to harvest them when ripened for 
the storehouse. 

" To compensate in some degree for our unceasing toil we have 
the satisfaction of knowing that, while we sleep or wake, while we 
labor or rest, nature's laws are ever at work for our benefit. 

"When the smith leaves his anvil, the merchant his counter, 
and the manufacturer his shop, the work ceases; the heated iron 
is consumed in vain, the merchant's wares lie moldering on the 
shelves, and the ponderous engine is rusting in the factory; but 
the farmer may leave his broad acres for a space of time with the 
certainty that at his return he may find the seed germinated, the 
grain ripe for the sickle, or the fruits ready to be gathered. 

"When our crops are secured and the snow covers the ground 
with a white mantle, when the rains and storms of winter compel 
the husbandman to cease from his labors, then the laborer and 
the maid, the husbandman and the matron may seek each other' s 
society, and within our gates may mingle in social equality; may 
enjoy the harvest feast, the pleasant converse, or the social dance. 

" In another portion of this wide world, another people, with 
different habits, manners, customs, and language, are laboring on 
with like cares, hopes, and results. 

11 We associate together for one common purpose, and the 
stranger in a foreign land may do the same. There is no hostility. 
There may be no special reason for association among people so 
different in thought, feelings, and language. Education, religion, 
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government, and social relations are distinct and marked by insur- 
mountable barriers. 

" We cherish our public schools, our religious institutions, our 
equal rights, and our free government. Another people love the 
more private means of education, the established form of religion 
and monarchical government. While we would chafe under abso- 
lute government, another people esteem themselves fortunate in 
being subject to a crowned bead. 

" Commerce and trade, the interchange of commodities, the 
pleasures of travel, and the necessities of mutual intercourse regu- 
late the peace of the world, and many diverse nations may 
peaceably inhabit the various countries of the earth with a com- 
mon source of light and heat, with no contentions except that 
noble emulation to do well, and to deserve rather than to win 
applause. 

" The labors of the missionary are ever fruitful and beneficial 
when we send him out to proclaim glad tidings of good-will 
toward all. "We may benefit our fellow-men not by Dringing 
them to us by constraint, but by showing them how to benefit 
themselves, and by inviting them to join with us in laboring and 
toiling on to reach that eternal field within whose gates we can 
unite in cultivating the mind and in gathering the good seed of a 
well-spent life. 

" Thus may we, the Patrons of Husbandrj', send out our chosen 
Order to many nations who in various tongues may be recognized 
as true Patrons. 

"We may journey from nation to nation, and ever finfl those 
who will give us the Patrons' grip, who will aid us in distress, and 
be ever ready to shield our sisters from harm. 

" While we may not understand or recognize the language of 
our Ritual in a foreign tongue, that ever-ready bond of union may 
be found to unite us in life, and in death to close the moistureless 
eye and to pay the last tribute of respect to our lifeless remains. 

" Let us, while we acknowledge the right of all people of the 
earth to be free and independent in every respect, always be found 
ready to recognize fraternal relations among all who are main- 
taining the rules and regulations of our Order, ordained and 
established by proper authority. 

"Let us respect the rights of others as we claim respect from 
them, and never, while journeying along the pathway of life, cast 
stumbling-blocks in the way of others, nor attempt to remove our 
neighbor's landmarks. 

" Let us open wide our gates and admit all who, arrayed in 
proper garments, seek our fold with an honest desire to emulate us 
in doing well; and when we enter that blissful abode where 
friendship and fraternity are eternal, may we receive that welcomo 
plaudit, ' Well done, good and faithful servants.' 

44 Your committee would recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions : 
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"Resolved, That the Secretary of the National Grange is hereby 
instructed to recognize only such deputies in foreign countries 
as may have been duly appointed by the Worthy Master of the 
National Orange. 

"Resolved, That when fifteen Subordinate Granges shall have 
been duly organized in any foreign country, and the same shall 
have been organized as a foreign State Grange, and such organiza- 
tion shall have been duly certified to the Secretary of the National 
Grange, the Secretary shall receive no more applications for dis- 
pensations for Subordinate Granges within the jurisdiction of such 
foreign Grange. 

" Resolved, That the National Grange will recognize lawfully- 
established Granges in foreign countries, and that the hand of 
friendship will always be extended to all true Patrons. 

" Resolved, That foreign Granges, lawfully established, are fra- 
ternally invited to send accredited representatives to the National 
Grange, or appoint suitable Patrons resident in the United States 
to bear from such foreign Granges tokens of good- will and amity, 
and to maintain forever such fraternal relations as will cement us 
in the bonds of friendship, and to perpetuate in essentials unity, 
in non-essentials liberty, and in all things charity. 

"Which is respectfully submitted, 

Dudley T. Chase, " 
V. C. Aiken, 
Sarah M. E. Rosa, 
Wm. W. Lang, 
Sam. E. Adams, 

" Louisville, Kt., Nov. 29, 1875." 

On motion of Bro. Mills, N. C, the report was adopted. 
Bro. Moore, Md., presented the following: 

"The Finance Committee to whom was referred the resolution 
of Bro. Chambers, of Ala., under which we are directed to make 
our recommendation as to the adjustment of salaries for the past 
year, have instructed me to report as follows: 

"Your committee believe that all salaries as fixed should com- 
mence with the installation of officers. 

" Your committee are also of the opinion that the salaries as 
fixed at the Charleston meeting were for the twelve months com- 
mencing January 1, 1875, but in view of the fact that our past 
officers will have many matters claiming their attention in settling 
up the necessary business of their late positions, we recommend 
that they be allowed the full amount due on this quarter. Thoso 
officers re-elected should draw their new salary from the date of 
installation. Jos. T. Moore, Chairman." 

On motion, the report was adopted. 

Bro. Moore also presented an adverse report on the resolution 
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offered by Bro. Whitehead to-day, that the salary of the Worthy 
Lecturer be increased until it shall amount to traveling expenses 
and five dollars per day for each day of actual service. 

Bro. Clark, Oregon, moved that the report be adopted. 

Bros. Whitehead and Felton opposed adoption, and favored the ^ 

resolution as originally presented. 

Bro. Moore defended the report of the committee. 

The Worthy Lecturer made explanation of his position. 

Bros. Chase and Lang favored the report, and Bro. Shankland 
opposed. 

The report of the committee was adopted. 

Bro. Smedley, Iowa, presented the following : 

"Your committee to whom was referred resolution No. 167, 
relating to the relation of delinquent Granges, with instructions 
to report a system by which the relation of these Granges to the 
Order should be determined, beg leave to report. 

"Your committee have examined the papers submitted to them 
bearing upon this subject, and after due consideration agree that 
the end desired can be reached by a resolution of instruction to 
Secretaries of State Granges, and to Secretary of National Grange, j 

and beg leave to submit the following resolution and recommend 
its adoption : 

"Resolved, That the Secretaries of State Granges are hereby 
instructed, in making their quarterly reports, to return their 
Granges as follows: 

" 1. Actual working organizations not delinquent to the State 
Grange in dues for more than two quarters. On these Treasurer 
of State Grange shall pay dues as required by the constitution. 

"2. Granges which have been wound up by consolidation with 
other organizations. These shall be marked opposite their number 
on the return with the letter C. 

"8. Granges whose charters have been revoked by competent 
authority. These shall be marked R. 

"4 Granges which have failed to report to the State Grange 
for two or more quarters, or have disbanded voluntarily or passed 
out of existence in other ways than that provided by tne constitu- 
tion. This class of Granges shall be classed as dormant Granges, 
and marked opposite their number with the letter D. On the three 
last-named classes no dues will be collected by the National 
Grange: provided, however, that in case any of the Granges 
marked dormant shall be revived and become working organiza- 
tions, they shall be reported as such, and dues paid upon the 
membership. 

"The Secretary of the National Grange shall compute the dues 
due from State Granges on this basis, and certify to the Treasurer 
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accordingly; and in case returns from the State Secretaries are not 
properly made out he shall return them for correction, notifying 
the Master of the State Grange of the fact. In case he is unable 
to obtain correct returns he will report the fact to the next session 
of the National Grange. 

" It is especially enjoined on Masters of State Granges to use 
all diligence in restoring dormant Granges to an active working 
condition, and in all cases where this is not possible to cause the 
revocation of their charters in the manner provided by our usages. . 

" And your committee further recommend that in the settlement 
of accounts for dues between State and National Granges for the 
year 1875, the settlement as indicated in the above resolution shall 
be the basis. A. B. Smedley, CKn Committee." 

On motion of Bro. Golder, 111., the report was adopted. 

Bro. Whitehead, N. J., presented the following : 

" The Committee on Good of the Order have had under con- 
sideration the resolutions offered by Bro. White, of Va., in relation 
to the donations to the Granges, and beg leave to report that in 
view of the action of the National Grange at Charleston in loan- 
ing and at this session in donating $2.50 for each Subordinate 
Grange organized prior to January 1, 1875, the adoption of this 
resolution is an act of justice and equity. This committee there- 
fore recommend the adoption of the resolution." 

Bro. Chase moved to lay the report on the table. 

Bro. White demanded the ayes and noes. 

Pending roll-call, Bro. Ellis moved that the brother have per- 
mission to withdraw his motion to lay on the table. Adopted. 

The question recurred on the adoption of the report of the 
committee. 

Bro. Grosh moved that the report be referred back to the com- 
mittee, to be made to accord with the constitution. Adopted. 

Bro. Moore. Md.. moved that the officers elect be now installed. 
Adopted. 

By consent Bro. Mills, N. C, presented the following: 

"Whereas this National Grange at its eighth annual session 
appointed a committee to investigate the case of Farley & Co., 
and to report the result of their investigations to the Executive 
Committee; and 

" Whereas such a report has been made to our Executive Com- 
mittee; therefore 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee be requested to render 
a report on said subject at this session of the National Grange. 11 

Which was, on motion, adopted. 
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Bro. Mills also introduced the following : 

"Resolved, That the matter of difference of opinion as to the 
amount of dues owing from the State Granges of Kentucky and 
North Carolina, for the first two quarters of the current year, be 
referred to the Executive Committee, with instructions to make 
such settlement as the justice of the case demands." 

On motion of Bro. Smedley, the resolution was adopted. 
On motion of Bro. Felton, Mass., the Grange at 10:45 o'clock 
p. m. adjourned till 10 o'clock a. m. on Tuesday. 
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TWELFTH DAY. 

MORNING SESSION 

Tuesday, November 80, 1875. 

The Grange assembled in open session at 10 o'clock, pursuant to 
adjournment, Worthy Master Adams in the chair. 

The journal of Monday's proceedings was read, and after 
correction approved. 

Bro. Davie, Ky., presented an invitation from J. B. Webster, 
photographer, Louisville, asking the officers elect to call at his 
gallery, as he desired to take their photographs and group them 
suitably. 

The Kentucky Library presented, through Bro. Davie, a cordial 
* invitation to the members of the National Grange to visit the 
library and museum at any and all times. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, Ohio, the rules were suspended for the 
purpose of receiving a report from the Committee on Constitution 
and By-laws. 

Bro. Ellis, from the Committee on Constitution and By-laws, 
returned the amendment to constitution offered by Bro. Whitehead, 
providing that the next session of the Grange be held in Phila- 
delphia, and reported adversely to its adoption. 

On motion, the report was adopted. 

The committee also returned the amendment to the constitution 
offered by Bro. Shankland, that the Executive Committee be reduced 
to three members, and reported adversely to its passage. 

On motion, the report was adopted. 

The committee also returned the amendment to the constitution 
proposed by Bro. Maxwell, that the Secretary and Treasurer make 
the financial report in place of the Executive Committee, and 
reported adversely to its adoption. 

On motion, the report was adopted. 

The committee also returned tho amendmend offered by Bro. 
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Woodman, to provide for the appointment of the Court of Appeals, 
and recommended its adoption. 

Bro. Woodman, Mich., favored the adoption of the report, and 
Brothers Moore and Chase opposed. 

The committee also reported favorably to the proposed amend- 
ment to article 5 by adding thereto the following, viz., "and no 
petition shall be received from a rejected applicant until six months 
shall have elapsed after such rejection.' 7 

On motion of Bro. Moore, the report was adopted. 

The committee also reported as follows on the section of the 
amendment to section 1 of the organization, which was recommitted 
to them: 

"State Grange, Pomona (Hope), section 1, composed of Masters 
and Past Masters of Subordinate Granges and their wives who are 
Matrons ; provided that when the number of Subordinate Granges 
in any state becomes so great as to render it necessary, the State 
Grange may in such manner as it may determine reduce its repre- 
sentation by providing for the election of a certain portion of those 
entitled to membership in the State Grange from each county; and , 

the delegates so chosen, and their wives who are Matrons, shall J 

constitute the legislative department of the State Grange." * 

After discussion, on motion of Bro. Woodman, the report was * j 

recommitted to the committee. 

The committee also presented the following report on the amend- 
ment to the by-laws, section 1, article 17: 

"Substitute for the section the following: * In case satisfactory 
evidence come to the Master of a State Grange that a Grange has 
been organized contrary to the laws and usages of the Order, or 
is working in violation of the same, or is in arrears for dues for 
two or more quarters, it shall be the duty of the Master to suspend 
or revoke the charter of such offending Grange, if in his opinion 
the good of the Order requires such action." 

On motion, the proposed amendment was adopted. 

Bro. J. R. Thompson, D. C, from Committee on Digest, presented 
the following report on the resolution introduced by Bro. Tenney, 
that when members of the Order so change their occupation that it 
conflicts with the interests and purposes of the Order, they thereby 
forfeit their membership: 

"That the point involved therein is already satisfactorily covered 
by a ruling thereon, and that it is inexpedient to change the 
existing rule. They therefore recommend the rejection of the 
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resolution, and ask to be discharged from the farther consideration 
thereof." 

On motion, the report was received and the recommendation 
adopted. 

Bro. Thompson also presented the following report: 

" National Grange Patrons of Husbandry, > 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 29, 1876. / 

"To the Officers and Members of the National Orange : 

"The committee appointed or continued at the eighth annual 
session of the National Grange ' to compile and prepare for pub- 
lication a compendious Digest, including all the laws, rulings, and 
usages of the Order,' respectfully report : 

" In accordance with their instructions they have brought to- 
gether every thing in the nature of law and authority up to the 
commencement of the present session. 

" The form of arrangement adopted is believed to be the best 
adapted to the wants and necessities of this Order. It consists in 
arranging every thing of an authoritative character, from what- 
ever source obtained, under topical headings, in alphabetical order, 
under which every law or decision pertaining to that particular 
subject is systematically arranged under brief descriptive head- 
lines, the whole to be consecutively numbered for easy reference. 

"As this work will contain the whole body of law and authority 
of the National Grange, so classified that the law upon any par- 
ticular subject will appear, almost at a glance, under its appropriate 
head, it can not fail to secure greater uniformity in the work of the 
Order and in the application and administration of its laws. 

" Your committee believe that the Order has now outgrown its 
experimental stage, when it was necessary that its laws and rulings 
should be frequently changed to meet the requirements of unfore- 
seen necessities ; so that this book may remain for a long time a 
trustworthy standard of authority. As an evidence of the value 
of such a standard, so arranged as to be easily accessible and clearly 
understood by all, your committee would refer to the fact that the 
careful rovision of the Parliamentary Guide and Digest of De- 
cisions at the last session has relieved the Worthy Master of tho 
necessity of making decisions almost altogether during the past 
year. In consequence of the careful revision above referred to 
your committeo in making this compilation have found but few 
points that need modification to render the whole consistent and 
harmonious. 

"As an addition to the rulings your committee recommend the 
adoption of the following : 'After the Grange has been opened the 
Master may call any member to tho chair to preside during his 
temporary absence therefrom.' 

"They would also recommend the repeal of a ruling to be 
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found on page 7, item numbered 52, of the amendments and addi- 
tions as adopted at the eighth annual session, viz.: ( An applicant 
for membership who has been duly elected may be expelUa\ before 
initiation, for unworthy conduct/ and the adoption in place 
thereof of the following, viz.: 'An applicant for initiation who 
has been duly elected may be debarred from initiation by an objec- 
tion thereto in writing, signed by three members of the Grange, to 
be filed with the Secretary, which objection must state that the 
cause thereof has arisen since the date of the applicant's election.' 

"As the Digest as at present compiled will be necessarily modi- 
fied by the action of the National Grange at this session and the 
adoption of the proposed amendments to the constitution, your 
committee would recommend that the work be placed in the hands 
of the Executive Committee, with instructions to have such cor- 
rections made as may be rendered necessary thereby, and to have 
the same published as soon thereafter as possible.

" Resolved, That it is no part of the mission of the National

dress in such a mannor as shall harmonize with her taste and 
station.

EVENING SESSION. 

The hour of recess having expired, the Grange re-assembled in 
open session. 

The roll being called by states to find if a quorum was present, 
it was ascertained that more than twenty states were represented. 

Bro. Moore, Md., inquired what was the special order of busi- 
ness. 

Reports of special committees called for. 

Bro. Tenney, Col., on special committee to consider the 
memorial presented by Bro. Allen concerning ravages of locusts, 
offered the following report: 

" Your committee to whom was referred the memorial offered 
by Bro. Allen, of Mo., beg to submit the following, viz. : 

10 
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" Your committee are of the opinion that the methods suggested 
in the memorial and accompanying papers which relate to the 
prevention of the propagation of the grasshopper or locust is 
wholly impracticable. 

" It is the opinion of your commitree that this matter is beyond 
the control of human agency. These assumptions will be justified 
when we state that the locusts from which we receive the most 
damage are those that hatch and mature in the mountains, far 
removed from the habitations of man, and where it would be 
utterly impracticable to contend against them. These come down 
upon the farmers of the far Western States in countless numbers 
to destroy their crops and lay waste broad belts of oountry. 

"We can conceive of nothing but Divine interposition or 
natural causes that can step between us and these seemingly unjust 
and unnatural chastisements. 

"The experiences of each succeeding year teach the farmer 
new and valuable lessons, and point out new ways by which he 
may protect himself from the ravages of those which may hatch 
on or adjacent to his farm. 

"These young insects have been and may yet be oontended 
against successfully. 

" Experience is a better and more impressive teacher than any 
other. 

u Your committee would recommend that the Congress of the 
United States should give this subject that consideration which 
they may in their good judgment deem expedient.

Bro. Moore moved that the report be concurred in. Adopted. 

Bro. Woodman, Mich., chairman of special committee to ex- 
amine samples of products at National Grange headquarters, made 
the following report : 

" The special committee appointed to visit the headquarters of 
the National Grange, where specimens of the products of the sev- 
eral states are on exhibition, and examine the same, have performed 
that duty, and submit the following report: 

"At the eighth annual session of the National Grange, held in 
the city of Charleston, S. C, several of the members of that body 
carried with them and placed on exhibition during the session 
specimens of the products of their states. The interest manifested 
in the examination of these products by the members and spec- 
tators present called forth from Bro. Davie, Ky., the following reso- 
lution, which was unanimously adopted by the National Grange: 

" 'Resolved, That each member of the National Grange be re- 
quested to procure and take with them to the next session of this 
body specimens of the leading products and also minerals of their 
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respective localities for exhibition during the session, and at the 
close to be presented to the citizens of the town or city where the 
session may be held, as the nucleus of a museum. 1 

" In compliance with this resolution members of this body have 
brought with them and placed on exhibition at the National 
Grange headquarters the following samples and specimens: 

" Bro. B. Q. Tenney brought samples of Sonora wheat, yield 
thirty-four bushels per acre; Australian wheat, yield thirty-six 
bushels per acre; also yellow vent corn, forty-seven bushels to 
the acre; Egyptian corn, forty, Canada corn, thirty -live, and 
white Mexican, thirty bushels to the acre ; also samples of buffalo, 
gramma, and other native grasses of Colorado. These samples 
are all of excellent quality, and speak well for Colorado as a cereal- 
producing and stock-raising country. 

" Bro. Clark; Oregon, has samples of white wheat, Chili club 
wheat, white club fall or winter wheat, which yielded forty-seven 
and a half bushels per acre and weighs sixty-nine pounds to the 
bushel ; little fall club wheat, and ninety-day spring wheat. Also 
samples of spring barley, six-rowed barley, white winter barley, 
Probstern barley, Surprise oats, Side oats, and a new variety called 
Hopeton oats, which weighs fifty pounds to the bushel. These 
specimens are all of superior quality, and do great credit to the 
state of Oregon. 

" The contributions of Georgia, by Bro. and Sister Smith, consist 
of two jars of melon-rind preserves, cut and made by Mrs. T. J. 
Smith; sample Scuppernong grape wine, made by Mrs. T. J. 
Smith; part of a stalk of Smith's improved cotton, with bolls 
picked and unpicked ; boll of cotton, extra size ; sample of fine 
lint cotton, for which thirty-five cents per pound was offered and 
refused ; also samples of Georgia corn, rice, and St. Domingo yam 
potatoes. This collection, taken as a whole, deserves more than a 
passing notice, and must be carefully examined to form a just 
estimate of the superior qualities of the several articles. 

"The members of Ashly Grange, of South Carolina, who en- 
deared themselves to every member of this body attending the 
Charleston session by their cordial welcome, fraternal greeting, and 
hospitality, have forwarded a large collection of rare specimens of 
phosphates from the phosphate beds of South Carolina. These 
specimens consist of petrified bones and teeth of huge submarine 
animals, many of which are now extipct ; and when crushed and 
dissolved in sulphuric acid becomes a valuable fertilizer, and is 
extensively used. The products of these beds amount to several 
millions of dollars annually. 

" Bro. Rosa, of Delaware, has a choice selection of green, con- 
served, and evaporated or dried fruits. 

"Bro. Maxwell, of Tennessee, exhibits* a set of adjustable har- 
ness, the right of manufacture and sale of which bolong to Patrons ; 
also a pair of adjustable spring stirrups, for sale by Patrons. 

" Bro. Hinckley, of New York, has a neatly-arranged and well- 
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filled case of choice garden and flower seeds, which do credit to the 
exhibitor. 

44 Bro. Ham, of Maine, presents specimens of beautiful variegated 
slate, both rough and polished, from his state. 

"Bro. Shankland, of Iowa, •contributes samples of spring and 
winter wheat of excellent quality; also rich and beautiful speci- 
mens of lead ore. 

" Bro. Davie, of Kentucky, contributes samples of bituminous 
and anthracite coal, lithographic stone, copper, iron, and lead ores, 
several varieties of wheat and other cereals ; also samples of cotton, 
hemp, and other products; and Indian relics, among which are 
hatchets, arrows, etc. 

" Bro. Felton, of Massachusetts, brought fine samples of lead 
and silver ore, the products of his state. 

" The large and well-selected collection presented by Bro. White- 
head, of New Jersey, containing nearly two hundred specimens, 
will add a very interesting and attractive feature to the museum. 
Among these are samples of the predominant rocks of his state, 
mica, copper ore, oxide of zinc, mineral phosphates of lime, mag- 
netic, hematite, bog, and other iron ores ; samples of the celebrated 
green sand, and other marls, twelve samples of valuable clays; also 
several specimens of choice fruits, including two samples of very 
large and beautiful cranberries, so extensively cultivated in New 
Jersey ; also six samples of wheat, several of corn, wool, and other 
farm products. 

" The collection from Arkansas, furnished by Bro. Jones, con- 
sisting of more than one hundred specimens of the products of 
that state, completes the list, and deserves special notice. In this 
collection are to be seen three samples of German millet from 
different farms, two of which measure seven and a half and one 
eight feet in length. 

"A sample of rye eight feet in length, from a field yielding 
thirty bushels to the acre ; one sample of winter wheat five feet in 
length, and yielding thirty-five bushels to the acre ; one sample of 
spring wheat, very fine ; a sample of oats six feet in length ; one 
of wild rye, indigenous to Arkansas, six and a half feet in length; 
also samples of clover measuring four feet in length, and timothy 
yielding three tons per acre. There is also a large collection of the 
native and cultivated grasses of the state, representing desirable 
qualities and extraordinary growth ; also samples of rice, tobacco, 
potatoes, and yams, ears of corn measuring seventeen inches in 
length; samples of fine cotton in the boll and picked, one sample 
of which took a $500 premium at the St. Louis Fair; and samples 
of silk of fine and even threads, spun by a lady upon a common 
spinning-wheel; also a large collection of specimens of valuable 
mineral ores, rocks, etc. 

" The committee are unanimous in the opinion that not only has 
the ' nucleus ' of a museum been formed, but the problem of the 
practicability and final success of the enterprise 'been solved, and 
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that. the time is not distant when this ( nucleus ' will be surrounded 
with specimens representing the skill and industry of more than 
forty millions of the most intelligent, industrious, independent, 
and united people on the face of the earth, and samples of all the 
products of a country extending through thirty degrees of latitude 
and sixty degrees of longitude, embracing within its vast domain 
more than 2,00,000,000 of acres of land, with every variety of 
the most exuberant soil, and resources limited only by the efforts 
of man to develop. 

" The committee thereforo recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution, and ask to be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the subject : 

"Resolved, That contributions to the museum be solicited, not 
only from members of the National Grange, but from all membors 
of the Order, and others who may feel an interest in establishing 
a National Farmers' Museum ; and the Executive Committee are 
instructed to receive and arrange for exhibition at the headquarters 
of the National Grange such articles as in their judgment will add 
to the interest and value of the institution.

By request of Bro. Tenney, Col., his committee was discharged. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved to take from the table Bro. Hem- 
ingway's motion to adjourn at 12 o'clock (noon) to-morrow. 
Adopted. 

Bro. Moore then moved to amend and adopt in this form : 

"Resolved, That 12 o'clock (noon) Thursday be fixed as the 
hour of adjournment, and that the Master of this National Grange 
be directed to close the present session promptly at that time." 

Bro. Hudson, Kansas, moved to amend by fixing to-morrow, at 
midnight. 

Bro. Clark, Oregon, moved to amend by inserting Thursday, 
at midnight. 

The Worthy Master ruled that the vote should first be taken 
on the nearest time. 

First vote, on "to-morrow night," was lost. 

Bro. Moore's motion to substitute " Thursday noon " was thon 
adopted. 

On motion to adopt Bro. Hemingway's motion as amended by 
Bro. Moore, it was lost. 
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Bro. Maugor, Pa., offered report of the Special Committee on 
Centennial Encampment, and moved its adoption. 

Brothers Lang and Chase opposed, and Brothers Mauger and 
Whitehead favored adoption. 

The hour of 8 P. m. having arrived, pending the question, Bro. 
Moore, ild., moved to take up the special order. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to postpone the special order until 
12 A. M. to-morrow. 

Brothers Moore and Mauger opposed postponement, and 
Brothers Chase and White favored it. 

The installation of officers was then postponed by a vote of 24 
ayes to 20 noes. 

Bro. Woodman? Mich., insisted that the report on Centennial 
Encampment should be taken up, and moved to recommit with 
instructions to modify it. Adopted. 

Bro. Moore, Md., on behalf of special committee on purchase 
of a suitable building for offices of the National Grange, offered 
the following report : 

" Your committee to whom was referred the subject-matter of 
purchasing or building a house in the city of Louisville for the 
headquarters of the National Grange, after carefully considering 
the same, beg leave to report that they deem it inexpedient to buy 
or build at this time ; and in view of the importance of the sub- 
ject, and that an opportunity may be afforded for more maturely 
considering the same, we respectfully recommend that the whole 
subject be referred to the Worthy Master of the National Grange, 
with a request that he present the matter to the next session of 
your body, and that he present therewith such propositions as 
may be offered to him on that subject.

Bro. Davie, Ky., offered the following substitute: 

"Resolved, That this National Grange sanction the location ot 
the permanent headquarters of the National Grange in the city 
of Louisville. 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee be and are hereby 
instructed to purchase suitable buildings for the same, provided 
they are unanimous in their selection. 
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Bro. Moore explained reasons for the recommendations of hia 
committee. 

Bro. Davie advocated his substitute. 

Bro. Maxwell favored the immediate decision of tho question. 

After a second reading of the report and substitute, and during 
the discussion, Bro. Shankland, Iowa, moved that the rules be 
suspended, and the minutes of the Executive Committee from. 
November 10th be read. 

Bro. White, Va., moved to lay on tho table. Adopted. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., from the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
offered the following report : 

" Worthy Master of the National Grange: 

" Your Committee on Foreign Relations, to whom was referred 
so much of the report of the Executive Committee as related to 
the condition of the Order in the Dominion of Canada, have had 
the matter under consideration, and beg leave to make the follow- 
ing report : 

" Prior to February 4, 1874, eleven Subordinate Granges were 
organized in Canada by a deputy of the National Grange, and 
subsequently and before June 2, 1874, fifteen Subordinate Granges 
were organized without authority. 

" The applications and fees therefor were received and the dis- 
pensations were issued by the Secretary of the National Grange. 

11 When such Subordinate Granges were organized representa- 
tions were made that the Subordinate Granges in Canada should 
have an organization separate from and independent of the 
National Grange. 

" The Patrons in Canada, relying on the aforesaid representa- 
tions, on the second day of June, 1874, organized the Dominion 
Grange of Canada, founded mainly on the constitution, by-laws, 
rules, and regulations of the National Grange. 

"The Dominion Grange has continued to increase in a rapid 
manner, and now contains within its jurisdiction about two hun- 
dred and fifty Subordinate Granges and many Division Granges, 
and, under a wise and careful supervision, is now in a prosperous 
condition. 

" Since the organization of the Dominion Grange, a few Sub- 
ordinate Granges have been organized by deputies of the National 
Grange, and applications and fees therefor have been received and 
dispensations issued by the Secretary of the National Grange. 

" Your committee would recommend the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

"Resolved, That the Worthy Master of the National Grange be 
requested to appoint no more deputies to organize Subordinate 
Granges within the jurisdiction of Dominion Grange of Canada. 
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"Resolved, That the Secretary of National Grange be instructed 
to receive no more applications for dispensations -for Subordinate 
Granges within the jurisdiction of Dominion Grange of Canada. 

" Which is respectfully submitted, 

Dudley T. Chase, Chairman." 

The report was adopted*

Bro. Lang then moved the adoption of the following resolution 
of the State Grange of Texas: 

"Resolved, That our Worthy Master be earnestly requested to 
bring to the notice of the National Grange, at its next session, the 
burdens to which the present protective tariff system subjects all 
consumers, especially the laboring class of the country, and use his 
best efforts to have the National Grange adopt some measure by 
which Congress may be made to realize the necessity to modify or 
abolish all protective tariffs." 

Brothers Allen, Ellis, and Woodman opposed, and Bro. Lang 
favored adoption. 

On motion of Bro. Ellis, of Ohio, its further consideration was 
postponed. 

Bro. Lang, Texas, then moved to adopt the following: 

" Resolved, That it is the sense of the National Grange that a 
state legislature has no power to grant vested rights of an uncon- 
ditional character to individuals or corporations, to empower them 
to throttle or clog the commercial highways of the cquntry, and 
the people themselves are incapable, as a sovereign body, of part- 
ing with the right to resume concessions of public franchise to 

private corporations." Adopted. 

» 

Bro. Lewis, La., moved to reconsider the question of holding 
biennial sessions of the National Grange. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved to lay the motion on the table Lost. 

The motion to reconsider was then lost by a vote of 21 ayes and 
28 noes. 

Bro. White, Va., moved the consideration of the report of last 
session from Committee on Co-operation, concerning crop reports. 
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Bro. Woodman, Mich, opposed. 

On vote, the motion was lost. 

Bro. Webster, Cal., moved that the vote on the report concern- 
ing Farley & Co. be reconsidered, for the purpose of referring it to 
a committee. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., insisted on the consideration of this question 
in executive session. 

Bro. Webster, with consent of second, withdrew his motion. 

Bro. Shankland, Iowa, demanded an immediate investigation 
of certain insinuations made this evening concerning the installa- 
tion of some of the officers elect, and moved that the motion to 
read the minutes of the Executive Committee meetings since No- 
vember 10, 1875, be taken from the table. 

Bro. Hemingway 'hoped no such motion would prevail. Bro. 
Maxwell opposed it, and the motion to reconsider was lost. 

Bro. Shankland moved that a committee be appointed to inves- 
tigate certain insinuated charges made to-night. 

Bro. Ellis was aware of no charges. 

Bro. Shankland explained. 

Bro. Maxwell opposed, and the motion for a committee was lost. 

Bro. Maxwell, Tenn., moved to adjourn. Lost. 

Bro. White, Va., moved to reconsider section 7 of the report of 
Committee on Constitution and By-laws, concerning time of meet- 
ing of County Granges. Lost by ayes 10, noes 15. 

On motion of Bro. Maxwell, the Grange at 9:15 o'clock p. m. 
adjourned till 10 o'clock a. h. to-morrow. 
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THIRTEENTH DAY. 

MORNING SESSION 

Wednesday, December 1, 1876. 

The Grange assembled in open session at 10 o'clock, pursuant 
to adjournment, Worthy Master Adams in the chair. 

The journal of Tuesday's proceedings was read, and after 
correction approved. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., rose to a question of privilege, and 
moved that a certain resolution from his State Grange which was 
referred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws be laid on 
the table. 

After an explanation by Bro. Lang the motion to lay on the 
table was adopted. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, moved to suspend the rules, and consider the 
report of the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. Adopted. 

Bro. Ellis, chairman, then offered the following amendment, 
and moved its adoption : 

To add to section 2, article 7, these words: "Provided that 
any State Grange may require such reports and payments to be 
made through the Secretaries of the County Granges." Adopted. 

Also to amend section 8, article 8, by changing the word 
"fifteen" to "twelve dollars and fifty cents" for all Granges 
organized after November 25, 1875, and by adding to said sectiou 
the following words, viz., "and the officer organizing a Sub- 
ordinate Grange shall send to the Secretary of the State Grange 
such fee as the State Grange may provide." 

On motion, the question was divided, and the part concerning 
the charter-fee was first considered. 

Brothers Clark and Chase opposed, and Brothers White and 
Moore favored. 
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After prolonged discussion Bro. Hemingway, Miss., moved 
that the whole matter be laid on the table. Adopted. 

Bro. Ellis explained that the Committee on Constitution and 
By-laws has carefully considered every resolution and communi- 
cation referred to them, and asked that the committee be dis- 
charged. Committee discharged. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., from Court of Appeals, asked leave to 
return certain papers relating to cases in that court. Granted. 

Bro. Chase also offered the following report on the memorial 
of Bro. L. C. Beichenbach, of Apple Creek, Wayne County, O. : 

"Worthy Master of the National Orange: 

" Your committee to whom was referred the memorial of Bro. 
L. C. Beichenbach, of Apple Creek, "Wayne County, Ohio, has 
had the same under consideration, and makes the following 
report: 

k "The memorial represents that Patrons have been deceived 

i and imposed upon by the circulars and indorsements of officers of 

^Hp the National Grange in reference to Farly & Co.'s defalcation, and 

that the National Grange ought to provide ways to repair the loss. 
" Your committee, having fully investigated the matter, is of the 
opinion that the National Grange is not legally responsible for the 
losses occasioned by the unauthorized acts of any officer of the 
National Grange ; that the representations, recommendations, and 
other acts of certain officers of the National Grange have caused 
many Patrons to incur losses, and have caused great distrust in 
the minds of many of our members as to our financial condition 
and stability, and as to the integrity and responsibility of our 
officers, whom we as Patrons indorse as trustworthy; and that it 
is the duty of the National Grange to deliver our Order from the 
evil attached to it, and to see that our members are not hereafter 
led into temptation. 

"Your committee would recommend that the memorial be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Claims, with instructions to investigate 
and report in reference thereto. 
-* " Respectfully submitted, 

Dudley T. Chase, Committee." 

On motion, the report was adopted. 

The hour of 12 having arrived, the special order — viz., the in- 
stallation of officers — was called for. 

While preparations for installation were being made, Bro. Chase 
rose to a question, of privilege, announcing that as he passed the 
Secretary's desk lie was assailed with harsh and profane language, 
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and claimed that he was not accountable for his actions to any 
man or woman, but to a higher power. 

Bro. Hudson considered this an inappropriate time to consider 
such matters, and called for the installation. 

Bro. Hemingway understood that Bro. Chase had stated that 
certain facts were known by him which, if they were known, 
would prevent the installation of certain officers. He urged, if this 
was so, that it should not be passed lightly by. He wanted the 
investigation, or he wanted the confession that no occasion for 
investigation exists. 

Bro. Webster, Cal., agreed with Bro. Hemingway. 

Bro. Whitehead, N. J., inquired if there is any rule by which 
the installation of officers can be prevented when they have been 
duly elected. 

The Worthy Master knew of none. 

Bros. Shankland and Golder urged that, as no charges have been 
preferred, the installation should be proceeded with. 

Bro. Kelley apologized for any harsh words he may have used 
toward Bro. Chase in a moment of excitement, and he believed he 
had good reason to be excited. 

Bro. Chase stated that he had no charges to prefer. 

Bro. Wardlaw expressed the hope that as the Worthy Secretary 
had disclaimed any intention to insult Bro. Chase by the language 
used, and had apologized, Bro. Chase would pardon the words, re- 
membering that " to err is human ; to forgive, divine.' 1 

Bro. Chase then stated that in justice to Bro. Kelley he would 
say that he forgave him and all others who during this session 
may have said or done any thing which had done violence to his 
feelings. 

Bro. J. B. Thompson, High Priest, then proceeded with the in- 
stallation, after prayer by Worthy Chaplain elect, Bro. Ellis. 

After Bro. Thompson had installed Worthy Master Jones the 
latter proceeded to install .the remaining officers, with the aid of 
Bro. Wardlaw, of Florida. 

On retiring, Worthy Master Adams made the following parting 
address : 

"Worthy Master: 

11 Permit me to congratulate you on the very high compliment 
you have received by being elected to the highest office in their gift 
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by this body of noble men and women ; and, brothers and sisters, 
permit me to congratulate you on securing the services of one of 
such large experience and mature judgment. In shifting the 
i burden I have so feebly borne, I am sure it is placed on shoulders 

^ that will bear it with dignity and care. 

| " My brothers and sisters, I can not leave this place, where I 

I have labored so long, without from the innermost recess of my 

heart thanking you for the respectful deference, the kind forbear- 
ance, the unvarying kindness, with which you have treated me. 
To step from this high post of honor is easy ; to be relieved of care 
is pleasant; but I have now to pronounce the only word which 
gives me pain. Dear brothers and sisters, good-bye. 11 

Worthy Master Jones made the following remarks: 

" Blathers and Sisters : 

*' I can not take this seat, so worthily occupied by my prede- 
cessor and so gracefully resigned to me, without an expression of 
my high appreciation of the honor conferred on me, my profound 
thanks for your favor, and an unaffected distrust of my abilities to 
meet the requirements of the office, with a pledge of my continued 
and increased zeal and devotion to the noble purposes and lofty 
\^£ teachings of our Order." 

At 12:50 o'clock the installation of officers was completed ; and, 
on motion, the Grange took a recess till 2:30 o'clock p. m. 



AFTERNOON SESSION; 

The period of recess having expired, the Grange met in open 
session, Worthy Master Jones in the chair. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved the reconsideration of the claim from 
Minnesota. Adopted. 

Bro. Moore then moved to refer said claim to the Executive 
Committee. Adopted. 

Bro. Adams, Minn., from the special committee to examine the 
minutes of the Charleston session and ascertain what portions 
were omitted from the printed proceedings, made the following 
report: 

" Your committee appointed specially to examine the proceed- 
ings of the National Grange at Charleston, and to compare the 
same with the published report as submitted by the Executive 
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Committee and distributed to the Subordinate Granges, would re- 
spectfully report that they have performed the duty assigned them 
and find as follows : 

"All that part of the Lecturer's report relating to secrecy, 
social relations, literary pursuits, healing of discords, the growth 
of the Order, its past and its future, nine pages, was stricken out. 

"A portion of the Secretary's report relating to the number of 
Granges organized in each state during each month, the cost 
of packages, expressage, the number of Granges consolidated, 
defunct charters revoked, etc., etc. (highly important matter for 
Subordinate Granges), was stricken out. 

"Subsequently the Executive Committee, through Bro. Shank- 
land, reported in open Grange that in their judgment the statistical 
table of the Secretary was of great value to the Order, and they 
recommended that it be printed in full in the proceedings, which 
report was unanimously adopted by the National Grange. 

"All the Master's message pertaining to the defiant acts of certain 
Granges in Canada was stricken out. 

"The recommendations contained in a letter of Bro. Henley 
James, who was by personal injury prevented from attendance, 
were stricken out. 

" The report of the committee on Bro. Whitehead's resolution 
pertaining to a dedicatory service for halls, etc., was almost 
entirely stricken out. 

" All the special committee's report referring to the Fruit- 
growers' Association of Florida, which extended an invitation to 
the National Grange to visit that land of fruits and flowers, was 
stricken out. 

"The report of the committee oh the permanent location of 
the offices of the National Grange was stricken out 

"The report of the Finance Committee upon the resolution 
of Bro. Cochrane, of Wisconsin, to employ an attorney at Washing- 
ton to look after the matter of patents, and to protect the interests 
of Patrons therein, was stricken out. 

"The report of the committee on the resolutions of the State 
Grange of Arkansas relating to the sending abroad of an agent 
to effect arrangements whereby an interchange of products may 
be successfully brought about was stricken out entire. 

"Proposed amendments introduced by Brothers Crew, Chase, 
Mills, Hinckley, Felton, Taylor, Clark, Maxwell, Hamilton, 
Tenney, and Lang were stricken out. 

"An invitation from Bro. Chambers, as Master of the State 
Grange of Alabama, extended to the National Grange to unite 
with the Patrons of nis state in a grand Grange festival, to be held 
in November, was stricken out. 

" The action taken by the National Grange upon the resolu- 
tion of Bro. Mauger to have the Bituals printed in German was 
stricken out. 

" Thirteen pages of the report of the Committee on Co-opera- 
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tion were stricken out. Four pages more of said report were 
omitted. 

" The proceedings upon the resolution of Bro. Ellis directing 
the Executive Committee to call a meeting of the business agents 
were stricken out. 

" The report of a committee in relation to the National Grange 
exercising a fostering care over Subordinate Granges was stricken 
out. 

" An amendment to the report of the Committee on Co-opera- 
tion, proposed by Bro. Davie, requiring the Secretary of County 
Granges to consolidate crop reports, was stricken out. 

"A resolution, presented by Bro. Hemingway, from Capitol 
Grange No. 19, was stricken out, and also the appointment of a 
special committee thereon. 

" Considerable of the report of the Committee on Centennial 
Exhibition was stricken out. 

"The preliminary portion of the report of the Committee on 
Bitual was stricken out. 

"The important report of the Committee on Currency was 
wholly stricken out. 

"The findings of the committee on the Farley matter were 
stricken out. 

" The amended report of the Committee on Co-operation was 
stricken out. 

"The additional report of the same committee relative to the 
creation of a publishing committee was stricken out. 

"The report of Bro. Hemingway upon the introduction of 
purely political subjects for discussion in the Grange was stricken 
out. 

"The report of Bro. Tenney pertaining to visiting Patrons 
was stricken out. 

"The report of the Finance Committee relative to the sending 
of an agent to the cities of Europe, and to the extension of the 
time of payment by Nebraska of the loan granted to that state, 
was stricken out. 

"The entire report of the committee to whom was referred the 
special message of the Worthy Master on Canada matters was 
stricken out. 

" The report of the Committee on Claims and Grievances, con- 
demning the insubordination and spirit of the complaint of certain 
Granges in Nebraska, was stricken out. 

"The report of the same committee recommending the appro- 
priation of five hundred dollars to the Lecturer for services 
performed was stricken out. 

"The report of Bro. Jones upon the personal attendance of 
committees appointed to report at the ensuing session was stricken 
out. 

" The report of the Committee on Trials and Appeals concern- 
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ing the status of Knickerbocker Grange of New York was stricken 
out. 

"The report of a special committee relating to visitors to 
Granges was stricken out. 

" Your committee do not deem it necessary at this time to make 
general recommendations. 

Samuel E. Adams, 
B. F. Wardlaw." 

"The undersigned, a member of the committee, would respect- 
fully request that the proceedings in regard to the invitation of 
the people of Florida to visit their state be, as ordered by this 
body, spread upon our minutes. 

B. F. Wardlaw." 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved that the report of the minority of the 
committee be adopted. 

Bro. Wardlaw, Florida, argued that the action of the National 
Grange at Charleston on the invitation of Florida Fruit-growers' 
Association should be entered on the minutes of this session. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, argued it is not necessary for this report to 
appear in full upon the journal of this session. 

Bro. Aiken, S. C v explained that the Executive Committee 
were instructed at the Charleston session to omit from the pub- 
lished proceedings all resolutions, etc., which were lost. They 
merely acted according to their instructions in the omissions 
made. 

After further discussion, in which Bros. Wardlaw, Allen, Ellis, 
Adams (Minn.), and Lang participated, the report was received 
and adopted. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, called attention to two printer's errors in 
printed slips of constitutional amendments : 

1. Under head of " Organization of State Granges/' the words 
"11th line" should be "4th line." 

2. Under the head " National Grange," after the words " Masters 
of State Granges and their wives" insert "who are Matrons." 

Bro. Smedley, from Committee on Transportation, reported as 
follows on the resolution presented by Bro. Mauger concerning a 
tobacco-warehouse in Baltimore : " We recommend that it do not 
pass." 

Report adopted. 

Bro. Smedley also recommended that the suggestion of the 
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Secretary of the State Orange of Michigan, that a convention of 
State Grange Secretaries be called, be placed on file. Adopted. 

Bro. Smedley also reported favorably on Bro. Webster's resolu- 
tions concerning railroad questions, recommending their adoption. 

Bro. Webster moved that the report be concurred in, and gave 
reasons sustaining his position. 

Bro. Lang. Texas, moved to amend by striking out in the 
second resolution all that part between the words "thereof" and 
"affirm/ 7 and to change the latter to "affirming. 1 ' 

Bro. Webster accepted the amendment. 

Bro. Woodman. Mich., moved to amend by striking out all that 
part beginning with the words "without reserving," etc. 

Bros. Lang, Webster* and Clark opposed, and Bro. Woodman 
favored the amendment. 

The amendment was lost. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the resolutions were taken up seriatim, 
and on his suggestion the word "or" was changed to "nor" in 
the first resolution. 

After an animated discussion, in which Bros. Maxwell, Aiken, 
Ellis, Woodman, Chase, and Wardlaw opposed the resolution in 
its present form, and Brothers Whitehead and Smedley favored, 
Bro. Chase moved the following amendment: To strike out "all 
enterprises" and "built wholly or in part at the public expense," 
and substitute for the first words erased " the same." 

Bro. Webster accepted the amendment. 

The ayes and noes being called for on the resolution as amended, 
Bro. Woodman asked to be excused from voting, for the reason 
that the resolution was susceptible to misconstruction, and he did 
not wish to be charged with indorsing subsidies to corporations or 
individuals for private speculation, even with restrictions. 

His request was granted, and the resolution was adopted by 89 
ayes, none voting in the negative. 

The following members voted in the affirmative: 

Bros. Webster, Godard, Tenney, Crew, Rosa, Wardlaw, Golder, 
Smedley, Hudson, Davie, Lewis, Ham, Moore, Felton, Allen, Ellis, 
Adams, Hemingway, Whitehead, Clark, Mauger, Maxwell, Lang, 
Colton, White, Kitchen, Cochrane, Chase, Shankland, Aiken; 
Sisters Webster, Rosa, Wardlaw, Hemingway, Allen, Maxwell; 
Ceres, Steward, Wor hy Master. — 89.

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The second resolution having been again read, Bro. Tenney, 
Col., moved to amend by inserting the words "and territories" 
after "states." Lost. 

Bro. Wardlaw, Fla., moved to lay the resolution on the table. 
Lost. 

The roll was then called on the second resolution with the fol- 
lowing result: 

Ayes — Bros. "Webster, Godard, Tenney, Rosa, Golder, Hudson, 
Davie, Lewis, Moore, Hemingway, Clark, Mauger, Lang, Colton, 
White, Kitchen, Cochrane, Shankland, Aiken ; Sisters Webster, 
Rosa, Hemingway ; Flora, Ceres, Assistant Steward, Steward, Lec- 
turer, Worthy Master. — 28. 

Noes — Bros; Crew, Wardlaw, Ham, Felton, Allen, Maxwell, 
Chase; Sisters Wardlaw, Allen, Chase, Maxwell; Chaplain, Over- 
seer. — 13. 

The resolutions, as amended and adopted, read as follows: 

11 Whereas all donations by Congress, together with the expenses 
and support of the Federal Government of these United States, are 
made up of the contributions of all the people ; and 

" Whereas the public domain of our common country is an 
inalienable heritage in which every American citizen has an in- 
terest ; therefore be it 

"Resolved, That neither money nor lands belonging to the 
people can, in equity or of right, be appropriated by Congress to 
aid private speculations, either of individuals or corporations, 
without reserving the right of control over the same. 

" Resolved, That the Congress of the United States be and it is 
hereby requested to pass a law at the next session thereof, affirming 
the right of the several states to regulate the rates of freights and 
fares on railroads." 

Bro. Lang asked for Bro. and Sister Wardlaw leave of absence 
after this evening; and Bro. Wardlaw explained that the request 
would not be made but for the meeting of his State Grange. It 
was granted. 

Bro. Moore, Md., offered the following : 

" Resolved, That this Grange adjourn at 12 o'clock on Thursday, 
and that the Worthy Master close the Grange in due form at that 
time." 

Bro. Mauger, Pa., moved to fix the time at 10 o'clock to-night. 

Bro. Hudson, Kan., moved to amend by substituting 12 o'clock 

to-night. ' 
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Bro. Davie, Ky., moved to lay the whole matter on the table. 
Adopted. 

Bro. Smedley, Iowa, reported from his committee, recommend- 
ing the adoption of Bro. Davie's resolution on patents. 

Bro. Chase moved the adoption of the first resolution. Adopted. 

Bro. Davie moved to adopt the second resolution. 

On motion of Bro. Chase, the second resolution was laid on tho 
table. 

Bro. Col ton, Vt., requested that the Committee on Good of tho 
Order be permitted to make a partial report. Granted. 

Bro. Whitehead, N. J., chairman of said committee, reported 
adversely concerning certain dues of Colorado. 

Beport concurred in. 

Also, on Bro. Davie's resolution about members divulging busi- 
ness secrets of the Order, reported no action necessary. 

Bros. Lang and Chase opposed, and Bro. Whitehead favored 
the report. 

A motion by Bro. Davie not to concur in the report was after 
prolonged discussion lost. 

Bro. Smedley offered the following amendment to the resolu- 
tion, viz.: "To insert after the words 'violating faith shall be' the 
following: * deemed guilty of conduct prejudicial to the interests 
of the Order, and.'" 

Bros. Whitehead and Maxwell favored, and Bro. Lang opposed. 

Bro. Smedley's amendment was then adopted, and the resolution 

as amended was adopted, as follows: 

" Resolved, That it is the opinion of this National Grange that 
it is a violation of the good faith of our Order for any member to 
divulge to those not members any confidential business arrange- 
ment made by agents or our representatives, and that any member 
thus violating faith shall be deemed guilty of conduct prejudicial 
to the interests of the Order, and called to account by the proper 
authorities having jurisdiction in such case; and upon conviction 
of guilt, established by proof, such offender shall be suspended or 
expelled from all the privileges of the Order." 

Bro. Whitehead also reported on communication of Bro. Porter 

as follows : 

"Your Committeo on Good of the Order ask that the letter from 
Bro. Porter, Master of the State Grange of Nebraska, be referred 
to the Executive Committee of the National Grange." 

Beport adopted. 
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Also, on Bro. Davie's resolution on national finance, recom- 
mending its adoption. 

Bro. Moore, Md., rose to a point of order, that this is a political 
question, and therefore should not be tolerated in a Grange 
meeting. 

Bro. Whitehead also made the point of order that the proper 
time to exclude it, if inadmissible, was before it was referred to 
his committee. 

The Worthy Master sustained Bro. Whitehead's point of order. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, after explaining how greatly he disliked to 
do so, appealed from the decision of the Worthy Master. 

Bro. Grew, Dakotah, moved that the resolution be laid on the 
table. 

Bro. Ghase rose to a point of order, that when a point of order 
is raised no one has a right to introduce new business till such 
point is decided. 

The Worthy Master sustained the point. 

The Worthy Master then stated his decision was that the refer- 
ence of the resolution to a committee when first presented decided 
it was an admissible question for the National Grange to consider. 

Bro. Ellis stated on what he based his appeal ; viz , that a paper 
may be referred without reading, and yet be a proper subject to 
come before a Grange. 

Bro. Tenney moved the previous question. 

Bro. Chase made the point of order that the previous question 
can not be moved when an appeal is being considered. The point 
was sustained. 

After discussion of points of appeal, in which Bros. Woodman, 
Moore, Hemingway, and Clark participated, on motion of Bro. 
Davie, the whole matter was tabled. 

On motion, the Grange took a recess till 7:80 o'clock p. m.

EVENING SESSION. 

The hour of recess having expired, the Grange assembled in 
open session at 7:30 p. M n Worthy Master Jones in the chair. 

The Worthy Master, according to the action of the National 
Grange, placed in nomination the three following non-voting mem- 
bers to compose the Court of Appeals :

Bro. John Trimble, Jr., D. G. 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the nomination of Bro. Adams 
was unanimously confirmed by a standing vote. 

In the same manner the nominations of Bros. Thompson and 
Trimble were unanimously confirmed. 

Bro. Smedley rose to a privileged question, to suggest that thoso 
members who are to leave to-morrow have the privilege to offor 
any matter they may have to present. Conceded by common 
consent. 

The Worthy Master appointed the following committee to 
report at the next session on the question of opening the higher 
degrees to all members : 

M. D. Davie, J. B. Thompson, 

A. B. Smedley, J. W. White, 

J. J. Woodman. 

Bro. Hudson, Kan., called attention to a proposed amendment to 
article 7, section 2, of constitution, to substitute for the words 
"such a proportion of the fees," etc., the following: "Such fees 
and dues as shall be required by the State Grange." 

Bro. Woodman moved to reconsider the vote by which the 
amended section was adopted. Adopted. 

He then moved to recommit to Committee on Constitution and 
By-laws. 

It appearing that said committee had by request been dis- 
charged, Bro. Chase moved to reconsider the vote by which they 
were discharged. Adopted. 

The question on discharging having been lost, the amendment, 
on motion of Bro. Moore, was recommitted to the Committee on 
Constitution and By-laws. 
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Bro. White, Va., offered a resolution concerning an official 
bulletin of the National Grange, which after discussion and sundry 
amendments by Bros. Golder, Moore, Lewis, and Kelley was 
adopted in the following form: 

11 Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the National 
Grange be and are hereby instructed to publish and mail to 
Masters of State Granges, the chairmen of Executive Committees, 
and agents of State Granges, with each quarterly report, as correct 
a bulletin as practicable of all the Granges organized in each state ; 
also upon the same bulletin the names and post-office addresses of 
all the bonded state agents of the Order, with the amount of bonds 
of each; also the names and post-office addresses of the Master, 
Secretary, and Treasurer of State Granges and time of state meet- 
ing." 

Bro. Mauger, Pa., offered the following report, which, on motion 
of Bro. Golder, was adopted. 

" The Committee on Centennial, to whom were referred sundry 
resolutions and papers on that subject, beg leave to make the fol- 
lowing report : 

"Whereas the Patrons' Centennial Encampment Association of 
Pennsylvania, which has for its object the accommodation of 
Patrons in all the states and territories who purpose attending the 
celebration of the one hundredth anniversary of American Inde- 
pendence, is an enterprise worthy of our most favorable considera- 
tion, believing that, if it is properly managed and conducted, it will 
redound to the social, intellectual, and pecuniary benefits of thou- 
sands of brothers and sisters in our Order; therefore 

" Resolved, That we approve of the project, and commend it to 
the favorable notice of the masters and members of State and Sub- 
ordinate Granges throughout our entire country. 

"Resofoed, That we nave reason to believe that the officers will 
endeavor to carry out the objects and purposes of said Association 
in good faith.

Bro. Allen, Mo., on behalf of the Committee on Co-operation, 
offered the following report on Bro. Whitehead's resolution, No. 212 : 

" Worthy Master : 

" Your Committee on Co-operation, to whom was referred from 
the Committee on Good of the Order the preamble and resolu- 
tion offered by Bro. Whitehead, of New Jersey, on the subject of 
National Grange agents, have had the same under careful consid- 
eration, and ask leave to make the following report: 

"This body having adopted a plan of co-operation adapted to 
Subordinate Granges or local districts, and also a system of general 
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state agents to facilitate interstate trade, and as a supplement 
thereto, and to complete the business system of our Order; there- 
fore 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee of the National 
Grange are hereby authorized to take such steps as will result in 
the establishment of a business agency at such of our commercial 
centers of trade as in their judgment, after consultation with the 
Masters and Executive Committees of the states in which it is pro- 
posed to establish such agencies, may be most practicable ; and in 
case such agencies be established, the agents so appointed shall be 
members of our Order, and be paid such salaries as may be fixed 
by the Executive Committee of the National Grange ; and that they 
be placed under good and sufficient bonds to cover all liabilities of 
these agents to such members of our Order as may place business 
in their hands. 

" Respectfully submitted, T. R. Allen, 

E. B. Shankland, 

J. J. Woodman, 

Mrs. Harriet P. Ham." 

Below is the resolution of Bro. Whitehead to which the report 
alludes: 

" Whereas the business interest of our Order has grown to be 
one of great magnitude and importance, and one that requires our 
serious consideration, and the adoption of some plan by which 
greater uniformity, more real security, and co-operation shall be 
obtained; therefore 

" Resolved^ That the Executive Committee of the National 
Grange are hereby authorized to take such steps as will result in the 
establishment of a business agency or bureau at each of our com- 
mercial centers, paid agent or agents to be selected and appointed 
with special regard to the recommendation of the Master and 
Executive Committees of the State Granges whose business inter- 
ests center at those points, said agents to be placed under such 
bonds to the National Grange as will fully protect all members of 
our Order who may wish to do business in those cities." 

Bro. Whitehead moved to amend by striking out the words 
" the agents so appointed shall be members of our Order." Lost. 

The report was then considered, and after able discussion, on 
call of ayes and noes, was lost by the following vote : 

Ayes — Brothers Tenney, Allen, Clark, Cochrane, Shankland; 
Sisters Allen, Ellis ; Assistant Steward. — 8. 

Noes — Brothers Webster, Godard, Crew, Rosa, Golder, Hudson, 
Davie, L«wis, Ham, Moore, Pelton, Hemingway, Mauger, Maxwell, 
Lang, White, Kitchen, Chase, Aiken ; Sisters Webster, Crow, Rosa, 
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Ham, Felton, Hemingway, Chase, Maxwell, Kitchen; Pomona, 
Flora, Chaplain, Steward, Lecturer, Overseer, Worthy Master. — 85. 

Bro. Moore requested for Bro. Hudson, Kan., leave of absence 
after this evening, in order to meet his State Grange. Granted. 

Bro. Aiken requested the same for the Worthy Treasurer, on 
account of an important dispatch received. Granted. 

Bro. Shankland asked to be excused after Friday from further 
attendance with Executive Committee, on account of important 
business engagements. Granted. 

Bro. Whitehead asked leave of absence for Bro. White, of Va. 
Bro. Hemingway opposed, and called for Bro. White's reasons. 
Leave was granted. 

Bro. Chase offered the following resolution, saying he wished 
it to be acted upon while a quorum is present: 

" Resolved, That the Farmers' Loan and Trust Company of the 
city, county, and state of New York be and are hereby authorized 
to sell and transfer United States registered six per cent currency i 

bonds, to the amount of twenty thousand dollars, now standing in ~^fl 

the name of the National Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, and to 7i 

execute such instruments as may be necessary in making such 
transfer." 

Bra Moore, Md., moved to substitute the amount $15,000 for 
$20,000. Lost. 

Bro. Chase's resolution was then adopted. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., moved to take from the table the reso- 
lution from his State Grange, requesting the abolishment of all 
degrees above the Fourth. 

While the original resolution was being taken from the files he 
yielded the floor to several members. 

Bro. Colton, Vt., asked permission to be excused from further 
attendance after this evening, and gave his reasons. Excused. 

On motion of Bro. Mauger, Pa., the following resolution was ^ 

adoptod: 

"Resolved, That this National Grange adjourn on Thursday, 
December 2, 1875, at 12 m." 

On motion of Bro. Moore, Md., the remaining report of the 
Committee on Good of the Order was made the special order for 
9 A. M. to-morrow. 

Bro. Clark, Oregon, presented the following: 
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" Resolved, That it would be a violation of obligation for any 
I association of Patrons of Husbandry in a state having a properly 

I established state agency, without the consent of the State Grange 

L or its Executive Committee, to set up and do business in the name 

. >f of tho Order and in opposition to the state agent." 

; On motion of Bro. Ellis, Ohio, the resolution was tabled. 

The Worthy Master, being called off by important business, re- 
quested the Worthy Overseer, Bro. Woodman, to tako the chair. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss^ then asked the privilege to withdraw 
his previous resolution, and offered tho following substitute : 

" Resolved, That the constitution be so amended as to abolish all 
degrees above the Fourth Degree." 

A motion of Bro. Felton, Mass., to indefinitely postpone was 
lost. 

The substitute was then adopted. 

On the resolution taken from the table, the ayes and noes wero 
W demanded. 

Before the vote was taken Bro. Hemingway defended the reso- 
lution of his State Grange and his own position at length. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, moved to lay the resolution on the table. 

The ayes and noes were called for, and the motion to table was 
lost by the following vote: 

Ayes — Brothers Webster, Bosa, Smedley, Davie, Lewis, Felton, 
Mauger, Aiken; Sisters Godard, Felton, Woodman, Ellis; Chap- 
lain, Overseer. — 14. 

Noes — Brothers Crew, Tenney, Golder, Hudson, Moore, S. E. 
Adams, Hemingway, Allen, Whitehead, Lang, Colton, White, 
Kitchen, Chase, Shankland; Sisters Crew, Moore, Hemingway, 
Allen, Chase, Kitchen; Ceres, Steward. — 28. 

Before voting Bro. Webster, Cal., explained that he could not 
support the resolution, as he favored retaining the Fifth Degree, but 
was willing to have the Sixth and Seventh abolished. 

The Worthy Master asked whether the main question should 
be put; and having called for the affirmative only, and then 
announced the point adopted, Bro. Chase raised the point of ordor 
that the negative side of a question must always bo put before the 
result of a vote is announced. 

The Worthy Master sustained the point, and called for the 
negative vote. 
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The ayes and noes on the main question were then demanded. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, asked to be excused from voting. 

The Grange at first refused, but after a reconsideration of the 
vote and explanation by Bro. Ellis he was excused. 

The roll-call on the main question resulted as follows :

And it was lost. 

On motion of Bro. Smedley, tho Grange then took recess till 
9 A. M. to-morrow. 
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FOURTEENTH DAY. 

MORNING SESSION. 

Thubsday, December 2, 1876. 

The Grange convened at 9 A. m., Worthy Ovorseer J. J. Wood- 
man in the chair. 

Bro. Moore, Md., offered the following resolution : 

"Resolved, That the National Grange does hereby authorize the 
Executive Committee to take such action in reference to the incor- 
poration of said National Grange under the laws of the state of 
Kentucky as the said committee may deem expedient." Adopted. 

Also the following : 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee bo authorized to com- 
pile and publish, and to distribute under such regulations as said 
committee may prescribe, the rules of co-operative associations, 
together with such forms and blanks as the said committee may 
deem necessarv." 

Bro. White, Va., opposed; Bro. Moore and Bro. Aiken favored; 
and Bro. Aiken pointed out the difference between the co-operative 
plan proposed by the Executive Committee and co-operative asso- 
ciations now formed in the Order. 

Bro. Tenney, Col., demanded the calling of the roll to ascertain 
if a quorum is present. Twenty-two states were found to be repre- 
sented. 

Bro. White, Va., amended by adding " at the expense of the 
parties desiring the same." 

Bro. Moore accepted the amendment. 

Bro. Maxwell, Tenn., moved to striko out the words just added. 

Bro. Moore, Md., raised the point of order, that, having been 
added by common consent, these words can not now be stricken 
oat. 

Point not sustained by the chair. 
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Bro. Maxwell's amendment was then lost, and the resolution 
was adopted as amended. 

Bro. Moore also offered a resolution providing for printing and 
distributing proceedings. 

Bro. Whitehead, N. J., offered to amend by making it twenty- 
five copies for each State Master. 

Bro. Aiken, S. C, advocated the resolution, but thought it did 
not go far enough, and moved that it be laid on the table. 
Adopted. 

Bro. Davie, Ky., offered the following resolution of thanks, 
which was unanimously adopted : 

"Resolved, That the National Grange desires to return thanks 
to all the firms and gentlemen who have extended invitations to 
visit their various manufactories and places of business, as well 
as places of public interest, and would plead an extremely busy 
session as excuse for not having visited each and every one so 
extending invitations." 

Bro. Chase, N. H., moved to reconsider the resolution past last 
night to sell $20,000 of bonds. Reconsidered. 

Bro. Chase then moved to refer to the Finance Committee. 
Adopted. 

By request of Bro. Whitehead, the special order of business — 
viz., report of Committee on Good of the Order — was taken up. 

Bro. Whitehead, the chairman, then reported adversely to Bro. 
White's resolution (No. 229). 

The resolution was then read as follows: 

"Resolved, That any number of Granges in any section, either 
in the same or adjoining counties or in different states, either 
Subordinate or County Granges, may form District Granges, to bo 
composed of representatives from their Subordinate or County 
Granges, such as they may elect, keeping in view equal representa- 
tion among themselves; and said District Granges may be organ- 
ized and govorned by the general principles governing our 
Order." 

Bro. Davie, Ky., Bro. White, Va., and Bro. Maxwell, Tenn., 
opposed the adoption of the adverse report. 

Bro. Hemingway, Miss., Bro. Ellis, Ohio, and Bro. Golder, 111., 
favored it. 

The report was received, and Bro. Davio moved to adopt the 
resolution. 
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Bro. Whitehead, N. J., inquired what would be the effect were 
this resolution adopted? 

Worthy Master ruled that if it conflicted with any portion of 
our constitution and by-laws, it would be null and void. 

Bro. Lang, Texas, favored the resolution. 

Bro. White, Ya., offered the following amendment: "Provided 
there shall be not to exceed five Granges in any one county/' and 
afterward withdrew it. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Bro. Whitehead also reported favorably on Bro. Davie's resolu- 
tion to appoint a committee of five to fix a day of meeting next 
year at the centennial. 

Bro. Moore moved to indefinitely postpone. Adopted. 

Also, on Bro. Coehrane's communication, reported that the same 
is provided for by constitutional amendments. 

Referred to the Committee on Constitution and By-laws. 

Also, on Bro. Jenning's communication concerning locusts in 
Colorado, offered the following resolution : 

" Resolved, That the fraternal ties which bind us together as an 
Order make it the duty of the Masters of the State Granges to call 
the attention of the members of the Order in their several states to 
the circular and request of Bro. Tenney, now in their possession." 

The resolution was advocated by Bro. Aiken, and adopted. 

Bro. Whitehead also, on Bro. Cochrane's resolutions concerning 
assessments by State Granges on Subordinate Granges, reported 
"that the subject-matter is fully provided for in the proposed 
amendments to the constitution of the Order." 

On motion, the communication was referred to the Committee 
on Constitution and By-laws. It is as follows: 

"Whereas experience has shown us that exigencies arise when it 
may become for the interests of the Order in any state that means 
should be provided for special purposes and to promote the general 
welfare, to effect which the prescribed dues are inadequate; and 

"Whereas doubts are entertained as to whether the authority to 
raise money by assessment exists under the constitution and by- 
laws of the National Grange; now therefore, in order to a proper 
understanding in relation thereto, be it declared and 

"Resolved, That any State Grange of the Patrons of Husbandry 
may at any regular meeting thereof, by a majority vote, direct an 
assessment to be made upon the members of the Order in such 
state, through its Subordinate Grange, for not exceeding in any ono 
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yoar the total sum of one dollar upon each member in the state, the 
special purpose for which it is made being declared in each case. 
The assessment when made shall be collected at the time or times 
at which the regular dues are collected, and the members of the 
Order are hereby declared subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions in regard to the non-payment of assessments as are provided 
for the nop-payment of regular dues. Provided, that on no occa- 
sion shall the Executive Committee of a State Grange exercise this 
power, except under the direct instruction of the State Grange at 
a regular meeting." 

Also, on the proposition that the National Grange meet next 
year in Philadelphia, the committee reported adversely. Keport 
concurred in. 

Also, on the proposition of £ro. Maxwell, that the next meeting 
of thQ National Grange be held in Nashville, Tenn., committee 
"recommend that it do not pass." Report concurred in. 

Also, on the following resolution of Bro. Ellis, Ohio: 

"Resolved, That the various business agents of the Order, not 
to exceed one from each state, shall be called by the Worthy 
Master, to meet in this city at an early day, for consultation and 
concert of action in their agencies." 

The Committee on Good of the Order reported adversely, and 
the report was concurred in. 

Also, on the following resolution of Bro. Davie : 

"Resolved, That a committee of five on centennial be appointed, 
who before the close of this session shall recommend a day of 
assembling for the Patrons of the United States at Philadelphia in 
1876, together with such other recommendations as they may deem 
necessary." 

The committee recommended its adoption ; but after some dis- 
cussion it was lost. 

Bro. Whitehead also, on Signal Bureau, recommended the fol- 
lowing resolution : 

" Whereas the weather reports in connection with the United 
States Signal Service are proving of great value to commerce and 
agriculture; and 

" Whereas the reports can be made of still more value to the 
iarmers of our country by being made more available and more 
widely distributed ; therefore 

"Resolved, That we, as the representatives of a large portion of 
the agriculture of the country, express it as our opinion that the 
establishment of moro signal stations, and the adoption of somo 
plan by. which weather reports can bo more quickly and widely 
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disseminated, at least by having them sent to each telegraph station 
in the country, and so reach and be of value to a far greater number 
of the farmers of our country, is a measure we recommend to the 
consideration of the proper authorities." 

Bro. White, Va., moved to lay the resolution on the table. 

Bro. Aiken opposed tabling; Bro. Chase favored. Lost. 

By vote the resolution was adopted. 

Also, on financial resolution offered by Bro. Moore from Brighton 
Grange, No. 60, indorsed by Maryland State Grange, the committee 
recommended that it be adopted. 

Bro. Moore raised the point of order during the reading that it 
was a political question and could not be considered. 

Worthy Master ruled that it was doubtful whether this is a 
political question in the sense which would exclude it, and directed 
that the reading be continued. 

Bro. Moore again stated his point of order as a constitutional 
point. 

As the matter was introduced by Bro. Moore, the chair ruled 
that he was responsible; and as the resolution was received and 
referred to a committee, the matter can not now be withdrawn. 

Bro. Webster, Cal., moved to lay the resolution on the table. 
Lost. 

The ayes and noes being demanded, the resolution was again 
read. 

"Brighton, February 19, 1875. 

"Joseph T. Moore, Worthy Master Maryland State Orange: 

"At the last meeting of the Maryland State Grange the follow- 
ing resolution was passed: 

"Resolved, That the Masters of the Subordinate Granges are 
directed to carry into effect a resolution, passed .at the last meeting 
of the State Grange, that the Subordinate Granges should in the 
intervals between the meetings of the State Grange mature such 
resolutions as will enlighten the State Grange as to what legisla- 
tion is needed to advance the good of all. 

" Having in view the above resolution, and feeling sure that its 
aim was not limited by the narrow field of legislation inside the 
State Grange, and that to carry out one of the great principles of 
our Order — tho greatest, good of the greatest number — we must, 
outside of and above party politics, use what influence we may 
haye toward shaping the laws, upon the wise framing of which 
depends our social and material prosperity, . the members of 
Brighton Grange, No. 60, send to you, for such action as your 
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united wisdom may decide upon, the following preamble and 
resolutions : * 

"Whereas we as a nation have an enormous bonded debt, 
largely held abroad at heavy gold interest, which must be paid 
according to the letter. 

" Whereas this large national debt, paying six per cent gold 
interest (while our national legal-tender currency is depreciated 
by the clause, indorsed on the notes, refusing them for duties upon 
imports), has absorbed all the loanable capital of the country, or 
has forced all other loans, particularly individual loans on long 
time, such as farmers and manufacturing industries need, far above 
its standard — in fact far above what the profit of industry can afford 
to pay — and, as a necessary result, there is a serious prostration of 
all business except that of the money-changers. 

" Whereas the national bank act creates all paper money at an 
unnecessary expense of interest to the people; and whereas Con- 
gress has lately passed an act tending to the increase of this 
national bank currency, and fixing a day four years hence for a 
forced redemption in gold of the legal-tender. Now as this can 
only result in a delusive hope, and, if attempted to be carried out, 
in certainly increased financial distress ; therefore, to bring about a 
true and voluntary specie payment, and make possible the gradual 
substitution of low-interest currency bonds for the present high- 
interest gold bonds: 

" 1. Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Grange, Congress 
should immediately repeal the law fixing a day for specie redemp- 
tion, and at the same time pass an act making the greenbacks a 
true legal-tender, receivable for duties on imports, and inter- 
changeable at pleasure in sums of one hundred dollars, with 
government bonds bearing currency interest at not over 3.65 
per cent per annum, thus increasing the value of the greenbacks 
and bringing about an honest and practicable redemption. 

"2. Resolved, That the national bank act, giving to the cred- 
itors of the nation, besides the interest on their bonds to which 
they are justly entitled, tho additional privilege of an issue of 
paper money equal to nine tenths of the bonds held by them, is a 
waste of the means of the people, and should be repealed; and 
as we are one nation, we should have but one money, and that 
issued directly from the treasury without the expensive interven- 
tion of the national banks. 

44 3. Resolved, That a copy of the foregoing resolutions, authen- 
ticated by the seal of the Maryland State Grange, be sent to the 
President of tho Senate of the United States and to the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, with tho request to lay them 
before Congress as the expression of the sense of the Maryland 
State Grange of the Patrons of Husbandry. 

44 In obedience to the mandatory resolution passed at your last 
meeting,.. Brighton Grange, No. 60, sends to you the foregoing, 
with the hope that you may see fit to send these or similar resolu- 
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tions to Congress with your approval, and thus give some hope for 
relief, especially to our southern brethren, whose distress we believe 
to be largely owing to the high interest on money, which, if con- 
tinued, muft result in accumulating the wealth of the country in 
the hands of a very small proportion of our people. 

"Adopted by a unanimous vote February 19, 1875, twenty-two 
members present. Isaac Hartshorne, Master. 

C. B. Hartshorns, Secretary. 

" Referred to the Master with instructions to bring before next 
meeting of the National Grange, November 18, 1875. 

Edward Hall, 
Of Brighton Orange, Secretary" 

Bro. Chase moved to consider the resolutions seriatim. 

First resolution was read. 

Bro. Aiken offered the following substitute: 

"Resolved, That the currency question is rapidly becoming a 
political question, and therefore should not be entertained by this 
Grange." 

Adopted by ayes 18, noes 18. 

The second resolution was then read. 

Bro. Webster, Cal., moved to lay the remaining resolutions on 
the table. Adopted. 

The Worthy Master ruled that this took with it the substitute 
as well as all the resolutions. 

Bro. Whitehead also reported favorably on the report of our 
Worthy Secretary, as follows: 

•' The Committee on Good of the Order, to whom was referred 
the report of our Worthy Secretary, have amended the several 
suggestions contained therein; and on those 

" 1. Suggest that but one Ritual be sent to each new deputy. 

"2. The blanks A. and D., copies of the constitution and by- 
laws, and' tracts to be sent by the National Gange by mail instead 
of express. 

" 8. To dispense with sending out samples of regalia, tools, and 
other extras as soon as the supply of such articles now on hand is 
exhausted. 

"We recommend their adoption. 

"On suggestion first, issuing of quarterly bulletin ; and second, 
publication of the Ritual in German, we report that no action is 
required, as the matters have already been acted upon l^y this 
Grange. M. Whitehead, Chairman." 

12 
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Bro. Tenney, Col., moved to concur in tho report. 

Era. Clark asked for a division of the question. Granted by 
common consent. 

The first part of the report was read, and on motion of Bro. 
Smedley, Iowa, was concurred in. 

The second part, concerning the sending of tracts by mail, etc., 
was read. 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved to refer this portion to the Executive 
Committee. 

Brothers White and Shankland opposed such reference. 

Beferred to Executive Committee. 

The third part was read, and Bro. Smedley moved to refer it 
to the Executive Committee. Adopted. 

Also the fourth part, concerning the quarterly bulletin, recom- 
mend its adoption. Concurred in. 

Moved that the part concerning the printing of the Bitual in 
German has been provided for. Concurred in. 

Also, that part concerning aid or charity by Subordinate 
Granges. Beport concurred in. 

Also on resolutions left by Bro. Colton, of Vermont, recom- 
mending their adoption. 

They were then read, as follows: 

"Resolved, That in the sense of the National Grango the follow- 
ing suggestions are applicable to the present wants of our Order. 
As the closing scenes of this long and laborious session approach ; 
as the memories of previous sessions and of the many glorious 
achievements of our Order return to us; as we look forward to 
the future wants and prosperity of this great brotherhood, we are 
deeply impressed with the truth that we must at all times preserve 
a vital spirit of fraternity between Granges and individual mem- 
bers of this Order, to best maintain its vigor, success, and per- 
petuity. To this end the nature of our solemn obligations should 
ever be borne in mind. We have promised to aid and not to in- 
jure our fellow-Patrons. Therefore the good name of a brother or 
sister should be as precious to each one of us as is our own. Harsh- 
ness has no place in the principles of our Order. Its mission is one 
of peace, gentleness, and good will. Therefore in the discussion or 
application of our principles we hold that all asperity and violence 
are out of place, and should ever be avoided by our members. 

" We also hold that the interpretation of any law of our Order 
which works a manifest injustice to any member is at fault, and in 
all applications of our laws and regulations we should always re- 
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member that the Grange is organized for the comfort, convenience, 
and welfare of every worthy member. 

" We trust our members every where will renew their pledges 
of fealty to this noble brotherhood, endeavoring especially to live 
K*> up to the following principles of our declaration of purposes, viz. : 

* We shall constantly strive to secure entire harmony, good-will, 

vital brotherhood among ourselves, and to make our Order per- 
petual. We shall earnestly endeavor to suppress personal, local, 
sectional, and national prejudicos, all unhealthy rivalry, all selfish 
ambition. These are not idle words, but vital principles, which 
will give life and permanence to every Grange throughout our 
land, if our members will but emulate each other to exemplify 
them in their words and actions.' 7 

Bro. Smedley, Iowa, moved the adoption of the resolutions as 
the sentiment of this Grange. Adopted. 

Bro. Moore, Md., offered the following resolutions : 

" 1. Resolved, That the Secretary is hereby instructed to have 
printed twenty-five thousand copies of the proceedings of this 
session of the National Grange. 
y ^ "2. Resolved, That the .Secretary is hereby instructed to send 

to the Secretary of each State Grange, in bulk, by fast freight or 
express, prepaid, as many copies as there are Subordinate Granges 
in such state that were clear upon the Secretary's books on the 
first day of July, 1875. 

" 3. Resolved, That the Secretary is hereby instructed to send 
to each State Grange Secretary an amount of currency equal to 
the postage upon the number of copies sent to such Secretary. 

" 4. Resolved, That the Secretary is instructed to carry out the 
requirements of these resolutions under the supervision of the 
Executive Committee. 

"5. Resolved, That each State Master shall be entitled to as 
many copies as the Executive Committee may deem for the good 
of the Order, not less than ten." Adopted. 

Bro. Moore also offered the following reports from the Finance 
Committee, which were adopted. 

Report of Finance Committee on the resolution offered by 
Bro. Chase, of N. H.: 

^Resolved, That the Farmers' Loan and Trust Company of the 
city, county, and state of New Tork is hereby authorized and 
empowered to assign the following United States stock now stand- 
ing in the name of the National Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, 
to wit:

The Finance Committee recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing : 

"Resolved, That all the transfer of United States stock shall be 
under the supervision and direction of the Executive Committee, 
and that the avails thereof shall be deposited in the Fiscal Agency, 
and that the Executive Committee be instructed to make no trans- 
fers of such stock except for the purpose of providing means to 
pay the several amounts due the State Granges under the vote or 
resolution making a donation to State Granges." 

Bro.' Smedley, Iowa, offered the following : 

" Resolved, That the Executive Committee and officers of this 
Grange provide means by which the Fifth, Sixth, and Seventh 
degrees may be conferred at the next session of this body in 
due form." 

Bro. Chase, N. H., voted to lay on the table. Adopted by ayes 
18, noes 14. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., presented report of Court of Appeals, and 
asked that Executive Committee be authorized to print such por- 
tions as they in their judgment deem best. Adopted. 

Bro. Lang, Texas, offered the following: 

" Resolved, That the Executive Committee be instructed to cause 
the Digest of Parliamentary Bules and Decisions to be copy-righted 
in the name of the National Grange, and to have the same pub- 
lished and distributed on such terms as the Executive Committee 
may deem suitable." 

Bro. Aiken, of Executive Committee, offered the following : 

" The Executive Committee, to whom was referred the petition 
of the Jones Scale-works, asking recognition by this body as 
worthy the patronage of the members of our Order, beg leave to 
report that they have considered the same, and recommend that 
the petition be not granted. 
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Bro. Maxwell, Tenn., offered the following: 

" Whereas much valuable information has been gained through 
the labors of the sub-committee of the Executive Committee of the 
National Grange on the subject of co-operation, and also courteous 
and friendly greetings from the Rochdale Co-operative Societies of 
Great Britain have been borne to our Order throughout the United 
States by the accredited representatives of said societies; and 

"Whereas said societies have also offered international trade and 
direct transportation through the medium of the Mississippi Valley 
Trading Company; and whereas our W. M. J. T. Jones, while 
acting as one of the sub-committee, did, under instruction of tho 
committee, open correspondence with the British co-operatives, of a 
friendly and business character, that is promising much more 
valuable information; therefore 

"Resolved, That our Worthy Master be and is hereby directed 
to continue that correspondence as our representative, and dissemi- 
nate such information as he may gain on that subject as in his 
judgment he may deem to be for the good of our Order. 

"Resolved further. That we do extend to our co-operative friends 
who have thus extended to us their fraternal greetings our fra- 
ternal greetings, and the Worthy Master is instructed to furnish 
them a copy of this preamble and these resolutions in his official 
capacity." 

Bro. Crew, Dak., offered the following : 

"Resolved, That all committees appointed at this session and re- 
quired to report at the next be required to do so in writing and not 
in person." 

Bro. Webster, Cal., renewed his resolution to offer a premium 
of fifty dollars for sample products contributed to museum. With- 
drawn. 

Bro. Smedley, Iowa, offered a vote of thanks to Col. Johnson, 
proprietor of the Gait House. 

Bro. White, Ya., offered the following substitute, which Bro. 
Smedley accepted. It was unanimously adopted. 

"Resolved, That the thanks of this National Grange are due to 
Col. Johnson, proprietor of the Gait House, for the very great 
courtesy and excellent accommodations with which the members 
of this body have been entertained during the ninth annual 
session." 

Bro. Moore, Md., moved to instruct the Worthy Secretary to 

present the vote of thanks to Col. Johnson. Adoptod. 

Bro. Moore, Md., presented the following: 

"Resolved, That all copies of the secret work, except the official 
copy in the hands of the Worthy Master, be immediately destroyed. 
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"Resolved, That the National Executive Committee be instructed 
to enforce this resolution." Adopted. 

Bro. "White moved to lay the whole subject on the table. Lost. 

The resolution was then adopted. 

Bro. Allen, Mo., presented the following communication: 

"Resolved^ By the Jasper County (Mo.) Grange Patrons of 
Husbandry y this 27th November, 1875, in regular session, that we 
most heartily indorse the resolutions of the National Grange Com- 
mittee on Co •operation concerning a National Grange organ, to be 
conducted by the National Grange, and humbly petition that body 
to adopt the same at its present session and put the same into exe- 
cution at once. C. Conabd, Secretary County Orange. 

"Carthage, Mo., November 27, 1876." 

On this no action was taken. 

Bro. Chase, N. H., expressed the opinion that the printing of 
proceedings as fully as they have been written up will cost $4,000 
or $5,000, and requested that some definite action be taken about 
this printing before we adjourn. 

Bro. Smedley, Iowa, explained the importance of having pro- 
ceedings for once printed in full. 

Bros. Hemingway, Miss., and Adams, Minn., argued the same. 

The Worthy Secretary showed that most of the proceedings of 
this session are already stereotyped. 

Worthy Master Jones then took the chair. 

Bro. Ellis, Ohio, for Committee on Constitution and By-laws, 
offered the following entire report of the Committee on Constitu- 
tion And By-laws as amended : 

Amendments to the Constitution. 

1. Amend the preamble, under the head of " State Grange," 
by substituting the following for section 1 : 

"Section 1. Fifth Degree. Pomona (Hope). Composed of the 
Masters and Fast Masters of Subordinate Granges, and their i*. 

wives who are Matrons; provided that Past Masters and their 
wives who are Matrons shall be honorary members, eligible to 
office, but not entitled to vote ; and provided that when the num- 
ber of Subordinate Granges in any state becomes so great as to 
render it necessary, the State Grange may, in such manner as it 
may determine, reduce its representatives by providing for the 
election of a certain proportion of those entitled to membership in 
the State Grange from each county, and the members so chosen 
shall constitute the voting members of the State Grange." 
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2. Amend tho preamble, under the head of "State Orange," by 
adding the following: "The wives of the delegates elected to the 
State Grange as provided for in the preceding section, if Matrons, 

l shall be voting members of that body." 

* * 8. Amend the constitution, under the head of " Organization 

of State Granges," in the 4th line of page 4, by striking out 
the words " not to exceed three." 

4. Amend the preamble to the constitution under the head " Na- 
tional Grange*' by inserting between the words "Master" and 

i " of," where they occur in the second line of said paragraph, the 

! words "Past Masters and their wives," and also by adding at 

the close of said paragraph the words following, to wit : " Provided 
that only those members of the National Grange who are Masters 
of State Granges, and their wives who are Matrons, shall be en- 
titled to vote therein; and provided further, that Past Masters 
and their wives who have taken the Degree of Pomona, and 
all former members of the National Grange, shall be honorary 
members of the National Grange, and eligible to office therein, 
but shall not be entitled to vote." 

5. Amend article 1, section 1, of the constitution by inserting the 
word "District" between the words "State" and "or," where they 

{ occur in the second line of said section. 

' ♦ 6. Amend article 1, section 2, of the constitution by inserting 

between the words " practicable " and " in," where they occur in the 
fourth line of said section, the words following, to wit: "In the 
District Grange annually at such time as each District Grange 
may determine." 

7. Amend article 1, section 2, of the constitution by striking out 
the word " three," where it occurs in the sixth line of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word " two." 

8. Amend article 2, section 2, of the constitution by inserting be- 
tween the words "annually" and "at," where they occur in the 
first line of said section, the words " or biennially," and by striking 
out the words "from year to year," whore they occur in tne second 
line of said section. 

9. Amend article 6 of the constitution by substituting the follow- 
ing therefor : " Each State Grange shall fix the fee for membership 
in its own jurisdiction." 

10. Amend article 6 by adding the following after the word " re- 
-* funded," in the seventh line of said article : "And no petition shall 

be received from a rejected applicant until six months shall have 
elapsed after such rejection." 

11. Amend article 7, section 1, of the constitution by substituting 
therefor the following: " Each member shall pay into the treasury 
of the Subordinate Grange to which he belongs a monthly due, to 
be determined by the State Grange to which it is attached." 

12. Amend article 7, section 2, of the constitution by substituting 
therefor the following: "Tho Secretary of each Subordinate 
Grange shall report quarterly to the Secretary of his State Grange 
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the number of persons initiated since his last report, and also the 
number who, by death, expulsion, removal, or otherwise, have 
ceased to be members within the same time ; and shall pay to the 
Secretary of the State Grange such an amount of dues on each 
member and fees for each person initiated during the quarter as 
the State Grange may determine; provided that any State Grange 
may require such reports and payments to be made through the 
Secretaries of the County Granges." 

13. Amend article 7, section 3, of the constitution by striking out 
the word "ten," where it occurs in the third line of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word " thirty." 

14. Amend article 8, section 7, of the constitution by striking out 
the word " one," where it occurs in the first line of said section, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word "two." 

The committee recommend that the Secretary be instructed 
immediately after the adjournment of the session to cause to be 
printed on slips of paper the proposed amendments to the con- 
stitution, numbered as above, and to forward a copy of the 
same to the Master of each State Grange and a duplicate copy 
to the Secretary thereof, and that each proposed amendment shall 
be considered by the State Granges as distinct and substantive 
propositions ; that the Master of each State Grange be instructed 
to submit the proposed amendments to his State Grange at the 
next session thereof for ratification, and cause the Secretary of his 
State Grange to communicate to the Secretary of the National 
Grange, under the seal of the State Grange, the result of the action 
of his Grange upon each proposition. When the Secretary of the 
National Grange shall have received official information that any 
one or more of said proposed amendments have been ratified by 
three fourths of all the State Granges he shall communicate the 
same to the Master of the National Grange, who shall at once 
make official proclamation thereof; and the Executive Committee 
shall cause to be printed such a number of the amended constitu- 
tion and by-laws as in their judgment the good of the Order may 
demand. 

Adopted. 

Bro. Davio, Ky., offered the following: 

"Resolved, That the press of this city are entitled to the thanks 
of this Grange for the able and complete manner in which they 
have published the proceedings of this session." Adopted. 

Bro. Woodman, Mich., presented the following resolution by 
request of the Executive Committee: 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee be instructed to cause 
to be printed as the proceedings of this body — 

" 1 . All amendments to the constitution, by-laws, rules, regu- 
lations, and usages of the Order. 
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"2. The reports of all committees, and the result of the action 
of the Grange upon the recommendations of committees. 

"8. All resolutions introduced and voted upon, and the result of 
such vote. 

"4. The result of all elections." 

Bro. Whito offered the following substitute: 

"Resolved, That the Executive Committee are hereby em- 
powered to -revise for publication the daily proceedings of this 
session of the National Grange." 

Which substitute was lost. 

Beading of the journals of yesterday and to-day was called for, 
and yesterday's journal after correction was approved. 

Bro. Ellis asked that the reference to Priest of Demeter be left 
out. Lost. 

This morning's journal was read and approved, and at 1 p. m. 
the Grange was elosed in due form by Worthy Master Jones, and 
adjourned sine die.

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REPORT OF AUDITING COMMITTEE. 

The committee appointed in pursuance of a resolution adopted 
by the National Grange at its eighth annual session to audit the 
accounts, books, and papers of the Executive Committee, the Sec- i 

retary, and the Treasurer, report : 

That in obedience to the call of the chairman of the Executive I 

Committee they met in the city of Louisville on November 11th 
(inst.), and entered upon the discharge of their duties. 

The committee apprehend that the National Grange intended, j 

by its action in this matter, not merely to ascertain the correctness ■ 

of the reports which should be submitted by its officers at the | 

present session, but in addition thereto to secure a comprehensive l 

and detailed statement of the history and present status of its ' 

finances. With this view of the purposes contemplated in its ap- I 

pointment, the committee desired to commence at the beginning, j 

and to trace every step in the financial history of the Order down 
to the close of the present fiscal year. j 

Such an investigation, in fact, was demanded, not only by the 
action of the National Grange in the resolution creating the com- 
mittee, but by the public opinion of the entire Order. % 

It has been found impracticable, however, to make such an 
investigation, because of the limited time allowed the Auditing 
Committee before the beginning of the present session, and even 
in that limited time we have not had access to all the sources of 
information necessary to a complete report. The books and 
accounts of the Treasurer were not placed in the ha^nds of the 
committee until the 15th inst., and the minutes of the Executive 
Committee, on account of the unavoidable absence of the chair- 
man, have never been submitted to our inspection. 

In view of these difficulties the Auditing Committee have not 
been able to extend their investigation beyond the first day of 
January of the current year. Commencing at that date, they 
have made a careful and thorough examination of the receipts and 
expenditures of the executive officers up to the close of the last fiscal 
quarter, on the 30th day of September last. It is a matter of 
regret to the committoe, and doubtless will be to the National 
Grange, that the report does not present a statement of our 
financial operations from the beginning, and we beg leave to sug- 
gest that in our judgment this investigation should bo prosecuted 
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until the whole ground has been covered. Not that we would ' 
intimate that sucn an investigation would disclose any misappro- 
priation of the funds of the Order, or any malfeasance on the 
part of those who have been intrusted with their management; 
Dut because it is the right of the members of this grand brother- 
hood to know every thing which pertains to its administration, and * 
it is equally due to those who fill its positions of honor and trust 
that it Should be known how they have discharged the trusts con- 
fided to them. 

The committee believe that the investigation, as far as it has 
been made, is thorough, and that the following statement exhibits 
a correct report of the finances of the Order for the period of nine 
months, beginning with the 1st of January and closing the 30th of 
September, 1875.

The committee might close its labors with the foregoing exhibit 
of the receipts and disbursements of the executive offices of the 
Grange, but they feel impelled by a sense of obligation to the inter- 
ests of the Order to submit for the consideration of the National 
Orange a few suggestions which have been impressed upon their 
own minds. 

1. While we are gratified in being able to state that a rigid 
scrutiny into the financial operations of our executive officers dis- 
covers not one instance of intentional wrong, we feel constrained 
to say that their management has not always been marked with 
that degree of particularity and care which should characterize the 
administration of a public trust. We find, for instance, that in 
some cases accounts nave been audited and ordered paid by the 
Executive Committee, and which we have been obliged to accept 
as vouchers, that have never been receipted; and others, which are 
in proper shape, ought not, in our judgment, to have been approved. 
Indeed, in the absence of the books of the Executive Committee, 
to which, as already intimated, we have never had access, we aro 
unable to determine whether a large number of vouchers sub- 
mitted for our inspection have ever been examined and approved. 
In the Secretary's office we have met with occasional instances 
of inattention to detail which impair the accuracy and value of 
his records. 

2. There has not been as much prudence and economy in the 
administration of our affairs as should characterize an institution 
which, like the Orange, professes to inculcate the practice of these 
virtues on the part of its members. Tho expenditures of the Order 
have, in our judgment, exceeded what was either necessary or 
proper. The bills which we have had to pay for printing and 
stationery have been especially excessive. This remark, however, 
applies more to the expenditures of previous years than to the items 
which appear under that head in our current account. The cost 
of the Secretary's office has been, in the opinion of the committee, 
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unnecessarily high, amounting, as will be seen by reference to the 
statement, for nine months to $7,311.52. We suggest that the 
clerical force might be reduced without impairing the efficiency 
of the office. 

The cost of the Lecturers office has also exceeded, in the judg- 
ment of the committee, the amount which the National Grange 
contemplated. Beyond the payment of the salary allowed to 
that office by law, no expense connected with the discharge of his 
duties should be devolved on the National Grange, but should be 
borne by those State Granges within whose jurisdiction and at 
whose request his labors are dispensed. 

The expenses of the Executive Committee are much heavier,. it 
seems to us, than their duties in the service of the Order demand. 
It appears from the foregoing exhibit that the cost to the Order 
on account of the members of the Executive Committee for nine 
months of the current year has been $6,717.43, or at the rate of 
$8,956.56 per annum. True, a considerable portion of this sum 
has been expended in the extraordinary duties imposed upon the 
Executive Committee in the removal of the office from Washington 
to Louisville, but beyond these items we think the expenditures 
have been heavier than necessary. 

The duties of the Executive Committee are denned in our con- 
stitution in terms so general that its members might well be in 
doubt how far their obligations required or permitted them to go 
in their labors for the Order. It has seemed to the Auditing Com- 
mittee that the interests of the Order do not require that so much 
expense should be incurred as will be involved in demanding that 
the Executive Committee should travel throughout the connection, 
and we suggest that some action should be taken by the National 
Grange more clearly denning the character of the service required 
of the Executive Committee. 

We notice these facts not in any spirit of fault-finding, or be- 
cause we would detract in any degree from the praise which is due 
to the members of the Executive Committee for their energetic de- 
votion to their labors, but because we are impressed with the truth 
that retrenchment and economy in the administration of our affairs 
are absolutely indispensable to the prosperity if not to the existence 
of our Order. A deep undertone of complaint at the expenditures 
of the National Grange has made itself heard from every quarter 
of our wide-spread connection. Our brethren feel that while they 
are taxed to contribute to our treasury, they have a right to demand 
that there should be no needless extravagance in its disbursement. 
We owe it to them that there should be no waste in the adminis- 
tration of our finances. Moreover, ours is a farmers' institution, 
and while our vocation as tillers of the earth implies no niggardli- 
ness, it ought to imply frugality. 

Our Order is founded upon economy as one of its cardinal 
virtues. Let us insist upon it in overy department of our admin- 
istration. 
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In this connection, and in pursuance of the policy herein indi- 
cated, the committee beg leave to suggest the propriety of a general 
reduction of the salaries of our officers and of the per diem allowed 
to the members of this body. Let us begin the work of retrench- 
ment at once and in earnest, nor pause in the work until we have 
placed the administration of our affairs upon a basis of economy > w ' ^ 

and simplicity that shall be in harmony with the purposes and 
professions of our Order. Thus shall we best gainsay our enemies 
and command the confidence of our friends. We earnestly desire to 
perpetuate the Grange as a brotherhood of the farmers of America. 
Through its agency we hope to develop and dignify the great agri- 
cultural interests of our common country. Ours is the grandest, 
tho noblest of all industries. Let us make the Grange worthy of 
our cause. 

In conclusion, your committee submit for your consideration 
the accompanying resolutions, and recommend their adoption : 

Resolved, That the Secretary be and he is hereby instructed to 
submit to the National Grange at the beginning of each annual 
session a statement of all the receipts, tabulated under appropriate 
heads, so as to show the sources from which they are derived ; and 
also of the expenditures, so classified as to exhibit the accounts on 
which they have been made, together with his vouchers for the 
same; and in auditing his account no voucher shall be allowed ^y 

which does not bear the indorsement and approval of the Execu- ' 

tive Committee. 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee shall, within ten days 
after the close of each annual session, consider and determine the 
amount of clerical force needed by the Secretary to enable him to 
discharge the duties of his office and the compensation which shall 
be allowed therefor, which shall be entered on their proceedings, 
and no other expenditures on this account shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the National Grange. 

Resolved^ That the expenses of the National Lecturer, while 
traveling within the jurisdiction of the several State Granges at the 
request of the Master thereof, shall be defrayed by the State 
Granges respectively in which his services are required, and that 
no appropriation for such services beyond the amount of his salary 
fixed by law should hereafter be made from the national treasury. 

Resolved^ That the Executive Committee should meet at the 
office in Louisville at least one week before the annual session of X 

the National Grange, and at intervals of three months thereafter, 
so as to hold one session of the committee quarterly, for the pur- 
pose of examining the books and accounts and vouchers of the 
Secretary and Treasurer. At each of its sessions the committee 
should make an estimate of the probable cash expenditures of the 
Secretary's office for the succeeding quarter, other than the salary 
of that officer, and make a requisition on the Treasurer for such an 
amount as will be needed for such expenditures, which requisition 
shall be drawn from the Fiscal Agency in the same way that other 
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drafts are drawn, and an account shall be furnished at the next 
succeeding session of the committee, showing how the same has 
been used, and the vouchers therefor. The Court of Appeals 
should sit during these quarterly sessions, and at no other time, ex- 
cept upon the call of the Master. Beyond the expenses incurred 
in these quarterly sessions no other expenditures should be made by 
the Executive Committee, except such as are incurred in the dis- 
charge of duties specially devolved upon the committee by order 
of the National Grange. 

Resolved, That the Secretary should be required to comply 
strictly with the law making it his duty to deposit weekly in the 
Fiscal Agency all funds coming into his hands, and no money shall 
be paid out or used by him except such as may have been placed 
in his hands for contingent expenses, in accordance with the fore- 
going resolution. 

Resolved, That the Committee on Finance be instructed in the 
adjustment of salaries of officers and the per diem pay of members 
to make such reductions as the good of the Order may demand.

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DECISIONS OF THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

A State Grange should not interfere with the discipline or 
action of a Subordinate Grange unless there was manifest injustice 
in its action, or some irregularity which worked injustice. 

That the fact that a witness is under fourteen years of age does 
not necessarily invalidate the testimony. 

FROM COLORADO. 

That the Master of a State Grange has no authority to suspend 
from office any officer of a Subordinate Grange except the Master. 

FROM MONTANA. 

That officers of the State Grange who are not Masters of Sub- 
ordinate Granges and their wives who are Matrons are not 
entitled to vote or to participate in the discussions in the State 
Grange. 

A vote on each specification is unnecessary and improper, and 
a vote on the charges is sufficient. 

A vote of guilty did not carry with it the grade of punishment; 
but the Subordinate Grange should by vote decide upon the grade 
of punishment. 

The Master of a State Grange has the undoubted right to forbid 
the initiation or advancement of a candidate in a Subordinate 
Grange who is clearly ineligible to membership. 

FROM WISCONSIN. 

That if any Secretary of a State Grange fails to report for the 
full number of Subordinate Granges in the state, as shown by the 
records in the office of the Secretary of the National Grange, the 
Executive Committee of the National Grange, during the recess 
of the National Grange, may require the Secretary of the National 
Grange to fill the blanks in each case with the number as last re- 
ported ; and in case no report has been made, with the number of 
charter members. 

FROM CALIFORNIA. 

A Patron is eligible to office while preferred charges are stand- 
ing against him. 



^ 
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If a Patron who is ineligible to office at the time of election 
should be installed in regular form by a proper officer, the installa- 
tion will not cure the defect and remove the ineligibility. 

When charges have been preferred against a Patron in due form 
the Grange can not by vote order such charges dropped or the 
consideration of them indefinitely postponed. ' 

An installing officer may decline to install officers on the ground 
of ineligibility alone; but that pending charges does not constitute 
ineligibility.
